In April 2002 The Bitter End, along with CKLN's International Connection, started a six month long look into 
many details of Vreeland's story. 


We discovered that the note that Vreeland wrote in jail could not have possibly been interpreted as a warning of 
anything. We discovered that during the time he was supposed to have been in Moscow uncovering the 9/11 plot 
he was actually in the custody of police in St. Thomas, Ontario. We discovered that his navy records indicate that 
he didn't make it through basic training and that he presented false identification when he signed up. We found 
evidence that he didn't graduate high school. We discovered that the alleged relentless drug dealer was actually 
Vreeland's brother-in-law. We found that Vreeland had an extensive criminal record, having spent the majority of 
his adult life in jail and that he was wanted in at least six states. We found the victims of the alieged frauds which 
Vreeland is accused of committing in Michigan and many people in law enforcement who related details of 
Vreeland's alleged crimes. 


We also quickly discovered that almost nothing Vreeland ever said on the record could possibly be true. Several 
judges in Canada and the US have called Vreeland a man of little credibility. Other journalists noticed gaping 
holes in the story and reported both the descrepencies and the opinions of various judges.

Gilles TREMBLAY said he checked 
the records that he could, but without a birth date he couldn’t check most of their databases or 
driver’s license records. 


I contacted the Douglas County Motor Vehicle Department and Ruth SWEET checked the DMV 
records and told me the following: 


- Steve KLAYTOONS purchased the 1992 GMC van on September 9, 2004, from 
Charlie Adams, and the purchase price was $4675.00 


- DMV does not have any personal information such as a birth date or phone 
number for KLAYTOONS. 


On October 15, 2004, I obtained a search warrant for 8770 Wildrye Cr., and at approximately 
2:30 p.m. I met with Douglas County Sheriff's Office Investigators: Jenny MCMILLAN, 
Jennifer ROSE, Shawn CRONCE, Lori WESOLOWSKI, Mike FRENCH, Ronnie CHAVEZ, 
Troy CROSWHITE, and Brian RADEMACHER, and explained the search warrant. The 
following took place:

On October 15, 2004, at approximately 7:00 p.m. I conducted a videotaped interview of 
the man who identified himself to me Steve KLAYTOONS. As soon as I sat down 
STEEVES told me the following: 


- He knows that the owner of Presidential Limousine is a drug dealer. 
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۹0 - He will provide the information to help us buy drugs from him. 
1 told STEEVES about the discrepancy with his name and he told me the following: 


- His legal name is Clayton Barry STEEVES, and his birth date is May 13, 
1962.

- His company, Tokyo Steel rented the house for him, and there is a one- 
year lease. 


I advised STEEVES of his Miranda Rights, which he said he understood and waived. He 
signed the written advisement form, and agreed to speak with me. He told me the 
following, in part: 


- He has worked as a liquidator for Tokyo Steel Company, which is also 
known as Asia Steel Company, for 9 % years. 


- He does not have an office in Colorado; he works out of his home, and his 
8 boss, Sherman WAN is based in San Francisco California. 


- His previous address was 1431 Robson Ave., Vancouver British 
Columbia, V6Z1J2, where he lived for three years. 


- He is a Canadian citizen and he left Canada in July 2004. 


1 He went to Florida and San Francisco before arriving in Colorado on 
August 19, 2004. 


STEEVES then made the following comment: 
- He never paid anyone to have sex with him. 


- He has testicular cancer and cancer on the left side of his throat, which has 
been diagnosed by Dr. Gollans in Canada. The doctor originally thought 
he had strep throat. 


- He is not being treated for the testicular cancer in the United States, but he 
went to see “Dr. Lynn” for his throat. (She was later identified through his 
prescription as Lynn LITTRELL R.N.) He hasn’t actually been 
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e. diagnosed with throat cancer, but Dr. Lynn said that it might turn into 
cancer.

The interview ended at approximately 11:48 p.m. I arrested STEEVES just after 
midnight, and took him to the Douglas County Detention Facility. Throughout the 
interview STEEVES was very nervous, talking very fast, fidgeting, moving around in his 
chair, he tried changing the subject, and he repeatedly said, “Swear to God" and “Honest 
to God." During the interview I asked STEEVES to sign a medical release for "Dr. 
Lynn," which he did. I also made photo copies of the Simon gift card information. 


On October 18, 2004 STEEVES bond was reduced from $250,000.00 to $100,000.00, and he 
posted bond through Always Available Bail Bonds. Leticia R. MONTOYA, DOB February 04, 

08 1973, was the bonding agent. On October 26, 2004, I obtained certified copies of the 
Appearance Bond, the Conditions of Bond, and the Mandatory Protection Order from Marlies 
MASSEY of the Douglas County Courts. STEEVES signed the Appearance Bond, which is in 
the name Clayton Barry STEEVES, and the Mandatory Protection Order, and Conditions of 
Bond, which are in the name Clayton STEEVES. I later booked the certified documents into 
evidence. 


On October 19, 2004, Sgt. MCMILLAN asked Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Scene 
Investigator Andrea SMITH to enter the fingerprints that the Douglas County Sheriff's Office 
obtained from STEEVES into the IAFIS system and the Canadian fingerprint system. Later that 
day SMITH gave me copies of the information that she received back from Canada, which states 
the following: 


- The fingerprints come back to party by the name of Bradley DEIGHTON. 


- DEIGHTON has a Canadian criminal history that shows “No Convictions,” and 
he has a Canadian Immigration Warrant. 


The Canadian records show 20 aliases and numerous birthdates.‏ تن 


On October 19, 2004, Cpl. Gilles TREMBLAY with the Royal Canadian Mounted Police called 
and told me the following: 
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۱ - He researched Barry Clayton STEEVES for me and he found a RCMP report that 
the real STEEVES filed in February 2004, for theft of his identification and other 
items. 


- He called and spoke to the real STEEVES, who he told to expect a call from me. 
On October 19, 2004, I called the real STEEVES, who told me the following: 


- He met the suspect (VREELAND) when VREELAND rented a condo from him, 
and “stripped him of all his personal belongings.” 


- The suspect always used the first name of Michael, but he used the following last 
names: HILDEN-WOOD, HILDEN WOODS, HILDENWOOD, 
HILDENBRANDT. He knows that those names are all aliases, but he doesn't 
know what the suspect's real name is. 


- The suspect was supposed to buy a truck from him for $12,000.00, but he never 
paid for it. The truck was later found crashed in another county. 


- The suspect also stole an extensive jewelry collection, $600.00 US cash, and 
& $2200 Canadian cash. 


- The suspect is approximately 27-32- years-old, 5' 9", 165 pounds, with 
blond/brown hair and green eyes. The suspect is very similar in appearance to 
him (STEEVES). 


1 He will send me a written statement, and a list of stolen property. 


On October 19, 2004, ] contacted the RCMP and Cpl. Mark LINNELL, faxed me the police 
report #2004-1603 that the real STEEVES made February 17, 2004. Cpl. TREMBLAY faxed 
me a picture of the real STEEVES on October 29, 2004. 


On October 19, 2004, at approximately 11:00 a.m., I asked Inv. French and Inv. Chavez to go by 
8770 Wildrye to see if the person who we believed to be DEIGHTON was there. They later told 
me that the van was not there, and there was no answer at the door, but the two dogs were inside 
the house. Sgt. MCMILLAN contacted Douglas County Sheriff's Office Deputy Mike WIDMER, 
who is assigned to the Fugitive Location and Apprehension Group (FLAG), and asked him to 
attempt to locate DEIGHTON. WIDMER told me he arrived at the address on Wildrye in the 
early afternoon, and the van and the dogs were gone. 
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On October 19, 2004, I spoke with Shelly ANDREAS with Douglas County Community Justice 
Services. She told me that she is STEEVES pre-trial release officer, and that she placed him on 
an electronic ankle monitor. ANDREAS told me that STEEVES was supposed to report to First 
Step Counseling in Parker to set up his court ordered alcohol testing, and that she had an 
appointment with him at 3:00 p.m. She said that STEEVES called her several times with 
excuses as to why he had not set up his alcohol testing, and to change his appointment with her. 
ANDREAS told me that STEEVES never arrived at First Step Counseling, and he didn't show 
up for his appointment with her. She said she had authorized him to be away from his house 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. that day, and the monitoring equipment showed that he left his house 
around 8:30 a.m. and never returned. 


I met with Jason SIERS who is a Deputy District Attorney with the Douglas County Sheriff's 
Office, and told him that STEEVES provided a false name. SIERS obtained a warrant for 
Failure to Comply, and STEEVES bond was increased to $50,000.00 cash only. 


I contacted Leticia MONTOYA with Always Available Bail Bonds, and notified her that it 
appeared that STEEVES had given a false name and may have left town. She told me later in the 
day that she called STEEVES on his cell phone, and he said he was walking into the Douglas 
County Sheriff's Office as they spoke. When STEEVES failed to arrive at the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office MONTOYA started looking for him too. She told me that she was going to his 
house, and that she had a key and the right to enter the house. I told her that the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office would not enter the house or ask her to act as an agent for us. 


On October 19, 2004, I called the Simon gift card processing center, which is run by a company 
called Wild Card Services, and spoke with Diana MARTINO, who told me the following: 


- STEEVES purchased 13, $500.00 pre-paid Visa Simon cards from the Aurora 
Mall. 


- She checked the history on all of the cards and the most recent transactions were 
at approximately 1:45 p.m. on October 19, 2004, at the Shell gas station located at 
4885 Kipling St. in Wheatridge, CO. 


- Always Available Bail Bonds charged the majority of the available credit on the 
cards on that same date, and that STEEVES had called in to complain. 


1 asked MARTINO to flag the cards and notify me immediately if they were used, and she said 
she would. 


I talked to MONTOYA again, and she told me that she “maxed out" STEEVES Simon cards, and 

American Express, and that she was in the process of searching his house. She told me that 

STEEVES gave her the title to the van, which is in the name Steve KLAYTOONS, and the Ford 

Explorer that he said he owned, as collateral for the bond. He also told her that he owns a house 
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in Michigan, and that he would sign the documentation to use the house as collateral on the bond. 
She never got any documentation or proof of ownership on the Michigan property or the Ford 
Explorer. 


WIDMER told me that he watched the house on Wildrye for several hours, and then he went to 
the Sheli gas station in Wheatridge to talk to the clerk. He told me he spoke with Kenneth R. 
FARLEY, 05-10-81, who remembered STEEVES and OSMOND, and provided copies of their 
transactions. WIDMER told me that FARLEY said they were still in the cream color van with 
two dogs. WIDMER later gave me the copies of the transactions, which have the following 
information: 


- A $50.00 pre-paid Shell gas card was purchased at 1:44 p.m. 
- A $50.00 pre-paid Shell gas card was purchased at 1:45 p.m. 
- A $54.95 purchase for gas, cigarettes and sunglasses was made at 1:48 p.m. 


On October 20, 2004, SMITH told me that Lakewood Police Department was successful in 


locating a match for the fingerprints through IAFIS. She told me that the fingerprints were 
associated with m | ran that FBI number, and located the following 


information: 


- There is an extensive criminal history on Delmart Edward VREELAND, DOB 05- 
20-66, out of Michigan, New York, Virginia, Florida, Ohio, and California. 


- VREELAND uses approximately 30 aliases Including Bradley DEIGHTON, 
Michael WOODBURY ` Gg ALLEN, Lawrence 
SHELDON, Robert FRIEDRICH, Terry WEEMS, and numerous variations of 
these names. 


- He has an FBI no bond warrant for Arson, and he has numerous no bond warrants 
out of Michigan for credit card fraud, illegal use of a financial transaction device, 
arson, embezzlement, and grand theft.

There were no new gas cards purchased at that time. 


I asked MCCOY to put an alert on the card, and if the card is used and the clerk calls the 
processing center to tell the clerk to call local law enforcement immediately and tell them that the 
man using the card is wanted and may be using numerous different names. I also asked her to 
call me immediately after calling local law enforcement. 


š MCCOY said she cannot call me if the card is used, but I can keep calling back to 
check on it, and she will pass the information on to the next shift. 


On October 20, 2004, I contacted American Express and spoke with T.J. GREEN, who told me 
© the following: 


- The American Express card NENNEN in the name Clayton 
STEEVES, and the primary cardholder is Sherman Xaio WAN. 
- The account was opened July 18, 2004, and the credit cards were sent to 7296 S. 


2700 East, Salt Lake City Utah. (The address on ILLIGS lease is 7294 S. 2700 
East, Salt Lake City Utah.) 


- There was a $15,600.00 credit limit, but the account is currently over the limit, 
and has a balance in excess of $21,000.00 


- The last charge on the account was October 19, 2004, at Always Available Bail 
Bonds, and the account was “shut down” after that. 


- He will monitor the card and call me if it is used. 
I called Shell several times during the day to see if the card had been used, but they said it had 


not. On October 20, 2004, at approximately 6:30 p.m., I received a phone call from Larry 
STOKES, at Shell Cardholder Services, who told me the following: 
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- The Shell pre-paid gas card that I asked to be flagged was currently being used at 
a Shell gas station in Latimer lowa. 


- The store clerk and the customer both called the authorization center, and the 
customer is very upset and saying that Shell stole his money. 


- He advised the store clerk to call 911, and tell law enforcement that the man was 
wanted, which they did. (The clerks who were involved in the transaction were

While I was on the phone with Mr. STOKES, he was on another line with the clerk at the Shell 
station. STOKES gave me the phone number to Franklin County Sheriff’s Office, which was the 
agency that was enroute to the Shell station. Sgt. MCMILLAN called the Franklin County 
Sheriff's Office, and related the physical and vehicle descriptions and information on about the 
warrants, and asked that the information be relayed to the officer who was enroute. She also 
faxed them pictures 0 nd STEEVES. 


While I was on the phone with STOKES, he told me that the store clerk advised him that the 
suspects seemed to get scared and left. A few minutes later STOKES told me that Sheriff's 
Deputies were in contact with the suspects down the road from the station. I had STOKES give 
my phone number to the clerk, and to have the deputy call me. A few minutes later I got a call 
from Deputy Stephen BARDOLE, with the Franklin County Sheriff's Office. He told me that he

On October 21, 2004, I spoke with Chief Deputy Kenneth LUBKEMAN with the Franklin 
County Sheriff's Office, who told me that VREELAND was not wearing the electronic ankle 
bracelet, and that VREELAND had “more stolen credit cards than he could shake a stick at." 
LUBKEMAN said that they would be filing charges relating to credit card fraud, false reporting, 
and fugitive of justice against VREELAND. 


On October 21, and 22, 2004, I searched the name Delmart VREELAND on the Internet and 
found over 700 entries on him. I read several of the articles which state that VREELAND was in 
jail in Canada when he tried to forewarn authorities of the attacks on September 11, 200]. There 
are also numerous websites advising that VREELAND is a career criminal, and is wanted out of 
multiple states and Canada. 
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On October 21, 2004, T obtained an arrest warrant with a $100,000.00 bond ۵0ء‎ for 
Possession of a schedule II controlled substance — cocaine. I also contacted Deputy District 
Attorney Jason SIERS, and advised him that the suspect was arrested in lowa, using another 
alias, and not wearing the electronic monitoring device. I showed him some of the articles that I 
found on the Internet. Deputy D.A. SIERS requested and was granted a new warrant for Failure 
to Comply, and the bond was increased to $1,000,000.00 cash only. 


On October 26, 2004, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Deputy Paul JOYCE, took a theft report 
#04-11230, from Ursula ILLIG, who is the owner of the house at 8770 Wildrye Cr. Illig faxed 
me acopy of the lease on October 19, 2004, it is dated August 18, 2004, in the name Steve 
KLAYTON, and New Asia Steel, and it is signed as Steve KLAYTON one time, and Steve 
KLAYTOONS another time. I read JOYCE’s report, which states the following, in part:

On October 29, 2004, MONTOYA brought me the original Application for Bail Bond, Waiver of 
Extradition, and Agreement and Promissory Note that VREELAND signed in the name Clayton 
STEEVES. 1 later booked the documents into evidence. 


The computers and Palm Pilot have been transferred to the Colorado Regional Computer 
Forensics Laboratory for analysis. I have requested the following documents: 


- Title application documents from the State of Colorado Motor Vehicle 
Department. 


- Vehicle lease from Avis-Rent-Car. 
- Credit card records from American Express. 
- Written statement from the real Barry Clayton STEEVES.

The contents supposedly contain information of an 
upcoming attack. The outside of the envelope says the following, in part:

-"VREELAND - Delmart (Nov 27-2004) 5-20-66” 
-Not to be opened till 2005, Feb. 27" 


Mail from the Hardin County Jail includes the following, in part: 


Letter from VREELAND 5 NS November 25, 2004, which states the 
following, in part: 


e “As soon as we get to Denver, I may just take a plea to the coke and get a 
probation sentence, the rest is all bullshit. You know, the only reason they 
held you was and is to be mean, and to see if they could get you to tell 
them my life story... They want you to lie for them, because they have no 
case with out you, it sucks when the police have to blackmail you in order 
to save their ass, cause I am starting civil action against them in Denver."

-She believes that VREELAND stole the mail, and subsequently the identity of 
Aiao Shi "Sherman" WAN. 

-The Sherman WAN, who I contacted is a different person, and not related to the 
investigation. 

-WAN is the Manager of Sales Alliance for IBM in China, and she has been in 
contact with him. 

-VREELAND opened an American Express account in WAN's name, and 
incurred over $30,000.00 in fraudulent debt. 

-WAN's potential loss from VREELAND’s theft of his identity is over 
$100,000.00. 


ANGLADA requested copies of the following documents that the Douglas County

‘lew to Detroit Michigan with Eddie VREELAND 
unaware of what he had planned. Upon arriving in Michigan Mr. VREELAND 
stopped and purchased $100.00 worth of crack cocaine, he then stopped at a 
liquor store and purchased alcohol. He then drove to a hotel (Express Holiday 
Inn). After arriving at the hotel he began smoking crack cocaine and tried to get 
me to do the same of which I refused because I do not smoke crack cocaine. He 
then stated “If he knew that he would not have bought so much." Then he told me 
to drink some rum which I did I consumed approximately 2 plastic hotel cups of 
rum. After drinking the rum he began to repeatedly ask me if I would like to 
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make some money. I did not reply! He then asked aren't you going to ask me 
how you can make some money? I then replied “No I do not want to know." (I 
said no because he made it seem as if I asked what it was then I would have to do 
it. I told him if I had to ask then I was going to do it. He replied that he “wanted 
me to ask him questions.” So then I asked what I had to do, he told me that the 2 
biggest things to make money in the world are shipping pornography and drugs to 
Germany. J asked him what all this had to do with me. He then told me that the 
whole room was filled with cameras. He then described a variety of sex acts and 
stated that 1f I was willing to do any of them I would wake up with money in my 
pocket. I knew that I didn't want to do this, but at the same time I knew I was in 
the middle of Detroit without a way home. So I knew I had to think and think 
fast. I came to the decision that I was going to fake like I was getting sick from 
drinking. Iran to the bathroom and locked the door behind me, and began to try 
and make myself throw up. He then repeatedly began to knock on the door and 
asked me if I was alright. I told him no ‘I’m getting sick’. At that point I could 
tell he was mad. I went back out into the room and laid down. He told me to take 
off my shirt and I did, then he put a cold rag on my back he told me to roll over. 
He to put the cold rag on my head and told me to unbutton my pants and I'd be 
more comfortable. At this point I knew he was trying to molest me, so I jumped 
up and (illegible) ran into the bathroom and told him I had to take a shower. 1 
took a shower the whole time he was beating on the door trying to get in using 
excuses saying that he had to use the bathroom. I told him to hold on while I got 
out of the shower and got dressed. I then went into the room and laid down. And 
he came into the room after using the restroom. And again asked me if Í was 
going to do it. I told him ‘no’ I needed to get to bed I did not feel good. At this 
time he began waving money in my face and telling to smell 1] while he (illegible) 
by eyes. He began asking me if P'd ever played “Simon Says' and would I play it 
with him. 


After repeatedly, repeatedly asking me this for quite some time. After he finally 
realized that I wasn't going to do it and thought that I was really, really drunk he 
ave up and let me go to sleep. So Lpretended to go to sleep, and he called 
EB. the phone and was "Tm I wouldn't do it that I was to scared 
and had too much fear, and that he had tried his best stuff on me and I still 
wouldn't do it. The next morning the first thing he said to me was ‘I better not 
tell a soul about what happened he did not care about what people thought of him 
but he did not want it to affect so we drove back VA in a 95’ Camaro that 


Eddie picked up from Detroit.....He took me back to his house in Williamsburg 
that’s when I told him I needed to go home and he had ake me home.” 


There is an additional handwritten statement ود‎ dated May 1, 1997, which 
says the following: 


“Two daysafter returning from Detroit. NEN - to my house in Norfolk 
and is in 1 BMW and MT Im take 11 anymore meaning lather 
@ Eddie tha ust wanted to go and start a new life.....” 
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On February 23, 2005, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Specialist L.A. ROTH told me 
that VREELAND scheduled a visit with Delayne LAW, (DOB 06-16-56) for 4:00 p.m. 
on February 23, 2005. Spec. ROTH said she was concerned about the scheduled visit 
because Delayne LAW is the wife of another Douglas County Detention Facility inmate, 
Robert LAW (DOB 08-09-63). She said that Robert and Delayne LAW both have 
extensive criminal histories and that Delayne LAW works for a bondsman. Robert 
LAW’s criminal history includes the following: 


-Fight aliases 

-Aggravated motor vehicle theft, harassment, felony larceny, several arrests for 
possession of dangerous drugs and narcotic equipment, false reporting, criminal 
impersonation, burglary, forgery, contraband in prison, parole violations, 
domestic violence, violation of protection order, counterfeit/forgery, DUI, 
numerous traffic violations and several FTA and fugitive arrests. 


Delayne LAW's criminal history includes: 


-Twelve aliases 

-Numerous DUI and traffic arrests, habitual traffic offender, FTA and fugitive 
arrests, harassment, felony larceny, conspiracy, possession of narcotic equipment, 
vehicle theft, forgery, fraud, burglary, criminal impersonation, contempt of court, 
and parole violations. 


I discussed my concerns about the scheduled visit with Douglas County Sheriff's Office 
Lt. Kevin DUFFY, and he approved the cancellation of the visit due to safety and 
security concerns. Sgt. Jenny McMillan told me that another Denver area Polcie 
Department, possibly the Wheatridge Police Department is investigating Robert LAW for 
child prostitution. I waited for Delayne LAW to arrive for the visit so I could interview 
her, but she did not come. 


On February 24, 2005, I received a copy of an Inmate Kite from VREELAND on 
February 23, 2005. The kite states the following, in part:

The kite was forwarded to Douglas County Sheriff's Office Lt. ADKISSON, and Lt. 
DUFFY, who are addressing the issue. 


On February 28, 2005, I located VREELAND’s half brother, Terry E. WEEMS, DOB 09- 
24-59, in Florence Alabama, and he told me the following, in part: 


-He and VREELAND have the same mother, Jane WOODBURY- MATTAR. 
-VREELAND is their mothers “baby,” and she will do what ever it takes to 
protect him and get him out of trouble. 

-Their mother won’t talk to him about VREELAND, because she knows he 
doesn’t agree with what is going on. 

-Their mother ts married to Tony MATTAR, who is a multi-millionaire, they live 
in a two million dollar house, and could post a very large bond for VREELAND. 
-VREELAND doesn'thave any children that he knows of, but VRBELAND as 
said that he has a 2 

-VREELAND called him a few months ago and told him that he is being 
extradited back to Colorado on “bogus” charges, and that he was making a deal 
with the FBI. VREELAND rambled about being a spy. 

-He hasn't heard from VREELAND since then. 


-He thinks VREELAND is a “pedofile” because things “don’t add up and he is 
always with teenage boys." That is an assumption on his part, because he has 
never seen any child sexual assaults, but he has heard that VREELAND 5 
involved in sexual activity with young boys. 

-VREELAND would always make a point to say that the boys were 18-years-old. 
-He has been hearing about VREELAND being involved in child sex crimes and 
child pornography since the mid 1990's, but the charges always get dropped.

-The only websites that he knows about are the “Lt. VREELAND” site, and the 
Wilderness sites that started after VREELAND claimed to have advanced 
knowledge of the terrorist attacks on September 11, ۰ 

-He doesn’t know about any pornographic websites that VREELAND is involved 
with. 

-He doesn't know where VREELAND gets all of his money, other than from 
illegal activity, and their mother. 

-VREELAND always manages to get out of jail, and the charges against him 
never stick. 

-VREELAND has been accused of a lot of different crimes and someone always 
pays someone off and VREELAND get's out of trouble. 

-VREELAND has used his (WEEMS) name to get credit, join the military, in 
criminal cases, and he used his social security number on a fake death certificate. 
-VREELAND has been in trouble his whole life, and financial crimes are a way 
of life for him. 

-There is no price that is too high for their mother to pay. She believes everything 
VREELAND says, and she believes that he is a spy. 

-He believes that his mother is only working at the store she owns so she can 
finance VREELAND’s legal defense. 

-He thinks that VREELAND needs to stay “locked up.” 


On March 1, 2005, I contacted the Norfolk Police Department, and Ofc. Chris AMOS 
who referred me to Newport News Police Department. On March 7, 2005, spoke with 
Corporal WALKER at the Newport News City Jail, and she told me that ES 


s incarcerated at the Newport News City Jail on drug charges. I have an 
appointment to conduct a telephone interview with کسی‎ March 8, 2005. 
On March 3, 2005, I spoke with Det. Bruce LIDGARD, from the Oakland County 


Sheriff’s Office in Michigan, and he told me the following, and followed it up with a 
written statement: 


-He in 1996 and 1997 he investigated VREELAND, who was subsequently 
charged with fraud. 

-During the investigation he obtained a hard drive from VREELAND's computer, 
and on the hard driver he observed what he believed to be “numerous pictures of 
child pornography.” 

-The hard drive was sent to the FBI lab to be analyzed, however; the analysis was 
never done and the hard drive was destroyed on February 2, 1999. 
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Det. LIDGARD also faxed me copies of reports on FBI case # 196B-DE-78068, from 
e FBI Special Agent Andrew ALVEY. The report dated May 5, 2005, states the following, 
In part:

"purveying child pornographic material to markets in Europe, and that he has 
recruited, or attempted to recruit, juvenile United States citizens to pose for 
sexually explicit photographs.”

On March 7, 2005, I received a fax from Agent Bill EDWARDS of the FBI. The fax is a 


report authored by Agent Andrew L. ALVEY on May 22, 1997, and states the following, 
in part: 


-The case # 66-HQ-C1155003, involves Delmart VREELAND, D.B.A. ADM 
Computer Sales and Service. 
-It is a request for computer analysis. 


“Subject is alleged to have defrauded numerous individuals through the 
passage of account closed and non-sufficient funds checks in Michigan 
and several other states, in addition to defrauding a group of 
approximately fifty individuals residing in the Atlanta, Georgia, area out 
of $50,000.00” 


“In the course of their investigation into the bad check activities of the 
subject, the Oakland County, Michigan Sheriff's Departmen (OCSD) 
came into the possession of an IBM compatible hard-drive unit that their 
investigators were led to believe contained files concerning the bad check 
activity. Inasmuch as they were only provided with the hard-drive unit, 
the OCSD hooked up said unit to one of their computer systems and by 
using he Norton Utilities software program found images of files that 
consist of photographic depictions of what appears to be juvenile males 
engaged in sexually explicit acts. The OCSD investigator was unable to 
pull up the entirety of the files on the hard-drive and decided that the unit 
was of no evidentiary value to their substantive case. Consequently, the 
OCSD released custody of the hard-drive unit to the writer for whatever 
use he deemed appropriate in this office’s investigation of the subject’s 
possession of child pornographic material.” 


-The hard-drive was sent to the CART Field Examiner. (The analysis was never 
done, and the hard-drive was eventually destroyed.” 


I submitted a request to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Laboratory to develop 
and print the pictures from a disposable camera that was seized during the search of 
VREELAND’s property. | also requested photo copies of items bearing the name 
Sherman Xaio WAN. The request was completed on March 8, 2005. I looked at the

-On March 2, 2005, he was denied entry into the United States, and questioned as 
a criminal by Custom's officials. 

-He forwarded me a copy of a letter he wrote me confirming that his identity was 
stolen. 

-He also forwarded a copy of a letter from the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
confirming that he filed an official police report on February 17, 2004, for the 
theft of his passport and birth certificate.

On May 12, 2005, at VREELAND’s preliminary hearing his defense attorney presented a 
document from the U.S. Department of Justice, dated December 16, 2004, from Richard 
L. MURPHY, who is an Assistant United States Attorney. VREELAND's attorney 
allowed Jason SIERS, the Deputy District Attorney to copy the document, and SIERS 
made a copy for me. The document is addressed to Steven D. GOODWIN, who was 
VREELAND's attorney at the time, and it states the following, in part: 


-He learned that VREELAND has information including: a terrorist plan to 
abduct family members of U.S. government officials; the locations used by 
alleged terrorists to stage their operations; documentation, including bank account 
numbers, names and other details related to a terrorist financing or money 
laundering operation; the location of contraband, including explosives; and 
information concerning an alleged ongoing "hacking" situation involving 
Pentagon computers. 

-Neither VREELAND nor GOODWIN have provided any verifiable detail 
concerning any of these matters. 

-On December 13, 2004, VREELAND failed a polygraph examination. 
-VREELAND was offering to provide information concerning how he acquired 
the above-mentioned documents and information in exchange for immunity. 
-VREELAND wanted to be placed in federal custody for his protection and that 
of his family. 

-The United States Attorney's Office had "serious concerns about VREELAND's 
truthfulness,” but because of the serious nature of his claims they extended a 
limited use immunity agreement to him. The agreement, dated January 4, 2005, 
outlines numerous requirements, stipulations, and exclusions including: 


-The agreement does not grant immunity whatsoever for any information 
or material provided by VREELAND pertaining to any death, rape, 
murder, or felony crime of violence. 

-The agreement does not grant any immunity for information disclosed by 
VREELAND to any authorities prior to him signing the agreement. 
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On May 12, 2005, I called Ursula ILLIG, who is the owner of the house at 8770 456 
Cr., in Parker, Colorado. ILLIG told me the following: 


-Her rental house at 8770 Wildrye Cr. has a security system, but she did not have 
it activated when she rented the house to the man later determined to be 
VREELAND. 

-VREELAND said he activated the monitoring service through a company called 
Protection One, and she later saw receipts for the service. 

-The security system is for the perimeter of the house only, and covers the doors 
and windows. 

-The system does not have any cameras or any type of video surveillance. 

-She has never seen any type of surveillance equipment in the house. 

-After VREELAND abandoned the house she didn't find any type of cameras, 
wires, hookup's or anything else that would indicate there were cameras or video 
surveillance equipment. 


-After VREELAND abandoned the house the neighbor's across the street, "Mike" 

and "Cindy" told her that VREELAND said he had video cameras in the house. 

-She does not know Mike and Cindy's last name or address, but their phone 

number is (720) 876-1267. 

-She, Mike and Cindy were talking about how "strange" VREELAND is, and that 
C3 he changed the lock on the front storm door without her permission, and that 1s 

when Mike and Cindy told her about the comment VREELAND made about the 

video cameras. 

-Mike and Cindy didn’t tell her what or when VREELAND was allegedly 

videotaping. 

-She specifically looked for cameras or evidence of recording devices after Mike 

and Cindy's comment, but she never found anything. 

-No other neighbors have ever said anything to her about VREELAND 

conducting surveillance or having video cameras. 

-The house is now rented to another tenant, and the tenant hasn't said anything to 

her about finding any cameras, wires or anything else to indicate that there were 

cameras or surveillance. 


-Reference the items that were stolen out of her house — as far as she knows they 
were never recovered. 

-No one else besides VREELAND "T" — m access to the house. 
-VREELAND was the only person on the lease, and he was responsible for the 
contents, which included the stolen items. 

-She didn't give anyone permission to take the stolen items. 


-She still has a box of abandoned property that belonged to VREELAND and she 
will turn it over to me when she gets back in town. 
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On May 16, 2005, I called Richard L. Murphy, who is an Assistant United States 
e Attorney, and he told me the following: 


-The United States Government has thoroughly investigated VREELAND's 
claims that he has information on an alleged murder plot, kidnapping plot, 
terrorist plot, and claims that VREELAND has access to financial documents and 
information on the “money trail" to confirm the details of the above plots. 

-The U.S. Government has found VREELAND to be "entirely incredible" and 
there is no legitimacy to his claims. 

-The only financial information that was uncovered indicates that VREELAND 
was involved in financial fraud in California. 

-VREELAND tried to scam the Secret Service, the FBI, and the Department of 
Justice. 

-“VREELAND is a danger and needs to be put away." 


On May 16, 2005, I called Special Agent Randy D. Van Gent with the FBI, and he told 
me the following: 


-He and his partners investigated VREELAND’s claims that he had information 

about a terrorist group that was plotting to kidnap the wife of Deputy Attorney 

General James Comey. 

-They also investigated VREELAND’s claim that he had information concerning 

Middle Eastern terrorists who were planning an explosives attack in Minneapolis 
e Minnesota. 

-The FBI thoroughly investigated VREELAND’s claims that he worked for the 

ONI (Office of Naval Intelligence), and that he worked for the U.S. Navy from 

1984 to 2001, which they determined was not true. 

-VREELAND was in the in the navy for approximately four months in 1985 and 

1986, and he received an Entry Level Separation due to his inability to conform to 

military regulations. There was never any record of VREELAND being 

associated with the ONI. 

-The FBI found all of VREELAND’s claims to be unreliable and without merit. 

-VREELAND submitted to a polygraph examination by the FBI in December 

2004, which showed him to be deceptive. 

-The FBI does not consider VREELAND a credible source of information. 


On May 16, 2005, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Specialist Leigh Anne ROTH told me 
that Delayne LAW was at the Sheriff's Office and asked me if I wanted to talk to her. I 
went to the lobby and heard LAW say that she wanted to put money in VREELAND's 
account in the jail. I heard ROTH advise LAW that she had just put money in Robert 
LAW’s account, and that she could not put money in both inmates’ accounts, and that she 
would not be allowed to put money in VREELAND’s account because she is not a family 
member. I asked LAW if she would agree to talk to me and she voluntarily accompanied 
me to an investigations interview room. Itold LAW that she was talking to me 
voluntarily, she was not in custody, and she was free to leave. She told me the following, 


e in part: 
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-She has never met VREELAND in person, but he calls her collect every day, and 
he writes her letters. 

-She also talks to VREELAND’s mother, Jane WOODBURY, and his attorney 
Tom HENRY on the phone every day. 

-She has never met WOODBURY in person, but they have become good friends 
over the phone. 

-WOODBURY wired her money to put in VREELAND’s jail account because 
she couldn’t get out to send the money. (I told LAW that WOODBURY 
frequently sends VREELAND money orders. LAW then said that WOODBURY 
couldn’t get the money to VREELAND fast enough so she wired it and asked for 
her help.) 

-She got involved with VREELAND and his family when an unknown inmate 
who was in lock-down with VREELAND in the Douglas County jail called 
HENRY and WOODBURY, and asked them to contact her (LAW) to do “favors” 
for them and VREELAND. 

-Her husband, Robert LAW, who is a Douglas County jail inmate doesn't know 
or associate with VREELAND. 

-WOODBURY told her about the book called Crossing the Rubicon by Michael 
RUPPERT, which discusses VREELAND’s situation. 

-WOODBURY gave her RUPPERT's phone number and she has also been 
talking to RUPPERT about VREELAND. 

-The reason for the communication between her, VREELAND, HENRY, and 
WOODBURY, is so she can help them in getting messages to each other. 
-VREELAND can't call WOODBURY very much because her husband "Tony" is 
very sick and has a different idea of the number of phone calls that he thinks are 
appropriate. 

-It costs VREELAND $50.00 every time he calls his mother, and she (LAW) has 
long distance service where she pays $20.00 per month for unlimited long 
distance, so she makes the phone calls for VREELAND. 

-It costs her about $6.00 per day to accept VREELAND's and HENR Y° s collect 
calls. The money that she spends on the calls is her only splurge because she 
never goes out or does anything. 

-HENRY asked her to help find VREELAND a defense attorney so she 
recommended that VREELAND hire Harvey STEINBURG. 

-She has been friends with STEINBURG for about three years, and they do not 
have business relationship — they are just friends. 

-She asked STEINBURG to represent VREELAND, and not to require a large 
retainer, as a favor to her. 

-She also asked attorneys Sean and Matthew Barumen to represent VREELAND. 
-No one associated with VREELAND is paving her for her services, she is doing 
it because she is "just a kind person," because VREELAND is interesting, and 
because VREELAND is so nice to her. 

-She is not a bonding agent, but she works "doing things" and filing for a bonding 
agent named "Tom." 
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-WOODBURY is trying to raise the one million dollars to post VREELAND's 
bond. 

-WOODBURY didn't really wire her the money to put in VREELAND’s account, 
WOODBURY asked her to put $100.00 in VREELAND's account, and she said 
that she would repay her later. This 1s the first time that she has fronted the 
money to VREELAND. 

-She has had her family members have put money on VREELAND’s account in 
the past. 


On May 17, 2005, Special Agent Randy Van Gent faxed me a summary of the FBI's 
investigation into VREELAND. The summary is dated January 14, 2005, and is 
consistent with the above statements. See attached summary from the FB1. 


On May 16, 2005, I received a call from who told me he is "definitely" 
willing to come back to Colorado to testify against VREELAND. also said that 7 
never saw or heard of VREELAND giving any money or 
Jewelry. 


On May 16, 2005, I called “Cindy” and she told me the following: 


-Her legal name is Cynthia L. GALLIGAN, DOB 07-09-57. 

-She met the man she later learned is VREELAND in mid-August 2004. 
-VREELAND told her that his name was “Steve,” and she later heard that he used 
the names Clayton STEEVES, and Steve KLAYTOONS. 
-The first day she met him he gave her the “heebie jeebies" 
-She was never in VREELAND's ho | 

-One time VREELAND told her tha 
his wallet in the laundry room, and that 
money. 

-VREELAND said he had video cameras all over the house, but she never saw 
them. 

-She looked for evidence of cameras and surveillance because she did not want to 
be videotaped, but she never saw anything. 

-She knows that VREELAND had a digital camera because he was at their 
neighborhood Labor Day block party taking pictures with it. 

-She didn’t see him talking the pictures, but another neighbor commented that 
VREELAND said he took over 120 pictures of the neighbors at the block party. 
-At the block party VREELAND had a rocket with a camera inside it.

On May 23, 2005, I received via Federal Express, seven CD's of recorded phone calls, 
and a 126-page call detail log containing calls to and from Delmart VREELAND from 


Special Agent Randy Van Gent with the FBI. Special Agent Van Gent told me the 
following: 


-He obtained the CD's and call detail log from the Hardin County Jail in Iowa. 
-The calls were recorded by the Hardin County Jail while VREELAND was 
incarcerated there. 

-He "spot checked" the calls, but did not hear anything significant. 

-Not all of the calls contained on the CD's or on the call detail log involve 
VREELAND; calls to and from other inmates that were housed with 
VREELAND are also contained. 

-When he was spot checking the CD's he noticed that sometimes VREELAND 
would be on the phone with his mother or sister, and VREELAND would ask 
them to patch him through to his attorney. It was obvious that those calls were 
turning into privileged conversations, and he did not listen to any of the privileged 
calls between VREELAND and his attorney(s). 


I advised Deputy D.A. Darren VAHLE that I had obtained the CD's and call detail log, 
and he advised me not to listen to the CD's, or review the log. I did not listen to any of 
the CD's, review the call detail log, or duplicate the media in any fashion. On May 31, 
2005 at 8:57 a.m. I released the CD's and call detail log to Clay FORINGTON, who is an 
Investigator with the District Attorney's Office. 


On May XXX, I requested that Stephanie BARLOW in the Douglas County Detention 
Facility record all previous incoming and outgoing phone calls betwecn VREELAND 
and the following parties, and provide me with a CD recording of the calls:

On July 8, 2005, I attended part of a court hearing for VREELAND in Division 1 at 
Douglas County District Court. VREELAND and his attorney's made a record that 
VREELAND was being denied medical attention at the Douglas County Detention 
Facility. 


After the court proceeding I met with Douglas County Detention Facility Captain Tim 
MOORE, who told me the following: 


-VREELAND has been offered the services of the detentions facility medical 
staff, including nurses and doctors, numerous times. 

-VREELAND has repeatedly refused to allow the Douglas County Detention 
Facility medical staff to examine/treat him. 

-Douglas County Detention Facility staff requested that VREELAND sign a 
medical release so they could obtain his medical records from his Canadian 
doctor; however, VREELAND refused to sign the release form. 
-VREELAND’s request for an examination by an outside doctor was denied 
because he continues to refuse to allow Douglas County Detention Facility 
medical staff to examine and/or treat him. 


On July 14, 2005, I submitted a written request for VREELANDS'Ss military records to the 
National Personnel Records Center (NPRC). On August 2, 2005, I received the records 
from Archives Technician, Michael FIXMAN, at the NPRC. The records state the 
following, in part: 


-Delmart Joseph VREELAND, sst ۰ the US Navy on 
November 20, 1985. 

-His separation date is March 7, 1986. 

-His discharge was an “Entry level separation” for “entry level performance and 
conduct. 

-He did not object to the discharge. 


The records include a memo dated March 6, 1986, from the Commanding Officer, 
Recruit Training Command, Orlando, to the Commander, Naval Military Personnel 
Command, which is signed by A.M. Koster IV, and states the following, in part: 
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SR VREELAND has been counseled regarding his commission of minor 
disciplinary infractions, but he continues to demonstrate an inability to conform to 
military rules and regulations. He lacks the necessary self-discipline to meet 
military training standards and exhibits little potential for successful naval 
service. Entry level Separation is directed.” 


The records include a two-page PERFORMANCE REMARKS log of disciplinary issues, 
dated from November 27, 1985 to January 13, 1986. The log states the following, in part: 


-November 27, 1985 


-VREELAND “was goofing off while at continued education lecture at 
Round House and displayed passive insubordination to recruit staff also 
displays poor attitude and motivation.” 


-December 4, 1985 


-VREELAND “was sent to LCPO for causing a disturbance.” 
-VREELAND said that the staff was “picking on him.” 


-January 9, 1986 
-VREELAND “is starting to develop a very bad attitude towards 


everything. Seems he can do no wrong. He is very immature, 
(unreadable) and lacks military bearing.” 


-January 10, 1986 
-VREELAND “was reported as being UA (unauthorized absence)” 
-January 13, 1986 


-VREELAND “reported to the hospital to be admitted for surgery. 
Returned to RTC for disciplinary action. Reported in civilian clothes.” 
-VREELAND "is very defiant, hands on hips, contemptuous attitude." 
-VREELAND “states that he wants to be discharged, and that he went UA 
because he didn’t like being stole from and harassed. This recruit has 
been a constant problem wandering around, doing as he pleases when he 
pleases. He received a lawful order to pick up his civilian clothes from 
hospital and return to STD (disciplinary division) with them for shipment. 
He instead went UA. Counseled on charges and failure to obey orders.” 


On August 15, 2005, I submitted a request to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime 
Lab to‘submit evidence items 0013, 0019, 0026, 0030, and 0057 to the Colorado Bureau 
of Investigation to be tested for cocaine.

Sheriff's Office. He provided me with information and a photograph of

On approximately September 27, 2005, I received a copy of The Big Wedding 9/11, The 
Whistle-blowers, & The Cover-up, which is a book authored by Sander HICKS. Chapter 
5 is titled, Wildcard! Across Canada with Delmart VREELAND. The chapter makes 
reference to VREELAND’s claims that he wrote a note warning the world of imminent 
terrorist attacks on September 11, 2001, his criminal history, his military history, his 
history as a "con man," and his pending case in Douglas County. I photocopied all 
references to VREELAND, which are included in discovery. 


On December 15, 2005, I received copies of mail from former Douglas County Detention 
Facility inmate Mel BOMPREZZI to VREELAND. The letters make reference to 
VREELAND soliciting inmates for bail bond's, setting up a "law school" with Delayne 
LAW, and suggestions on how VREELAND should handle his competency hearing. 


On approximately December 21, 2005, a copy of an Inmate Kite was left in my office by 
an unknown person. The kite is from Inmate Michael BRANTE, and makes reference to 
VREELAND and his "outside cohorts" trying to "scam" him with bail. See Inmate Kite 
dated December 20, 2005. 


On January 12, 2006, I received a packet of information from Douglas County Sheriff's 
Office Lt. Robert McMahan. The documentation includes a report and supporting 
documentation reference VREELAND’s claims that Thomas HENRY is trying to 
blackmail him, and VREELAND's medical condition. See Lt. McMahan’s report and 
documentation for details. 


On January 23, 2006, I received a copy of an Inmate Kite, and a handwritten letter dated 
January 13, 2006, from VREELAND to Lt. McMahan. Lt. McMahan provided the 
documentation which is reference VREELAND’s claims that he is "credible," and that he 
has information that Carol CHAMBERS and Judge KING would be interested in. See 
Inmate Kite dated January 12, 2006. 


On January 25, 2006, I called the CBI to inquire about the testing of the white powder 
suspected to be cocaine, and I was told that their case number is D052798, and the 
evidence has not been tested yet. Due to the impending trial date in February 2006, they 
will rush the testing and notify me of the results as soon as possible.

On August 23, 2005, I gave D.A. Darren VAHLE, CD’s numbered 5-13, for him to give 
to Chris GALLO to review. The CD’s contain telephone calls made by VREELAND and 
other inmates in his pod. Dougias County Detentions Facility staff member Stephanie 
BARLOW downloaded the calls. BARLOW has periodically given me the CD’s, since 
May 2005, and some of them were accompanied by phone call logs. BARLOW told me 
that they do not intentionally record privileged calls with attorneys, and that attorney's 
phone numbers are blocked from recording; however, VREELAND frequently makes 
calls to his friends and family, who then make 3-way calls to VREELAND’s attorney. 
The 3-way calls are recorded because they are not made directly to the attorney. 
BARLOW told me that making or participating in 3-way phone calls is a violation of the 
inmate rules, and VREELAND is aware of the rules prohibiting them. 


Prior to me giving the CD's to Darren VAHLE, I spot-checked some of them. There 
were times when VREELAND would ask a friend or family member to make a 3-way 
call to his attorney, and as soon as I heard VREELAND’s request to call his attorney T 
stopped listening to the call. 


On August 23, 2005, I received a call from Officer Darrel ZACCAGNI, from the 
Bellefont Police Department in Pennsylvania, (814) 353-2320. He told me the following: 


-Tom HENRY called the police department and said he had a message for Chief 
DIXON, and Officer Ray GRICAR; however Chief DIXON is retired, and Ray 
GRICAR is a district attorney, not a police officer. 

-Ray GRICAR is the local District Attorney, who disappeared on 04-15-05, and 
Mr. HENRY, said that his client VREELAND has information on the 
disappearance. 

-The message said: 


-“Royal 12 L2 449 City of Luxembourg, and 416 16 225 948." 
-VREELAND knows why someone had software, and he knows were it is 
coming from. Come get it Walsh. 


-Mr. HENRY called back later and corrected the message to: 


- Come get him, it is Walsh." 
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-Mr. HENRY said that VREELAND and GRICAR are the only two people who 
had information on software. 


After I confirmed that VREELAND has been in custody since October 2004, Officer 
ZACCAGNI said that he does not believe VREELAND and HENRY’s claims are 
credible and his agency will not do any further investigation into the matter. 


On October 3, 2005, I contacted John POLITO of Audio Mechanics, which 1s a company 
that can restore cassette tapes. Mr. POLITO told me that he could attempt to repair the 
damaged cassette tape, but there were no guarantees. His fee is $275.00 per hour with a 
two-hour minimum. Due to cost I did not send the tape to Mr. POLITO. 


Over the past six oo MEN sss... each called me 


several times to check on the status of this case and confirm that they will be comming to 
Colorado to testify in VREELAND’s trial. 


On January 26, 2006, I spoke with Jill SCHMIDKE, who is a prosecutor in Norfolk 
Virginia. She told me that her office ts “working with’ n ase in 
Virginia, and they have enrolled in à Victims of Abuse program. is on 
probation, but her jurisdiction will allow o come to Colorado to testify in 
VREELAND’s trial. 


On January 27, 2006, at VREELAND's motions hearing Judge KING ordered that the 
results of the testing by the CBI be discovered by February 3, 2006. 


On January 27, 2006, I sent a request to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime Lab 
to print two copies of all photos in this case, I also requested that they make two copies 
of the micro-cassette tape of the pre-text phone call between VREELAND and 

nd two copies of the damaged cassette tape of the phone call between 
VREELAND an One set of pictures and audiotapes is for the District 
Attorney, and one set is for the defense. 


On January 30, 2006, I contacted the CBI, and advised them that Judge KING set a 
deadline of February 3, 2006, for the testing of the suspected cocaine. I was told that 
Laurel FARRELL, is the Agent-in-Charge of the case, and that an agent will test the 
suspected cocaine within the next few days, and send the results and his or her curriculum 
vitae to me by February 3, 2006. 


On January 30, 2006, I contacted the Rocky Mountain Regional Computer Forensics 
Laboratory (RMRCFL), formerly the Colorado Regional Computer Forensics Laboratory, 
and requested two additional CD's of the findings report from the forensic examination 
of VREELAND's computers. One copy for the defense, and one to be booked into :

On January 31, 2006, I attended a training class at the RMRCFL (Rocky Mountain 
Regional Computer Forensics Laboratory), and I learned that they have the ability to 
access photographic evidence on some digital cameras, if the camera has internal 
memory. 


On October 15, 2004, Investigators seized a Kodak digital camera model #CX7430, 
Serial # KCKCY42215475, during the execution of a search warrant on VREELAND's 
house at 8770 Wildrye Cr. Parker, CO 80134. I requested that the Douglas County 
Sheriff's Office Crime Lab process the camera to determine if it contained any 
photographic evidence. I was told that the camera did not contain a flash card; therefore, 
any pictures taken by the camera could not be accessed. 


On February 1, 2006, I called the Asst. Director of the RMRCFL, Lt. Ron HARVEY, and 
told him the make and model of the camera that has been in evidence since its seizure on 
October 15, 2004. He researched the specifications on the camera and told me that the 
manufacturer specifications show that the camera has 16 mg of internal memory. Lt. 
HARVEY said that with legal authority the RMRCFL could search the internal memory 
of the camera to determine if there is photographic evidence. 


On February 1, 2006, during the continuation of VREELAND's motions hearing, his 
attorney, Tom HENRY, stated that he was not able to locate Leticia MONTOYA, who is 
the bondsman that bonded VREELAND out of jail in October 2004. She is also listed as 
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a victim in this case. HENR Y stated that MONTOYA was arrested for possession of 
methamphetamine, and may be in custody. 


On February 1, 2006, I called the work phone number that I have for MONTOYA at 
Always Available Bail Bonds, which is the same number listed on the witness list - (303) 
697-5050. MONTOYA answered the phone, and told me that she has never been 
arrested in her life, and she has continually been employed at Always Available Bail 
Bonds. Her business address has changed to 417 W. 13" Ave., Denver, CO 80204. 6 
fully intends to testify in VREELAND’s trial. 


On February 1, 2006, I ran a CCIC/NCIC criminal history check of MONTOYA, which 
shows that she does not have a criminal history. 


On February 1, 2006, I collected 19 CD’s from Chris GALLO at the District Attorney’s 
Office. The CD’s contain phone calls from VREELAND, and other inmates in his pod at 
the Douglas County Detention Facility, and they are numbered 5-15, and 17 — 24. The 
dates run from June 17, 2005 through January 24, 2006. Stephanie BARLOW, from the 
Douglas County Detention Facility incorrectly numbered the CD's, and there is no CD 
numbered 16. According to the dates on the CD's there is no gap in coverage. GALLO 
told me that he listened to some of the calls on some of ihe CD's; however he did not 
listen to any phone calls between VREELAND and his attorneys. 


I had four CD's of VREELAND's phone calls from the Douglas County Detention 
Facility in my possession. They are numbered 1-4, and dated from January 2005, 
through June 17, 2005. T did not listen to any phone calls between VREELAND and his 
attorney. 


On February 1, 2006, I booked all 23 CD's into evidence at the Douglas County Crime 
Lab. 


On February 1 2006 ۰ me told me the following, in part:

On February 1, 2006, Douglas County Sheriff's Office Investigator Troy CROSS WHITE, 
and Sgt. Glenn PEITZMEIER gave me a copy of a Jail Incident Report, authored by 
Douglas County Sheriff's Office Sgt. Kevin MOFFITT, on February 1, 2006. The report 
states the following, in part: 


-On January 31, 2006, he was informed by the Aurora Police Department that 
detectives needed to meet with VREELAND reference a letter he wrote outlining 
a shooting that would take place at a Goodwill store. 
-After VREELAND spoke with the Aurora detectives he asked to meet with him 
(Sgt. MOFFITT). 
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-VREELAND asked him if Judge KING has kids, and said if so, then he has 
information that they are possibly in danger, and that an attorney in Aurora, and a 
prosecutor could also be in danger. VREELAND said he didn’t tell the Aurora 
detectives because he wants some "guarantees." 

-VREELAND said that Lt. McMahan dropped a bombshell in court the other day 
when he (Lt. McMahan) stated that Tom HENRY was blackmailing him 
(VREELAND). 

-VREELAND stated that he wished that MCMAHAN would have given him some 
warning about making the accusations. 

-VREELAND said that he has court in the morning (February 1, 2006), and that 
HENRY is going to withdraw from the case, or put him (VREELAND) on the 
stand to refute the allegations that Lt. McMAHAN made in court. 

-VREELAND stated that if HENRY asked him about the situation he would bury 
his attorney and would the truth. 

-VREELAND alleged that HENRY has asked him to lie on the stand before. 
-VREELAND wanted to speak with Lt. McMAHAN prior to going to court, and 
without HENRY. He told VREELAND that McMAHAN was not going to speak 
with him, and to put it in writing. 

-VREELAND said that he wrote to District Attorney CHAMBERS, but she did 
not respond. 


On February 1, 2006, I received a phone call from Detective MaryAnn TRUJILLO, at the 
Aurora Police Department, and she told me the following: 


-There was a robbery at a Goodwill store in Aurora on January 26, 2006, and a 
female employee was shot. 

-The media reported the shooting, and that the victim's brother is an Aurora 
Police Officer. | 

-The Aurora Police Department received a letter from VREELAND, via the 
U.S.P.S., on January 31, 2006. 

-The letter is dated January 23, 2006, but the postmark is January 30, 2006. 
-She and Aurora Police Detective BELLEAU interviewed VREELAND at the 
Douglas County Detention Facility on January 31, 2006; however, they do not 
feel that he provided any credible information. The information that 
VREELAND presented to them was information that was released to the media. 


I asked TRUJILLO to fax me a copy of the letter, which she did on February 2, 2006. I 
read the letter, which includes the following, in part: 


-Tt is addressed to the Aurora Police Department, and dated January 23, 2006. 
-It is signed “Del VREELAND.” 

-Reference “MURDER FOR HIRE, RETALIATION AGAINST POLICE IN 
AURORA.” 


The letter states the following: 
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"I AM GOING TO MAKE THIS LETTER QUICK AND TO THE POINT. 
THERE IS A GROUP OF PERSONS WHO HAVE A LITILE PLAN ON 
GETTING EVEN WITH A FEW POLICE OFFICERS, DETECTIVES 
DISTRICT ATTORNEYS AND JUDGES. THEY PLAN ON GETTING TO 
THE FAMILY MEMBERS AND IN SOME CASES, THE OFFICERS AND 
D.A S THEM SELVS, SOME IN YOUR AREA SOME IN OTHERS - 


THEY HAVE SCHOOL INFORMATION ON THE KIDS, HIGH AND (2) JR 
HIGH, A WIFE OR SISTER AT A GOODWILL STORE, AND OTHER 
PERTINATE INFORMATION, LIKE HOME ADDRESSES, THEY EVEN

On February 2, 2006, I obtained a search warrant to search the contents of the Kodak 
model #CX7430, Serial # KCKCY42215475. I collected the camera from the Douglas 
County Sheriff's Office Crime Lab, and delivered it to Investigator Niles ACKERSON at 
the RMRCFL. ACKERSON told me later that day that there is no photographic evidence 
contained in the internal memory of the camera. He said that the only pictures in the 
internal memory are three sample pictures that came with the camera. 


On February 2, 2006, at approximately 5:00 p.m. I received via teletype from the 
Colorado Bureau of Investigation, the report on the testing of the suspected cocaine that 
was seized in this case.

1 received an e-mail response from Tom HENRY, 
stating that he is out of town for the weekend, and he will pick up the CBI report, and 
pictures on Monday February 6, 2006. 
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On February 7, 2006, Chief Deputy Ken LUBKEMAN, from the Franklin County 
Sheriff's Office called and told me the following: 


-He was reviewing his agency’s documentation on the VREELAND case in 
preparation for the upcoming trial, and there is a videotape of VREELAND being 
booked at the Hampton Iowa Police Department. 

-He reviewed the videotape, in which VREELAND repeatedly insists that his 
name is Barry Clayton STEEVES, and that the American Express credit card in 
that name belongs to him. 

-He will make a copy of the tape and send it to me. 

-Deputy Stephen BARDOLE collected the American Express card from 
VREELAND. 

-Deputy BARDOLE can testify to the contents of the videotape, and the 
American Express card. 


On February 8, 2006, I called Deputy BARDOLE, with the Franklin County Sheriff's

-VREELAND admitted that he lied when he told officers that his name is Mark 
OSMOND. 

-He said repeatedly that the warrant is for his brother, who fled when they were at 
the gas station. 

-He insists that he 1s a Canadian citizen, and that he needs to call the Canadian 
Embassy, and the Canadian Consulate. 

-He has cancer in his throat and his left Jung. 
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-In Colorado, his brother had a party where there were underage male and female 
hookers, and cocaine. The cops got a warrant and searched his house, and they 
charged him (VREELAND). 

-His brother says that if you call an escort service — are you supposed to ask them 
for ID? 


One of the Hampton Police Officers told VREELAND that the law (age of consent) in 
Iowa is 16-years-old, but he doesn’t know what the age of consent is in Colorado, and 
VREELAND said: 


- Exactly — that’s how old they are." 


On February 14, 2006, I provided the tape to the District Attorney’s Office so they could 
copy and discover it to VREELAND as soon as possible. When the tape is returned to 
me I will book it in to evidence.

On March 16, 2006, I spoke with Ralph GALLEGOS, who is an Investigator from the 
Jefferson County Sheriff's Office assigned to the FBI Safe Streets Task Force. He told 
me that the task force uses Diamond Cut technology, which is the same cquipment that 
CBI uses to enhance audio recordings. He doesn’t have access to any equipment to 
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further enhance the recording. I asked him for referrals and he recommended Saul 
MINEROFF in New York. He said Mr. MINEROFF’s company enhanced the Watergate 
tapes, and they are very reputable. 


On March 20, 2006, I called Mineroff Electronics, Inc., and spoke with the owner Saul 
MINEROFF. I explained that we have a recorded call where one voice is clearly audible 
and the other voice is inaudible. Based on the information I provided he said that he 
thinks he can probably enhance the recording to make it audible. The cost is $350.00 and 
the approximate turn around time is 10 days. 


On March 20, 2006, I obtained approval from Sr. Deputy District Attorney Darren 
VAHLE for the $350.00 charge to enhance the recording, and I sent a CD of the 
recording to Mineroff Electronics, Inc. 


On March 20, 2006, I received and e-mail from tating that moved home 
and I can contact here. See attached e-mail. 


On March 20, 2006, I received a tele CBI reference the examination of the 
cassette tape of the conversation ER See attached. 

During a recent motions hearing, while we were off the record, VAHLE showed 
VREELAND the Kodak camera that was seized from his house on October 15, 2004. 
VREELAND said that the Kodak camera that was seized, was brand new and had never 
been used, which is supported by the fact that the forensic examination only revealed 


three sample pictures in the internal memory. VREELAND said that if the camera had 
ever been used that the sample pictures would have been overridden. 


On March 21, 2006, I called the Eastman Kodak Company and spoke with two people in 
the Service and Technical Support areas. I provided the model number and serial number 
of VREELAND’s camera, and the employees told me that the sample pictures are not 
overridden when a consumer takes pictures. The Kodak employees did not want to be 
subpoenaed on this case, and referred me to their Consumer Affairs Division, where | 
spoke with attorney Joseph F. RUH Jr., who told me the following: 


-Sample pictures are not overridden when a consumer takes pictures. 

-The consumer can delete the sample pictures, but 1] must be done manually, and 
Is not automatic. 

-The cameras leave the factory with approximately 3-5 shutter presses, and it is 
possible to tell how many times the shutter has been flashed. He is not sure if the 
camera would have to be returned to Kodak or 1] we can access that information. 
-He will do further research and provide either the technical data or an affidavit to 
support the facts. 


I received the following emails from RUH, which state the following, in part: 
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On March 21, 2006: 


"This note confirms our telephone call during which you asked if Kodak could 
provide information regarding a Kodak model CX7430 digital camera, serial 
number #kckcy42215475. 


In particular we discussed the following questions: 


1. Js it possible to determine how many times the shutter button had been pressed 
/ how many images had been captured with the camera. 
If so, could that information be obtained by the police forensic team, or did the 
camera need to be returned to Kodak for that determination? 


2. The camera has 3 sample images stored in internal memory. 
If the camera had been used to take additional pictures, would those images 
have been overwritten? 
If not, 1s it possible to delete those sample images, and if so, by what means. 
If a memory card was inserted in the camera before it was used, would new 
pictures taken with the camera be stored on the memory card or in the internal 
memory? 


3. The 3 sample images are apparently stored on a folder in internal memory. 
Is it possible that a second folder, also in internal memory, may exist that 
would contain other images taken with the camera? 

If so, how would one discover and view the images on the second folder? 


4. Other than information regarding how many times the shutter button had been 
pressed (i.e. question 1), is there any other information that can be obtained 
from the camera that would provide evidence the camera had been used after 
being purchased; i.e. that the camera was not in a "new, fresh from the box" 
condition. 


I'll make some inquiries about these matters and get back to you in the next few 
days." 


On March 22, 2006: 


"You can easily determine from the camera the total number of times the shutter 
button was pressed, the total number of times the flash was fired, and the total 
number of times the camera was turned on: 


Using the camera menu system, do the following - 
- select MENU 
- scroll through the menu until you get to SETUP 
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- select SETUP and scroll to the ABOUT option 
e - at that point, press and hold BOTH "delete" and "ok" at the same 
time. You should see a screen with the following information: 


TC - nn (Taken Count; i.e. total number of images captured 
with that camera) 

SC-nn (Strobe Count; i.e. total number of times the flash 
fired) 

PC - nn (Power Count; i.e. total number of times the camera 


was powered on) 


On average, those numbers will be less than 3 when the camera leaves the factory, 
as the camera does undergo Quality Assurance testing in the factory. In no case 
should those numbers be greater than 5 on a new camera. Of course, if the 
camera was reconditioned or a demo model, but sold "like new", there is no way 
to tell what those numbers would have been when the camera was sold. 


If a new camera is removed from the box, and a memory card 15 inserted in the 
camera, by default all images taken thereafter will be stored on the memory card - 
no images will be stored on internal memory. Internal memory will only be used 
to store images (1) if there is no memory card inserted OR (i1) if a memory card is 
inserted and the user overrides the default storage setting to force images to be 
stored to internal memory instead of the memory card. If any images exist on 

e internal memory, and the camera attempts to store additional images on internal 
memory, it will store those additional images until internal memory is full. At 
that point it will not over-write pre-existing images on internal memory, but 
instead will send an error message to the screen reporting that internal memory is 
full. The user can delete one or all of the images on internal memory using the 
MENU system. Also, images on internal memory would be deleted if the internal 
memory was reformatted by the user for any reason. 


Regarding the possibility of a "hidden folder". The camera does not enable the 
user to mark a folder as hidden. [t is possible, but not likely, that an image that 
was at one time stored in internal memory, and subsequently deleted, could still 
exist on internal memory and be recoverable. This would be similar to a data file 
on a computer hard disk being deleted, but still recoverable. Kodak's technical 
staff would have to examine the specific camera in order to determine if such an 
image file existed in this case." 


On March 22, 2006: 
"One final point - 


It would help if you would tell us how you determined that the camera had 3 
"sample" images pre-loaded. Kodak cameras come from the factory with NO 
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images in Internal memory. Kodak does provide retailers with the means to 

e upload images that are clearly marked "demo" into the internal memory of the 
cameras that the retailers use as demonstrators. Some retailers take advantage of 
that opportunity, others do not. But in any event most cameras in the retailer's 
inventory would not have any images loaded in internal memory if the camera is 
purchased in new condition, in a factory shrinkwrapped box. 


Also, retailers may on their own upload one or more sample images into à camera 
they intended to use for display and demonstration purposes - and in that case 
Kodak would not know how those images might be marked by the retailer (e.g. as 
"sample", or "demo", or with no distinguishing marking.) 


If your camera does in fact have images marked as "demo" loaded in internal 
memory, then it is likely the camera was used (or at least available to be used) as 
a demonstrator model on the retailer's show room floor. In that case, of course, 
knowing the total number of images that had been captured with that camera, or 
the total number of times the power had cycled on and off, before the customer 
finally purchased the camera, would be impossible." 


On March 23, 2006: 


"I need to correct the information I provided below (above). I said " Kodak 
cameras come from the factory with NO images in internal memory. " That's only 

29 half true. The CX7430 came from the factory with no pictures stored in the 
primary internal memory used to store new pictures, but it did contain three 
pictures stored in what 1s referred to as the "favorites" menu. 


I'm working with the technical community to get you more information about 
where within the internal camera memory the favorites are stored.” 


1 replied to RUH and asked him if there was any way to find out which retailer sold the 
camera. 


On March 23, 2006, at 2:43 p.m. I went to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Crime lab 
and checked out evidence item #44, which is the Kodak digital camera. Sgt. Kirk RING 
and ] opened the package, and replaced the batteries in the camera. I read the instructions 
and RING performed the procedures that RUH provided to determine the usage of the 
camera. The camera provided the following information: 


TC (Taken count - total number of images captured) 767‏ ٭ 
SC (Strobe count — total number of times the flash was fired) 756‏ = 
PC (Power count — total number of times the camera was powered on) 143‏ = 
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Approximately three of the PC’s can be attributed to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office. 
One from the initial analysis by the CRCFL, one from the secondary analysis by the 
RMRCEL, and one from today (March 23, 2006). 


RING took digital photos of the screen on VREELAND’s camera that provides the above 
information, and the serial number (KCKCY42215475). RING printed two sets of 
photos — one for the District Attorney, and one for the Defense. 


On March 23, 2006, RUH sent me an email that states the following, in part: 


-Kodak doesn’t track serial numbers either by shipment to a store, nor by point of 
retail purchase. 


“Assuming the "sample images” were the three factory loaded images stored in 
the "favorites" menu (and therefore not obviously a retail store demo model), then 
if you can get the defendant to admit that he purchased the camera "new" and not 
as a "demo", you could use the PC / TC data to contradict his claims that the 
camera was never used. Obviously he could argue it was used by someone else 
with, or without, his permission. What he can't do is argue that (1) he bought the 
camera new, (ii) it was always under his control] and (111) it was never used."

On April 24, 2006, I received an e-mail from RUH at Kodak stating that the examination 
on the camera was completed, and that the examination was done by Joseph P. LENTZ, 
who is a Hardware Engineer with the Consumer Digital Group with Eastman Kodak 
Company. 


On April 25, 2006, I received VREELAND’s camera back from Kodak, via DHL 
Express. RUH included a letter stating that Kodak did not find any deleted or otherwise 
hidden images anywhere in the internal memory of the camera, but they did recover a 
directory listing of images, which he enclosed. The technical report, which will be 
completed in the next few days, will provide additional background on the directory 
listing. I looked at the directory listing, which provides the following information, in 
part: 


-There were 60 JPG images captured between 02:45:02 and 03:28:26, on October 
4, 2004. (This is the date and time frame that the victims said VREELAND took 
the pornographic pictures of them.)

On May 12, 2006, there was no one available in the Crime Lab to copy the CD. 


On May 15, 2006, I booked the CD into evidence, and asked Evidence Technician ALLEN to 
make two copies of the CD - one for the District Attorney, and one for the defense. 


On May 15, 2006, I checked VREELAND’s Kodak.camera out of evidence to see the date and 
time. I turned the camera on, but the screen did not appear normal. There was a faint line on the 
inside of the screen, and the top portion of the screen was blank, but the bottom portion of the 
screen was showing the correct view. It appears that the inside of the screen was cracked. I did 
not notice the internal crack until I turned the camera on. 


I received the camera back from Kodak on April 25, 2006, and I saved the packaging. When 
Kodak shipped the camera back to me it was packaged in a small padded envelope, which was 
placed in a DHL Express envelope. The packaging did not adequately protect the camera. I later 
(on May 20, 2006) booked the packaging into evidence. 


On May 15, 2006, I called RUH, and the told me the following: 


-The camera was not broken when it was shipped from Kodak, so it must have been 
damaged during shipping. 

. -In almost al] cases a cracked screen would not affect the internal information in the 
camera. | 
-He checked with the repair department and if we would like the screen replaced we can 
ship it overnight and they will repair it on an expedited basis.

In response to one of 
VREELAND's motions, Judge King ordered the Douglas County Sheriff's Office ta determine if 
the sheriff's office has any recordings E ےم‎ calls from the SS 
incarcerated in our jail. Lt. MCMAHAN, and Cpt. MOORE told me that inmate phone calls are 
kept on the hard drive of the jail telephone system for approximately one year, and that the only 
way to locate calls is to know the number that was called VREELAND provided one phone 
number that he wants searched for, that number is MCMAHAN and MOORE 
said that BARLOW is the one who manages the jail phone system, and she will be out of the 
country until the end of May. If the sheriff’s office still has any of alls, Judge 
King ordered them to be submitted to the court no later than June 9, 2006

At the motions hearing Judge King ordered the 23 CD’s of VREELAND’s phone calls from the 
Douglas County Detention Facility be placed under seal with the court. During the hearing I 
signed out the CD’s and tendered them to the court. 


On May 18, 2006, the camera was received back from Kodak via DHL. This time the camera 
was packed in bubble wrap and shipped in a box. The enclosed documentation states the 
following, in part: 


-The camera was repaired by “Tom M.” (Thomas MCGARRITY). 
-On the Explanation of Repair form the Problem Reported states: 


“The LCD has gotten broken and needs to be fixed, BUT INTERNAL 
MEMORY MUST NOT BE TOUCHED, ALL DATA MUST STAY! NO 
CIRCUIT BOARDS CAN BE SWAPPED OR ANYTHING!” 


-The Repair Technician Comments state that when he received the camera the batteries 
had been drained and the date on the camera had reset. 
-He took photos of the camera, which showed the dated and time screen prior to the 
repair. 
-He then replaced the color LCD. 
-He did not calibrate the camera to adjust the color LCD output as per the written 
instructions. 
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e On May 20, 2006, I returned the camera to the crime lab. 


On May 20. 2006, I sent a message to the Colorado Bureau of Investigation to correct 
` SG history. riminal history incorrectly shows that as arrested In 
Douglas County on October 15, 2004, for possession of heroin, but ۰ arrested for 


cocaine. I sent a request to CBI to make the correction. Later that day I ran 
riminal history again, and the correction was made. 
On May 20, 2006, I left a message for WHITMORE at the Hardin County Jail, reference their 
jail policies on intercepting inmate mail. 


On May 22, 2006, I went to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office evidence section and looked at 
items #23 and 61. These items were booked as misc. papers, and during the motions hearing on 
May 18, 2006, Judge King ordered the contents of these items disclosed if they are to be used at 
trial. 


Item #23 contains: 


-Teacher ID card in the name Clayton B. STEEVES with VREELAND’s picture, Xiao 
WAN” s Master Card and Costco card, Best Western receipt, unknown hotel access card, 
paper with phone numbers, Sherman WAN’s checks, Asia Steel check with practice 
signatures, and a Sherman WAN Western Union receipt. 


Item #61 contains: 
-Loose checks from Asia Steel, and Sherman WAN’s personal check book. 


On May 22, 2006, I received a phone call from Detective Mark MANTYCH, at the Arvada 
Police Department. He told me the following, in part: 


-He is working on a case involving Delayne LAW (RICHARD), whose attorney is 
Thomas HENRY. 

-He is investigating LAW and HENRY for the illegal use of credit cards involving a 
former Douglas County Detention Facility inmate by the name of Robert MARSHALL. 
-He interviewed HENRY, who told him that I (Investigator Aragon) said on the record in 
a Douglas County case that I gave him (Detective MANTYCH) 60 hours of privileged 
attorney/client phone calls. HENRY didn’t say who the client was. 

-He called me to determine if HENRY was truthful about the phone calls. 

-HENRY and LAW repeatedly used MARSHALL’S credit card to pay for HENRY’S 
travel from Omaha to Denver, and other travel e 

-LAW used MARHALL’S credit card to pay B ویوسو٤‎ hotel in 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, Canada. 

-Detective Jason MAES from the Castle Rock Police Department was the investigator on 
CRPD 1105-6825. 
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I told Detective MANTYCH that HENRY was not truthful about the phone calls, as I have never 
listened to any privileged phone calls, and I have never had any contact with him (MANTYCH) 
or anyone else at the Arvada Police Department in relation to HENRY, LAW (RICHARD) or 
VREELAND. Ihave never met or talked to MANTYCH. 


On May 22, 2006, I requested a copy of the aforementioned Castle Rock Police Department 
report, which I received on May 23, 2006. The initial report is authored by CRPD officer Eric 
MCCARTY, and states the following, in part: 


-The report was taken on October 11, 2005, and is classified as Fraud/Forgery. 

-Robert T. MARSHALL, DOB 05-24-75, reported that VREELAND referred him to 
Delayne RICHARD (who is also known as Delayne LAW) to assist him in posting bond. 
-Either VREELAND or RICHARD also referred him to attorney Thomas HENRY. 
-After obtaining his (MARSHALLS’S) financial information, RICHARD told his credit 
card companies that she was his wife, and she had credit cards in his name sent to her 
address. 

-RICHARD also transferred balances, pulled a credit check, received cash advances, and 
had convenience checks issued to her in his (MARSHALL’S) name. 

-He estimated the amount fraudulently charged on four different credit cards was 
approximately $21,000.00. 


-The case was assigned to Detective Jason MAES, who located two charges on 
MARSHALL'S Chase Visa at the Holiday Island Motor Lodge in Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island. One was on September 8, 2005 for $60.83, and the other was on 
September 9, 2005, for $481.41. 

-He (Detective MAES) called the hotel, and was told by Tammy 
RICHARD called her on September 9, 2005, and told her that he 
as going to be staying at the lodge for the remainder of September. 
-RICHARD gave SONIER a Chase credit card number, which was determined to be 
MARSHALLS account. 

-He determined that the crimes didn’t occur in Castle Rock, and referred MARSHALL to 
the Denver Police Department. 


On May 23, 2006, I received an e-mail from LENTZ at Kodak. The e-mail included an updated 
on the examination and repair of VREELAND’s camera, and states the following, in part: 


-When Kodak received the camera for repair the batteries had been fully discharged, or 
removed from the camera which caused the date to default to January 1, 2004. 

-Two photographs of the back of the camera showing the damaged screen and the default 
date setting were taken. 

-Only the screen was removed from the camera. 

-The normal calibration and firmware updates were not done, and as a result the camera's 
internal memory and firmware were not altered by the repair, except for incrementing the 
counter for the number of power on cycles. 


e LENTZ included two color photographs of the camera prior to the repair. See attached. 
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On May 23, 2006, WHITMORE returned my call and told me that the Hardin County Jail has 
policies in effect that cover inmate mail. The Hardin County jail routinely intercepts and reads 
inmate mail. He will fax me the pertinent documents. Later that day I received the following 
from him: 


-A booking form titled Hardin County Correctional Center. The inmate name is Barry 
Clinton (Clayton) STEEVES, and it is dated October 21, 2004. The inmate signed the 
form, but the only part of the signature that is legible is the first letter of the first name, 
which is a “D”. 

-The form states the following, in part: 


-^Be Advised; 


Your mail will be opened and read for security purposes, with the exception of 
privileged mail including inmate/attorney and inmate/court. All telephone calls 
may be monitored and recorded at any time. All phone calls are collect and 
personal messages are not allowed. 


Charges pending against you are not to be discussed with the jail staff. Any 
statement you make may be used against you in Court. Consult your attorney 
with any question regarding your case." 


-A booking form dated October 21, 2004. Under Medical History the signature of the 
detainee appears to be “D VREELAND”. Another section of the form is titled Manual 
Statement, and appears to be signed by "D VREELAND.” This section is not dated. 
The form states the following, in part: 


- I have been issued copy #98 of the Inmate Responsibilities and General Policies 
Manual of the Hardin County Correctional Center. I understand that I should read 
and be familiar with the contents of this manual and 1 further understand that upon 
my release from this facility the manual shall be turned in and inspected." 


-Copies of two pages from the Inmate Responsibilities and General Policies Manual #98. 
Section S. Communication, states the following, in part: 


Under Regular Mail Service 


^ Any general correspondence not identified as privileged for state and local 
detainees will be opened and read for security reasons." 


Under Privileged Mail 


"Any correspondence, incoming or outgoing, identified as privileged will not be 
opened or read. It will be taken to the inmate and opened in the presence of the 
addressee. Privileged correspondence is defined as that to or from 1) An Attorney 
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2) A Judge 3) The Governor of Iowa 4) The Citizen's Aid Office 5) A Member of 
the State or Federal Legislature 6) Embassies 7) Consulates 8) The Department of 


Homeland Security 9) U.S. Public Health Service 10) Representatives of the news 
media.” 


Section V. Supervision, states the following, in part: 


"There shall be no expectation of privacy in the correctional setting. Anything an 
inmate does or says may be used against them in a Court of law or administrative 
hearing, with the exception being that of attorney inmate interviews or any 
privileged correspondence as required by law."

status terribly. I had given the local RCMP Cst. K. Grabowski a letter for you, which I understand was 
sent by mail last week, summarizing my theft by Delbert Vreeland. When I subsequently tried to enter 
the United States, on Mar. 02,2005, I was denied entry, as the officers took me as a criminal, looked for 
body markings similar to "Vreeland"'s, and questioned if I had any documentation that this theif of my 
idenification was apprehended. I have no such information, but for your verbal confirmation, and was 
told by the officers that I will likely require an American lawyer, but it will likely affect me for a long 
time to come. As I have a home in Mexico, I hope I will again be able to drive there. Your help would 
be much appreciated. 

I will be going to the American Consulate in Calgary, Alberta Wednesday morning (Mar. 9) with a 
letter from the RCMP, and will request a temporary visa so I may drive to Mexico and back (from 
Mar.09- Apr. 09, 2005). Would you please be kind enough to update Homeland Security and/or 
the Consulate of Delbert Vreeland's abduction, and his use of my identification. I hope I may be 
permitted to enter at Sweetgrass, Montana later that afternoon (Wed. Mar.09th). I hope you can be of 
assistance getting the lines of communication open to the latest facts, so that the thefts by "Vreeland" 
can be resolved some day soon,

UNITED STATES COURT RULING 


When bail is given, the principal is regarded as delivered to the custody of his sureties (bondsman). 
Their dominion is a continuance of the original imprisonment. Whenever they choose to do so, they 
may seize him/her and deliver him/her up in their discharge, and if this cannot be done at once, they 
may imprison him/her until it can be done. They may exercise their rights in person or by an agent. 
They may pursue him/her into another state; may arrest on the Sabbath; and if necessary, may break 
and enter his/her house for that purpose. The seizure is not made by virtue of any new process; none 
is needed. It is likened to the re-arrest by the Sheriff of an escaping prisoner. 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF BOND CONDITIONS 


On May 24, 1979, Governor Lamm signed into law an Act amending by the addition of a new sec- 
tion, Section 18-8-212, C.R.S. 1973. The amendment provides that if a person 15 accused by com- 
plaint, information, or indictment of the commission of a felony, the person had been released on bail 
bond, and he/she knowingly fails to appear for trial or other proceedings, he/she commits a Class 
Five felony. The amendment further provides that if a person has been accused by complaint, infor- 
mation, or indictment of committing a misdemeanor or petty offense, the person has been released on 
bail bond, and the person knowingly failed to appear for trial or other proceedings, that person has | 
committed a Class Three misdemeanor. 


The statute provides for a mandatory penalty of not less than one year when a person is accused of 
committing a felony and not less than six months when a person is accused of committing a misde- 
meanor. It further provides that the sentence shall be served consecutively to any sentence for the 


offense for which the person is on bail.

On 013106 I was informed by Aurora Police Detectives that they needed to come down and 
speak with inmate Vreeland in reference to a letter he wrote to them outlining a shooting 
that would take place at a good will store. A shooting did occur and y wanted to 
interview him. I brought the detectives down to the interview room in ا‎ Inmate 
Vreeland requested to speak to me after he spoke with the detectives. On 
013106 at about 2100 hrs I went down and spoke to inmate Vreeland in the interview room of 
BÓ... Inmate Vreeland asked if Judge King had kids and if so he had information that they 
were possibly in danger. Inmate vreeland stated also that an attorney in Aurora a 
rosecutor was also possibly in danger. I asked him if he told tbe Aurora police and he 
tated that he didn't because he doesn't want to release any information until he can get 
| ome guarentees. Inmate Vreeland stated he isnt looking to make a deal on this case in 
Douglas but wanted to have some guarantees first. Inmate Vreeland also stated that Lt. 
McMahan had droped a bombshell in court the other day stating that Tom Henry which is 
Vreelands Attorney was blackmailing him. Vreeland stated he wished that McMahan would have 
given somewarning about making the accusation. Inmate Vreeland stated he had court in the 
morning and that either Tom Henry was going to withdraw from the case or put him on the 
stand to refute the allegations Lt. McMahan made earlier in court.

Summary of investigation concerning Delmart Edward 
Joseph Michael Vreeland II, determined to be unreliable. 


Delmart Edward Joseph Michael Vreeland II is a white 
male, 5'9" tall, 150 pounds, blonde hair, blue eyes, Date of 
١ 20/1966, Place of Birth: Mason, Michigan, FBI number 
Under his FBI number, Vreeland's criminal history 
includes possession of stolen credit cards in Las Vegas, Nevada, 
possession of cocaine in New Orleans, Louisiana, and felony theft 
in Pinellas County, Florida. 


A summary of Vreeland's activities is as follows: 


After the filing of local charges, Vreeland fled from 
his residence in Birmingham, Michigan during February, 2000. 
Vreeland was arrested in Florida on April 14, 2000. Vreeland 
posted bond and failed to return to court as scheduled. A federal 
arrest warrant for Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution (UFAP) 
was issued on August 24, 2000 in the Eastern District of 
Michigan. On May 4, 2001, Vreeland was arrested in Canada 
pursuant to a Provisional Arrest Request submitted by the 
Department of Justice, Vreeland was located in Toronto, Ontario 
at the time of his arrest. While in Canadian custody, Vreeland 
claimed to have knowledge of terrorism matters relating to the 
9/11/2001 terrorist attacks, and that he had pre-warned Canadian 
authorities about the attacks. Through investigation conducted 
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by Legat Ottawa, Vreeland's allegations were determined to be 
lacking credibility and without merit. A Canadian Magistrate 
scheduled an extradition hearing for September 10, 2002, and set 
a $5,000.00 bond for Vreeland. Vreeland failed to appear for his 
extradition hearing, and a fugitive warrant was issued by the 
Canadian Court. On December 23, 2002, a new UFAP warrant was 
issued for Vreeland in the Eastern District of Michigan. 


On October 20, 2004, Vreeland was arrested by the 

Franklin County Sheriff's Office (FCSO), Franklin County, Iowa, 
after he attempted to use a stolen credit card at a convenience 
store. Upon arrest the FCSO determined that outstanding warrants 
existed for Vreeland in California, New York, Colorado, Michigan 
and Virginia for multiple crimes, including vehicle theft, 
reckless endangerment ر‎ fraud, counterfeiting, arson, Credit card 
fraud, forgery, cocaine possession, and sexual expl j 
ciate of Vreeland 


Vreeland and 
were housed in the Hardin County, Iowa Jail. 


On October 22, 2004, Vreeland's attorney, Thomas E. 
Henry from Omaha, Nebraska, informed the FBI that his client had 
information concerning Middle Eastern terrorists who were 
@ preparing for an explosives attack on the Twin Cities of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, Minnesota. On the same day, Vreeland 
was interviewed by Agents from the Waterloo, Iowa Resident 
Agency. A summary of Vreeland's interview is as follows: 


Vreeland claimed he worked for the United States Navy 
(USN) from 1984 until his discharge on 12/31/2001. However, the 
USN has both "washed" and produced a second set of his naval 
records. While in the USN, Vreeland worked for the Office of 
Naval Intelligence (ONI). While on a covert mission in Moscow, 
Vreeland and his partner completed their mission by stealing some 
documents. Something went wrong, and the ONI killed his partner, 
and tried to kill him by shooting him. The ONI is continuing to 
try to kill him. From the documents he stole in Moscow, Vreeland 
learned the identities of Middle Eastern terrorists in the United 
States, and upon his return from Canada to the United States, 
Vreeland began following these terrorists across thirteen states. 
Vreeland was able to get into the "top guy's" house in California 
within the past six months, and saw a quantity of C-4 explosives, 
a notation of "1/10 megaton" and maps, pictures and diagrams of 
bridges and locations within the Twin Cities.  Vreeland predicted 
the terrorists attacks in the Twin Cities would occur during the 
end of November to the beginning of December, 2004. 
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On December 8, 2004, Vreeland's current attorney, Steve 
Goodwin of Richmond, Virginia, contacted the Department of 
Justice (DOT), Office of Deputy Attorney General (DAG) James 
Comey. Goodwin stated that Vreeland had information about a 
group of terrorists, whose plot included the kidnaping of Comey's 
wife, Patrice Comey.  DOJ in turn passed this information to 
Senior Management at FBIHQ. As Vreeland no longer wanted to deal 
with the FBI, he was interviewed that day by an Assistant United 
States Attorney (AUSA) and Deputy U.S. Marshal (DUSM). A summary 
of Vreeland's information is as follows: 


Vreeland claimed he learned of the kidnaping plot 
through a break-in and illegal wire taps that he and a former 
military associate, Henry Last Name Unknown (LNU) conducted at a 
house in Minneapolis. Seven terrorists, including three ex-US 
military members, were already in the United States. An eighth 
wag to enter the U.S. on 12/12/04. The terrorists were staying 
in a cabin in the mountains somewhere in upstate New York. They 
were building a cage at the cabin to hold Mrs. Comey after she is 
kidnaped, and will trade her for four terrorists in U.S. custody. 
Once the eighth terrorist is in the U.S., this plot would be 
quickly executed. Since his incarceration at the Hardin County 
Jail, Vreeland had been communicating with Henry LNU through a 
solar powered text messaging device, which Vreeland smuggled into 
the jail. 


On December 10, 2004, St. Louis Division conducted a 
check of Vreeland's military records at the Federal Records 


Center (FRC), St. Louis. FRC records reflect that under : 
ovember 


t Joseph Vreeland, Social Security Account number 
Vreeland entered on active duty with the USN on N 
20, 1 . He received an Entry Level Separation on March 3, 
1986, due to his inability to conform to military regulations, at 


the rank of Seaman Recruit (E-1). No documentation regarding any 
association with the ONI was located. 


On December 10, 2004, Vreeland submitted to a polygraph 
examination administered by the Omaha Division, on the issue of 
his possession of a solar powered text messaging device. The 
polygraph showed Vreeland as deceptive on this issue. 


Through a review of telephone records at the Hardin 
County Jail, an associate of Vreeland's was identified as Robert 
Harvey Mendenhall, Jr., who lives in the upstate New York town of 
Hunt, New York.  Mendenhall was interviewed by the Buffalo 
Division on December 16, 2004. During interview, Mendenhali 
stated he has never personally met Vreeland, but is acquainted 
with Vreeland through internet contact.  Mendenhall set up a 
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website and internet discussion forums for Vreeland. The website 
is hosted by EZboard.  Mendenhall stated that the content of 
Vreeland's website was "mostly about Vreeland and his big ego". 
Mendenhall had no knowledge of any terrorists activities in Iowa 
or New York, nor had any knowledge of a plot to kidnap government 
officials or family members. Vreeland had never told Mendenhall 
of any information about terrorists living at a cabin in upstate 
New York. 


Through his attorney Goodwin, Vreeland continued his 
claims of knowledge concerning the terrorist plot to kidnap 
members of DAG Comey's family, and stated he had documentation to 
prove his claims. Pursuant to a Proffer Agreement negotiated by 
the U.S. Attorney's Office, Vreeland was re-interviewed by the 
FBI on January 4, 2005. 


Documentation seized by the FCSO when Vreeland was 
arrested was reviewed. On January 13, 2005, the United States 
Marshal's Service (USMS) contacted the United States Postal 
Inspection Service (USPIS), San Francisco. The USPIS advised 
that Sherman Wan is a respected businessman who is a long time 
employee with IBM. Approximately three years ago, Wan was 
transferred by IBM from San Francisco to China. When he moved to 

© China, Wan rented out his house in San Francisco, located at 183 
Forest View Lane. The USPIS has a pending case into the theft of 
Wan's mail at this house, in which Wan is the victim of identity 
theft, causing him a loss of around $100,000.00. Vreeland is one 
of the subjects of the USPIS case. 


On January 14, 2005, the USMS, on a contract basis, 
began the process of transporting Vreeland from Iowa to Castle 
Rock (Douglas County), Colorado. In Colorado, Vreeland is facing 
local charges of inducement of child prostitution, sexual 
exploitation of a child, contributing to the delinquency of a 
child, and possession of a controlled substance. 


Based upon the prior finding of Vreeland not being 
credible and his allegations having no merit relating to the 
September 11th attacks, the inconsistent versions of the alleged 
terrorist and kidnaping plots, and the failure of a polygraph 
examination, the Omaha Division believes that Vreeland is not a 
credible source of information.

During a recent court hearing in Douglas County District Court before Judge King a question 
was raised regarding recordings of telephone conversations between my client Delmart 
Vreeland and myself. It is my understanding that the file contains recordings and transcripts 
of the recordings that were delivered to the judge by the District Attorney in a sealed envelope. 
When I asked the court about the sealed envelope the judge produced the same and mentioned 
he had the sealed envelope and was not comfortable having the same in his possession. 


In the course of the District Attorney explaiming the sequence of events causing the same to be 
placed in the sealed envelope and given to the judge the District attorney explained, as part of 
the presentation to the Court, that the original source for the recordings and delivery to 
Douglas County law enforcement investigators was the FBI. The implication in my mind 
from the representations ftom the District Attomey was that the recordings evolved from an 
investigation of my client by the FBI under the supervision of your office. 


I am writing this letter to determine if you would be willing to discuss and/or provide me with 
confirmation of the accuracy or inaccuracy of the representation by the District Attorney that 
the provider of the attomey client recordings (to the Douglas County Colorado law 
enforcement investigators) was the FBI. If the FBI was not the source of these recordings I 
was wondering if you would provide written confirmation to clarify this matter.

The following is the subject's Canadian Immigration history: 


Upon receiving Information from US law enforcement agencies that this 
subject may be in Canada, an Immigration Warrant was issued for an 
Inquiry. He was arrested by Toronto Police 52 division on 07 Dec 2000 
and charged with Fraud over 50008, Threaten Death, Utter Forged 
Document, Personation and obstruct police. The immigration warrant was 
executed at Toronto Police 52 division and he was detained as a wanted 
fugitive in USA. 


When interviewed, the subject stated he entered Canada on or about 17 
October 2000 in a cab through Buffalo/Fort Erie land border. 


While it is unclear with the information at my disposal, it appears he 

was held in custody at several facilities. He made a refugee claim on 

25 February 2002. Subject was released from detention on 18 March 2002 
on terms and conditions. 


Subject was given a work permit (as a refugee claimant) on 05 Mar 2002. 


On 10 September 2002, the subject failed to appear for his court hearing 
and was issued a bench warrant for his arrest. 


On 30 September 2002 another immigration warrant was issued for an 
admissibility hearing because the subject violated his previous terms 
and conditions of release. 


On 24 October 2002, the subject was deemed to be excluded from refugee 
status because of his criminality in the USA. 


On 14 November 2002, a note was put in that the Toronto Police Fugitive 
squad are aware the subject has disappeared and leads were exhausted.

Please be advised, pursuant to your recent request, that our department does 
not have any direct or specific information pertaining to Delmart Vreeland relating 
to child sexual activity. | have attached copies of two of our reports. We were 
primarily focusing on him for various cases of fraudulent activity. It is our 
understanding, however, that other agencies may have investigated Vreeland for 
child sexual activity. | will provide the names of the Investigators and agencies 
that may be able to assist you. 


Detective Bruce Lidgard of the Oakland County Sheriffs Dept. (Michigan) — Their 
department executed a search warrant on Vreeland's residence in Rochester, 
Michigan sometime around 1997. Vreeland's computer was confiscated and we 
understand child pornography was found. The case was turned over to Agent 
Alvey of the FBI. Status of that case unknown. Det. Lidgard's phone # at that 
time was (248) 858-0692. We believe he is still with Oakland County, possibly 
with the Fugitive Apprehension Team (F.A.T.). 


Assistant Prosecutor Tom McAndrew, Oakland County Prosecutors Office, 
Michigan — has worked extensively on extradition proceedings for Vreeland from 
both Canada and the agency currently holding him. McAndrew developed a 
comprehensive package concerning Vreeland’s exploits. 


Oakland County Probate Court — Delmart Vreeland acquired full legal 
guardianship of Daniel Garlinghouse on April 9, 1996. The phone # to the 
Oakland County Probate Court is (248) 858-0950.

d an address of 950 Ann St., Suite 201, Birmingham, MA, 48009. It was later determined that the 
social security number was originally issued to Paul D. Allen and the charge applicant's name was ficticious. The 
account was closed by American Express and charges were not authorized. Mr. Warner stated that Vreeland was 
obviously aware that charge transactions can be force validated by overiding the system. Mr. Warner stated that 
force validating a transaction is sometimes used by businesses when their computer terminals are temporarily 
inoperable. Mr. Warner stated that American Express has had contact with Vreeland in the past involving fraudulent 
activity. Mr. Warner stated on 10-15-99, Vreeland established a phony merchant location under the name of Edward 
Delmar, called Detroit Underground, 200 Riverside Dr., Suite 200D, Detroit, MI, 48215. The account was closed by 
American Express on 12-07-99 due to fraudulent activities. Mr. Warner stated he would forward copies of 
American Express reports to writer. 


Mr. Warner stated that his records indicated fraudulent car rentals on the Vreeland account on 11-17-99 in Atlanta, 
GA, on 11-29-99 in Southfield, MI, and on 11-28-99 in Romulus, MI. Writer learned that the rentals in Romulus 
were for two Ford Expeditions. 


03-07-00 Writer learned that Paul Douglas Allen, social security ss at 26222 Park Ct., Madison 
Heights, MI, 48071. 


Writer contacted Romulus PD and learned that the Ford Expeditions were rented from Discount Car Rental (Thrifty) 
@ 877.736.8007. Writer received a copy of the Romulus PD report (incident # 99-12499). 


Writer received the original shipping tickets and charge slips from Lynn McLean and the complainant DEM 
Scott Shuptrine Furniture. Said tickets and slips were tagged as evidence. 


Writer was unsuccessful in an attempt to contact Paul Allen at his residence. Writer left a business card at the 
residence requesting Mr. Allen contact writer at his earliest convenience. 


03-13-00 Writer contacted Kenny Kirykoza, manager of Discount Car Rental (Thrifty) @ 877.736.8007, and 
learned that the rear seat was missing from the red-colored Ford Expedition that had been rented by Vreeland.

Richard Pearson Stated he is a boat salesman at Tierra Verde Marine Sales Center. Pearson stated that on Friday, 
03-21-97, Vreeland came to the marina to purchase a boat. Pearson stated Vreeland looked at several boats and then 
decided to purchase a thirty two foot Chris Craft. Pearson stated he wrote up a purchase contract and was told by 
Vreeland that he would be paying for the boat in cash with a wire transfer. 


Pearson stated that Vreeland left the marina for a short period of time and returned with a lady whom he identified as his 
wife. Pearson stated the lady looked at the boat and agreed that Vreeland should buy it. 


Pearson stated that on Saturday morning, Vreeland telephoned him and stated he had all of the paperwork in order and 
was on his way to the marina to purchase the boat, Pearson stated he advised Vreeland that in order for him (Pearson) 
to complete the sale, he would need some type of verification to show that the boat would be paid for with some type of 
electronic transfer, Pearson stated Vreeland came to the location later on Saturday afternoon with papers stating that 
the money had been transferred. Pearson stated Vreeland also wrote him a check for $127,436.84 as a "backup" to the 
wire transfer. 


Pearson stated on Sunday, Vreeland took the boat out for a short tesî drive and then returned the craft. Pearson also 
stated that Vreeland said he was going to purchase some electronic equipment to have installed on the vessel before he 
took possession of it. 


Pearson stated that on Monday, 03-24-97, Vreeland came to the marina at approximately 0830 hours and requested that 
the boat be put into the water in order for him to go pick up some electronic equipment for the boat. Pearson stated that 
around 1000 hours, he received a phone Call from Vreeland, stating that he would be back at the marina in about ten 
minutes. Pearson stated after Vreeland never showed up, he became concerned. Pearson also Stated that one of the 
secretaries stated she had contacted Fidelity investment Brokerage Service, the bank on which Vreeland wrote the 

check and was advised there was no money in that account. 


I then spoke with Sandy Battrick, secretary at Tierra Verde Marina. Sandy stated she had contacted Tierra Verde's bank 
and was advised that no electronic transfer had been made to their account at the marina's bank (Mercantile Bank). 
Sandy stated she also contacted Fidelity Investment Brokerage Services and was told that there were no funds in 
Vreeland's account and that the account showed a deficit. 


| then spoke with Gordon Saunders who stated he saw Vreeland with the boat at 1130 hours at the Sidekick Restaurant, 


north of Treasure Island rdon also stated that ni دس بس‎ with Vreeland at the time. Gordon stated that 
Vreeland had offered hi a job as a worker on the vessel for one week. Gordon further stated he overheard 


Vreeland say he planned to take the boat down to Ft. Myers in the very near future. 


After receiving the above information, ít was determined that Vreeland had taken the boat without the consent of Tierra 
Verde Marina Center. |t was also determined that the electronic transfer and the check Vreeland had written were 
against insufficient funds.

Sgt I do apologize for the delay in getting this information back to you per your request. I 
have included the essential parts of the file. I will summarize as follows. Generally speaking, the 
above detainee kept to himself. Requested numerous times to: have his classification status 
reviewed and to be placed i (co-defendant). All of these were denied and 
Vreeland was left In maximum security due to history reports from other agencies. He filed a total 
of three Writs regarding his conditions of confinement and access to legal materials. All denied. 
In the first days of confinement, we received a large number of phone calls about him from 
people stating that they were Tom Henry (attorney from Omaha), his mother, his sister and a few 
assorted others. He spent the majority of his time on the phone, making a defense or making 
excuses. He wrote daily with confidence. He complained of minor medical problems 
(headaches) often and took non-aspirin nearly daily. He did make the cancer claim but 
expetienced no apparent problems while here and this condition was not confirmed or followed 
up on. We believe that this condition may not exist from past records. Those medical records are 
attached with a release statement. The last weeks of Vreclands incarceration here went very 
unev was quieter, somewhat withdrawn. He didn't make many requests during this 
time. eft and Vreeland appeared to weaken. In terms of the national security issues, 1 
kept very distant from the interviews. He did not relate these issues to me in person or in writing. 
On four different occasions, each of them a Friday late afternoon, I got phone calls from Federal 
officers inquiting about the defendant. Each of them, the Secret Service, the Iowa Division of 
Criminal Investigation, the FBI, and the US Marshal Service conducted interviews with the 
detainee, normally in the later night hours by the time they could get here. Each agency conducted 
separate investigations pursuant to their own supervisor s orders. In each circumstance, the 
agency would be tipped off that a national security issue was at hand in this jail and they needed to 
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DEA Ad Za 
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look into it ASAP. The US Marshal Service was the last and by this time, ] coordinated the 
agencies together. Through my follow up conversations, I was told that some vety minor 

& accusations came up however the majority of it was not credible. The last interview produced a 
polygraph to which I understand Vreeland failed. The only jail specific issue would be the 
possibility of a text message device that Vreeland stated he had on his person while in custody. 
This device was not found, the story seriously lacks, and it is strongly believed that this device did 
not exist while in custody. The most recent federal contact would be Toby Michael from the US 
Marshal Service at 319-362-4411. If he begins this entire process over again in Colorado, I might 
advise you to hook them all up through Toby. I believe that would save a lot of patience and time.

10-22-04/0956 JA received a call from a female refusing to identify herself (admin call from Anita). She stated that we have a guy 
here named Clayton and he is a top secret high level government employee. I asked for her name and she stated that she could not give 
her name because she would get in serious trouble. She said that I should call Congressman Jim Leach’s office right away and speak 
to Gary Grant. 1 stated, if Gary knows him, 1 assume Congressman Leach knows him. She said, oh yes, everyone knows him. I asked 
for a phone number. She stated she has to pull off (cell phone assumed) and she gave me 319-363-4773. Hang up. I then passed this 
information on to Sheriff at Franklin County. 


11/19/04 1200hrs I spoke with Inmate Steeves reference his request for access to do legal research. Inmate Steeves stated to me that 
he had received from the Hardin County Clerk of court the information he was looking for. He stated that he needed 1 more statute but 
was unable to get it from our Court house. I asked him to give me the specific statue and I would try to look it up for him on the 
internet. He stated that it would be too many pages to print out and that he wouldn’t worry about it. 


11-28-04/1100 JA received word from AJA Mary Graffunder that Inmate Steeves was very upset that the phone wasn’t working to 
his attorney and that he had court coming up and that he needed to contact his attorney right away. He is claiming a violation of his 
rights due to this. AYA Graffunder reported to me that she explained to Steeves that the logical explanation for the phone not working 
is that Mr. Henry’s bill exceeded the acceptable amounts and that he needed to make a payment to the phone company before they 
would let calls go through. Note: Mr. Steeves is aware of this problem as several of his typical contacts have had this problem on 
several lines as evident through mail scans. Graffunder reported that Steeves refused to accept this answer. Graffunder further advised 
me that she checked the phone system and no abnormalities were found. I have not been advised of a technical problem by the phone 
company as of this time. 1130 hours: Ken Lupcamin contacted me regarding medical information for transport. I advised him that it 
had been taken care of and is prepared for transportation officers upon their arrival. Lupcamin and I discussed Steeves attorney 
situation. Lupcamin advised that he is still represented by Katherine Evans and she is the only attorney of record in Jowa. I asked him 
about Mr. Henry. Lupcamin advised me that Mr. Henry told him a week ago that he was going on vacation and would not be back for 
two weeks. Lupcamin further advised me that Steeves is well aware of this as they discussed it at court. 1145 hours: I did attempt to 
call Mr. Tom Henry at his residential office (402-614-2057). I did not get an answer but did get the answering machine (male voice; 
o I am unable to take your call. Please leave a short message and I will return your call. Have a good day). The main reason for this 
call was just to see if anyone (secretary/office worker) would answer and once again confirm or deny if Mr. Henry was in fact on 
vacation.

On May 16, 2006 the subject camera was returned to Kodak for repair of a display screen that 
had been damaged when the camera was returned from Kodak to the Douglas County Sheriff's 
Dept. 


The camera was received in the Kodak service and repair facility in Rochester, NY. Upon initia! 
examination the camera would not power up, and upon examination it was determined that the 
rechargeable batteries in the camera had fully discharged. 


The camera was connected to a power source through an accessory cable and the camera was 
then powered up. The date to which the camera clock was set was determined by accessing the 
camera menu system, and the date was abla to be displayed on the partially damaged screen. 
The date appeared to be January 1, 2004, which is the default date to which the camera reverts 
when the batteries are removed from the camera or discharged. 


Two photographs of the back of the camera showing the damaged screen and the default time 
setting were taken at that time, and are attached. 


It is not possible to determine from any information stored within the camera the time or date 
when the batteries were removed or became fully discharged so as to cause the clock to revert to 
the default setting, nor is it possible to determine from examination of the camera the time and 
date to which the camera was set at the moment the batteries were removed or became fully 
discharged. 


The display screen was then repaired, and the camera was reassembled and tested. During the 
repair, none of the original! components with the exception of the display screen were removed 
from the camera. In addition, the camera calibration and firmware updates that would normally be 
done before a camera was returned to a customer were not done in this case. As a result, the 
camera's internal memory and firmware were not altered by this repair, except for incrementing 
the counter for the number of power on cycles.

On October 15, 2004, a party who identified himself as Clayton Barry STEEVES was arrested by 
the Douglas County Sheriff's Office on the following charges:

Contributing to the delinquency of a minor

The bond was reduced from $250,000.00 to $100,000.00 and the party posted bond on October 
18, 2004 under the name STEEVES. The next day the fingerprints revealed that the party is 
actually Delmart VREELAND DOB 05-20-66, and that he had approximately 25 warrants 
warrants out of six states and Canada. He has been on a 20-year crime spree all across the United 
States and Canada, and uses approximately 40 different aliases. His is a four time habitual 


criminal out of Michigan. VREELAND, and his accomplice MB | 
e ` our jurisdiction on October 19, 2004. They were traced 
through credit card usage and arrested on October 20, 2004 in Latimer Iowa. 

Further investigation revealed that the FBI and numerous other agencies have been trying to 
locate VREELAND for over two years. He has an extensive criminal history including assault 

on a police officer, escape, forgery, theft, drug charges, counterfeiting, arson, check fraud, and 
criminal impersonation. VREELAND claims to be a Naval Intelligence Officer, and that he had 
advance knowledge of the attacks on September 11, 2001. VREELAND's bond on the Douglas 
County case was raised to one million dollars CASH ONLY. He has become a "folk hero" and 
there are over 1000 web sites on him. An independent filmmaker is making a movie about him, 


and Inside Edition and 48 Hours are trying to do stories on him. Reporters and Investigators 
have been camping out at the jail in Iowa trying to get interviews with him. 


The jail in lowa has telephones in their cells and Inmates are allowed to make all the collect 
phone calls they like. The first week that VREELAND was incarcerated he made over $2500.00 
in collect calls. Inmates in Iowa are also allowed to write letters to each other, and VREBLAND 
an ave been writing to each other almost every day. 


DEB. been extradited back to the Douglas County Sheriff's Office Detention Facility on 
charges of possession of cocaine. VREELAND is scheduled to be extradited to our Jail between 
December 20" and 31* .

Investigator Aragon is conducting an ongoing investigation on Douglas County Sheriff's Office 
inmate Delmart E. VREELAND, DOB 05-20-66, and 15 requesting that copies of his non-legal 
mail be forwarded to her. 


VREELAND is currently being held on charges including Inducement of Child Prostitution, 
Sexual Assault on a Child, Forgery, Possession of Cocaine, and numerous warrants from other 
states. His cumulative bond is set at $2,000,000.00 cash only. VREELAND has approximately 
40 different aliases. 


VREELAND has an extensive criminal history dating back to 1982, and he has repeatedly been 
able to con and lie his way out of jail. When he was in custody in Canada he claimed to have 
advanced knowledge of the terrorist attacks on September 11, 2001. He has repeatedly stated 
that he works at the Pentagon, that he is a U.S. Navy spy, and that he works for the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. The FBI, CIA, and US Marshal’s Service have been monitoring 
VREELAND's activities for several years. VREELAND has posted numerous fraudulent bonds, 
fled, and forfeited the bonds. In October 2004, he gave the Douglas County Sheriff's Office a 
false name, posted a.fraudulent bond, cut his ankle bracelet off, and fled to Iowa. 


VREELAND was arrested in Iowa and housed at the Hardin County Jail. He made statements 
that he was able to sneak a two-way communicator into the jail, and that he has information 
about upcoming terrorist plots, and a plot to kidnap government officials. He wrote a letter, 
which was sealed and placed in his property, that allegedly details an upcoming terrorist plot. 
The Hardin County Jail monitored his mail and extensive phone calls, some of which related to 
the Douglas County Sheriff's Office investigation. In his outgoing mail from Hardin County Jail 
he wrote that he fled Colorado because a Denver Police Officer stole drugs out of evidence to 
sell him, and then threatened his life.

@ Police say the man, Delmart Edward Vreeland, sought by police in nine Metro Detroit 
suburbs and five other states for a variety of offenses, mainly fraud and identity theft, was 
picked up Oct. 20 holding 22 ID cards, seven dates of birth, several Social Security cards 

and a stolen Canadian passport. 


According to Franklin County (lowa) Sheriffs Department Deputy Chief Ken Lubkerman, 
Colorado authorities want to charge him with child prostitution. 


In Michigan, police in Troy, Rochester, VVarren, Clinton Township, Detroit, Bad Axe and the 
Macomb County Sheriffs Department all have outstanding warrants on Vreeland. An 
extradition hearing will determine which jurisdiction will handle Vreeland first. 


After being caught in lowa, he eventually told police his true identity. "Back in the lockup, he 
admitted who he was, that the FBI was looking for him and he was tired of running," 
Lubkerman said. "He's a real gem. Everyone, including Canada, wants a piece of him." 


Police have been chasing him for years. Vreeland, 38, has been arrested 29 times since 
1984 and was on the Oakland County Sheriff Michael Bouchard's Most Wanted fist for more 
than four years. 


Troy Police Lt. Keith Frye has been searching for Vreeland for five years. Frye said Vreeland 
- who has served time in Michigan for check fraud, receiving stolen property and breaking 
and entering - used stolen and counterfeit credit cards to defraud businesses. 


Police say the former resident of Rochester Hills and Bloomfield Hills enjoyed $150 bottles 
of champagne, thousands of dollars worth of furniture, jewelry, exotic sports cars, 
speedboats and yachts - all with other people's money.

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Authorities arrest mystery man wanted in U.S. and Canada

HAMPTON — Delmart Vreeland has refined his disappearing act to a science. Or is he Clayton Steeves? 
"Good question," Franklin County Chief Deputy Ken Lubkeman says. 

The fugitive — whoever he is — is wanted in several states and Canada. 


Vreeland was arrested a week ago in Franklin County after trying to use a flagged debit card. An investigation 
revealed he uses 22 aliases, has documentation for eight dates of birth and has seven Social Security numbers. 
As near as authorities can determine, the man in custody is 38 years old. 


"And ۱ am not really sure where he's from. ۱ just know he's been on the run for years," Lubkeman said. "He's a 
smooth talker, with a self-assured, calm demeanor. He gave the arresting officers several false names." 


That presents problems for authorities. 


"We needed a name for the warrants, so we used Steeves and the aka Delmart Vreeland. When we sent it out on 
the national teletype, Vreeland got all kinds of hits with a total of 16 charges," Lubkeman said. 


Those include an FB! fugitive warrant from Detroit, where Vreeland is wanted for identity theft, forgery, fraud, 
arson, counterfeiting and drugs. The man's most recent alias, Clayton Steeves, was used in Colorado 13 days 
ago where he posted bond on child prostitution, exploitation of a juvenile and drug distribution charges, according 
to police reports. He then apparently fled the state. 


Franklin County authorities also learned Vreeland is also wanted in Virginia, Florida, New York and Canada on an 
array of charges, including forgery, fraud, grand larceny and identity theft. While being held in Toronto in 2001, 
Vreeland claimed to be a U.S. Navy intelligence officer working undercover. He said he knew about the Sept. 11 
attacks before they happened. 


But Lubkeman said those claims are bogus. 


"| know the Secret Service and FBI have investigated, and none of the information he gave them proved to be 
true," Lubkeman said. 


"In fact, | have not talked to a soul that doesn't consider him a con artist of the first order. It makes me wonder if 
he even knows who he is on a given day." 


Franklin County authorities expect Vreeland, Steeves, or whoever he is will be taken off their hands soon. 


"We have three states filing extradition papers 一 Colorado, Michigan or Virginia — and whichever one gets the 
paperwork done and filed first can have him," Lubkeman said.

Lubkeman told the Chronicle that Vreeland will be held while the investigation continues.

A career criminal with Michigan roots who claimed he knew about the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks and tried to 
warn the government has been captured by Iowa authorities. 


Delmart Vreeland, 38, of Rochester Hills, faces numerous charges in Oakland County and in a number of 
communities in several states and in Canada. 


He was captured Wednesday in Iowa while driving on I-35 in Franklin County. He reportedly stopped to 
refuel at a gas station, using a credit card that had an alert placed on it by authorities in Colorado - where he is 
wanted on child prostitution charges. 


"Everyone seems to want a piece of Mr. Vreeland," said Franklin County Chief Deputy Ken Lubkeman. 
“People are doing handstands because he’s been picked up." 


Franklin County Sheriff's Department deputies nabbed Vreeland, who used to live in Rochester Hills and 
worked at a company that refurbished computers in Troy, on 1-35 shortly after he left the gas station. He went 
peacefully with deputies and is being held without bond. 


So far, seven jurisdictions have contacted Iowa authorities. Michigan and Colorado are working to extradite 
him so he can face charges ranging from fraud, theft, child prostitution and arson. 


"I think he's going to be very busy for the foreseeable future answering for his behavior," said Oakland 
County Shenff Michael Bouchard. "He's been wanted here for some time." 


Bouchard said Vreeland is wanted by eight Michigan jurisdictions mostly for crimes like fraud and burglary. 
Vreeland, who was on Oakland County's Most Wanted list, ran an identity theft ning in the Detroit area for a 
few years and has felony convictions for breaking and entering and receiving stolen property. Several local 
police departments - including Birmingham, Troy and Rochester - are interested in Vreeland. 


Lubkeman said Vreeland will have a bond reduction hearing in 10 days. Then, officials will decide where he 
will be extradited first to face charges. He said Vreeland will be shuffled from jurisdiction to jurisdiction. 


In addition to Michigan, Florida, Colorado, Virginia, Canada and New York all want a piece of Vreeland, 
Lubkeman said. 


"He's not going anywhere," Lubkeman said. 
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In addition to the various felony charges Vreeland - a Michigan native - is facing, he is also a bit of a folk hero condo, 2 bdrm., son 
among conspiracy theorists who believe he is a spy who knew about the terrorist attacks. He claimed shortly 986-752-2668... 
after the terrorist attacks that he was a spy for the Office of Naval Intelligence and wrote a note that

Lubkeman said he's spoken to government officials who deny that Vreeland ever served. 


Lubkeman said Vreeland has a court-appointed attorney from Colorado, but he declined to release the name.

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ID theft suspect eludes police 

Authorities seek man charged in identity theft who lives it up on others' 
good credit 

By Mike Martindale / The Detroit News 

WEST BLOOMFIELD TOWNSHIP -- Delmart E. Vreeland lived large -- 
with other peoples' credit: $150 bottles of champagne at a Birmingham bar; 
$9,000 1n jewelry from a Rochester business; two Ford Expeditions from a 
Romulus car rental. And much more. 

Authorities recalled Vrecland after an identity theft ring responsible for $2 
million in credit card fraud was brought down Tuesday in U.S. District Court. 

"Wherever he goes there seems to be a trail of fraud, deceit and crime," said 
Troy Police Sgt. Keith Frye, whose department is one of several with outstanding 
criminal warrants for Vreeland. 

Like other ID thieves, Vreeland, 33, used counterfeit credit cards bearing his 
name. or alias, and account numbers of legitimate cardholders. His gift of gab 
also helped, says Birmingham Police Detective Douglas Manigold. 

"He got in a fight with a Mishawaka, Indiana, police officer in February and 
somehow bonded out on someone else's name," said Manigold. "That's the last 
we can place him." | 

Vrecland's trail of tangled finances stretch from here to Florida, wherc he's 
remembered for buying a 32-foot Daycruiser. 

Vreeland wanted to take the boat for a test drive and a salesman accepted a 
$127,436 check written on a nonexistent account. The cabin cruiser was 
abandoned near Tampa. 

An Oakland County salesman took a $40,000 hit from the 33-year-old Vreeland 
just before Christmas. The next day, Vreeland returned and paid $3,000, again by 
card, for a decorated Christmas tree. Later in the month he called back 
complaining about broken lights. The employee now figures it was a ruse to scc if 
they had caught on to his scheme. 

The employee even hired private investigator Al Booze to hunt Vreeland. 
Booze is still looking for him. 

"He lives it up on others' good credit," said Booze. "Last I heard he stole a 
Porsche from an Indiana dealership, where a list of workers’ social security 
numbers was stolen. He's probably using those names right now."

The conspiracy theory put forward by an accused fraud artist, who claims he knew in advance about the Sept. 1 
terrorist attacks, was described by a Toronto judge yesterday as having "no air of reality."

DIPLOMAT'S DEATH REMAINS UNSOLVED; 
WHAT KILLED HIM: A THIEF, NATURAL CAUSES, OR CLOAK-AND-DAGGER?

Russian and RCMP maior crime investigators are probing the death of a young Canadian diplomat in Moscow — a 
puzzling case with hints of foreign espionage, drug-assisted robbery and sealed government information. 


Marc Bastien, a 34-year-old Ottawa computer analyst working for Foreign Affairs at Canada's embassy in 
Moscow, was found dead in his apartment a year ago. Russian police and Canadian officials initially reported that 
Bastien died of natural causes the morning of Dec. 12, 2000. 


But the Sun has learned that investigators are exploring other explanations for the mysterious death of the 
vibrant, healthy Hull-born man. 


A source close to the criminal investigation said police are hunting for a woman suspected of drugging Bastien in 
order to rob him. A combination of alcohol and a drug administered to him likely caused his heart to stop, the 
source said. A cleaning woman found his body lying on his bed. 


But a jailed American who claims to be an ex-naval intelligence agent is spinning another story about the death. 
Part of his fantastical conspiracy theory is that Bastien had been working as an intelligence agent and was 
murdered because he knew too much. Delmart Vreeland, 35, has sworn information in a Toronto courtroom that 
suggests Bastien obtained highly sensitive information about terrorist plots — including foreknowledge of attacks 
that took place Sept. 11 on U.S. targets. ! 


A year after their son's death. Monique and Gaston Bastien don't know what to believe. They are still waiting for 
answers from officials. 


Marc Bastien. a handsome, outgoing, compassionate man described as a "young Mel Gibson," had always 
dreamed of seeing the world. 


For the last two years of the seven he worked with the federal government, he had been employed with the 
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Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT), a job that afforded him the opportunity to travel to 
faraway destinations. 


Known as a well-grounded man, Bastien had prepared for his career with a business administration degree at the 
University of Quebec followed by a private program in computer technology. He coupled a dedicated 
professionalism with an adventurous spirit and travelled to foreign destinations. 


Bastien had done short stints throughout Europe and in Japan, China, India and Pakistan, but Moscow was his 
first long-term posting. He left Canada on Sept. 7, 2000, excited but with some trepidation about leaving his close- 
knit family for a two-year term. 


Three months fater, he was delivered home by military aircraft, his body wrapped in a blanket inside a steel box. A 
half-full bottle of beer — apparently forensic evidence ~ was shipped back with the body. 


"Everything goes through your head. Was it murder? Was it poison?" says his father, Gaston Bastien. "It's pretty 
tough on all of us. Anything is possible. Jt will be a year on Dec. 12 and we still don't have an answer." 


LITTLE INFORMATION 

Department of Foreign Affairs spokesman Reynald Doiron said while exact circumstances have not been 
determined, the cause of death was established through a coroner's examination. Citing the privacy act, he would 
not disclose the "protected" findings of the pathologíst, but said they had been communicated to the Bastien 
family. 


Yet the only wtitten report the family has came from the Quebec coroner's office in Montreal, dated Dec. 19, 2000.

The family was advised the coroner is awaiting findings of the Russian police investigation before making a more 
definitive report. 


They have no written record of toxicology results, but have been told verbally that Marc's body contained a small 
amount of clozapine, an anti-depressant used to treat schizophrenia. One side-effect of the medication is that it 
can cause drowsiness. 


By all accounts the athletic Bastien, who had undergone scores of tests before his foreign deployment, was in 
perfect health physically and mentally. 


His father said his only complaint was of mild diarrhea in the days before his death. 


Two RCMP investigators travelled to Moscow this fall at the request of DFAIT and the Bastien family, to make 
sure the Russian police had conducted a "thorough, professional investigation." 


"It was to make sure no stone was left unturned, and that was the case," Doiron said. "The general framework is 
known, but the investigators would need further, additional evidence and this cannot be obtained easily." 


All documents relating to the investigation and the death are confidential, but Doiron said suicide and illness have 
been ruled out. The death was initially thought to be of natural causes because everything in the apartment 
appeared intact and there were no signs of a struggle, he said. 


Major Crime RCMP Sgt. Kevin Simmel of Edmonton, one of two officers assigned to the Moscow trip this fall, was 
unwilling to discuss specifics of the mission and their findings. 


He would say only that he was there "in a capacity to assist Foreign Affairs." Russian officials were co-operative 
and he submitted a written report to the federal department upon his return, he said. 
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"They were very open with us and we were able to get what we needed," Simmel said. 


According to a source, the investigation is stalled because police have been unable to find the strange woman 
who was allegedly last with Marc in his apartment. The last night he was alive, he was reportedly celebrating at a 
Moscow bar. 


BELONGINGS INTACT 

But Monique Bastien questions the theory that her son was the victim of a drugging and robbery, since his 
belongings were returned to her a month ago with every item intact and accounted for. His wallet still contained 
cash and credit cards, and his jeweiry, watch — even his family's Christmas presents ~ were returned. 


The only thing missing was a camera, but that was later found to be with Marc's former girlfriend in Moscow. 


The robbery theory also raises questions about why investigators would be incapable of tracking down the 
woman. 


Canadian officials were reportedly in Moscow primarily to interview two British men who may have been the last 
people to see Bastien. One had returned to England and the other was apparently not fully co-operative. 


Marc Bastien's official title was systems administrator, working with classified information. 


He had high security clearance. Stephane Bastien, who also works for the federal government, knew his older 
brother handled "top-secret stuff," but said he never disclosed details of his work. 


He believed that his brother's work sometimes involved co-operation with American counterparts. 
Although he's heard a number of theories, Stephane is baffled by his brother's murder. 


"| don't believe anything right now," he said. “And sometimes | think that even if they know something, they won't 
tell us." 


Bastien family members aren't the only ones looking for answers. A former colleague at Foreign Affairs in Ottawa, 
who did not want his name published, said co-workers are still reeling over the sudden circumstances surrounding 
their friend's death. 


"Everyone is asking the same questions," the friend said, adding that one co-worker in Moscow had heard 
Bastien died from a gas leak. "His body was flown back for the autopsy, then we never heard anything. It's all 
pretty mysterious." 


An embassy worker in Moscow reached by telephone declined a request to put the Sun in contact with Bastien's 
colleagues. 


"Because it is highly sensitive, you must go through the proper channels," she said. 


STAFF QUESTIONED 
Another telephone inquiry was referred back to DFAIT headquarters in Ottawa. 


The longstanding hush over the Bastien case was lifted this fall when RCMP questioned some embassy 
employees in Moscow. One worker said they asked a lot of questions, but weren't willing to share any information. 


Back in Canada, Bastien's unexplained death was brought up again in the fall — this time as a suspected murder - 
- when a bizarre story unfolded in a Toronto courtroom. 


Published news reports have described Michigan native Delmart Vreeland as a major fraud artist with an 
extensive criminal record who had managed to elude police in several states. He claims his criminal record and 
record of service with U.S. naval intelligence have been doctored in order to silence the truth. 
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Vreeland, 35, filed an affidavit in Toronto that claims that on Sept. 4, 2000 he was asked by the US. Navy 
intelligence to go on a "covert-directed" mission to Moscow. His objective was to obtain Russian military 
documents and secret information with respect to anti-"star war" technology relative to the proposed American 
Star Wars satellite program. 


Vreeland says his mission was to obtain the documents and deliver them to CSIS. His contact in Moscow, he 
claims, was a Canadian by the name of Marc Bastien. i 


In a telephone interview from jail in Eastern Ontario where he is fighting extradition to the U.S.. Vreeland claims 
he picked up two “pouches” but instead of delivering them to their proper destination in Canada, he opened them. 


He claims one set of documents, when translated, contained information about plans to attack several buildings, 
including the World Trade Center, Pentagon and other U.S. sites, as well as buildings in Ottawa, Montreal and 
Toronto. 


Bastien was found dead within days of Vreeland's return to Canada. He is convinced it was murder, 
"Marc's death is bad, but this whole thing is much more than that, much worse," he said. 


in a letter to RCMP dated Oct. 5, 2001, Vreeland's Toronto lawyer Rocco Galati confirms "head-bashing attempts" 
to convince ROMP and CSIS officials to put his client in police custody since June 2001 so that he could convey 
"vital information about national security" to Canada and the U.S. 


The letter also states that on Aug. 11 or 12, Vreeland sealed a list and notes containing possible targets of violent 
attacks, which were unsealed on Sept. 14 by senior jail officiais. 


"Y ou have been told that additional information exists, including forensic testing to prove that the list/notes 
referred to was made prior to Sept. 11, 2001," Galati said. 


The lawyer claims that refusals by both the U.S. and Canadian governments are based on the "absurd 
conclusion" that Vreeland is a nutcase or lacks credibility. A sober review of evidence and the extradition 
proceedings against him show that conclusion is "incomprehensible, irrational and irresponsible," Galati said. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO VERIFY 
Most of Vreeland's claims are impossible to verify, and DFAIT dismisses them. Bastien was never involved in any 
intelligence work for CSIS, the department said. 


CSIS spokeswoman Chantal Lapalme cited the policy of not discussing operational activities of the service, and 
passed the inquiry about Bastien over to DFAIT. 


After being told Marc's body was in "bad shape,” no member of the Bastien family made a positive identification 
when he was returned to Canada. They left the jab to a funeral home worker who knew their son.

"| regret that now," said dad Gaston Bastien, who has grown increasingly skeptical with the passage of time. 


After Marc's death, the family was flooded with warm letters of condolence from around the world. Monique and 
Gaston have carefully stored them in a binder, along with a collection of documents related to Marc. Photographs 
of him with relatives and friends fill albums and frames around their home. 


As the one-year anniversary of their son's death nears, the Bastiens are left with memories, gnawing frustration 
and many questions. 


Was Marc Bastien murdered? Was he killed by a strange woman who only intended to knock him out and rob 
him? Or is there some other explanation for his sudden death?

On May 8, 2001, he was arrested on a provisional warrant for 
extradition to the United States on charges of credit card fraud and 
breach of probation.

DEATH HAUNTS ENVOY'S KIN; 
TWO YEARS LATER, WHY HULL MAN DIED IN MOSCOW REMAINS A MYSTERY

Two years after his stil body was discovered by a maid in his Moscow apartment, Russian investigators are 
prabing new leads in the mysterious death of Canadian diplomat Mare Bastien. 


Family members who are updated by Department of Foreign Affairs officials in Ottawa say Moscow police have 
ordered DNA tests to confirm their belief that up to three guests were in Bastien's apartment the night he died. 


The 34-year-old computer systems specialist had been working at the Canadian embassy in Moscow just three 
months when he was found dead on Dec. 12, 2000. A Quebec coroner's report — released more than one year 
after the Hull native's death — revealed he ingested a deadly mixture of alcohol and Clozapine, a medication 
commonly used to treat schizophrenics. Initially, police thought Bastien had been drugged by a woman he'd met 
in a bar — possibly in an attempt to knock him out and rob him. But according to the Bastien family, police are now 
conducting DNA tests from beer bottles and drinking glasses found in the apartment to determine if more than 
one person was involved. 


"They have re-opened the investigation and are waiting for these results," said Marc's father, Gaston Bastien. 


Marc was last seen in a tavern with two acquaintances -- one Russian man and another British — when two 
"Russian beauties" entered the bar and immediately joined them. 


SO MANY UNKNOWNS' 
It's still not clear how many in the group wound up at Bastien's apartment later that night, but Gaston said 
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evidence suggests he was definitely not alone. 


Because Marc usually sipped straight from the bottle. the two glasses and two beer bottles found at the scene 
suggest four people were likely there. Containers of olives and peanuts and a cigar butt were also found in the 
apartment. 


In 2000, Canadian officials reported the diplomat had died of "natural causes," but last year revealed a criminal 
investigation was under way in Moscow. Gaston Bastien said his son was likely drugged in his own apartment — 
not in the bar as previously believed — since it takes just 15 minutes for the alcohol and drug mix to become 
lethal. 


"It's been two years and there are so many unknowns," he said. "It's pretty hard. Some days it is very bad." 


A handsome, healthy, adventurous man who loved to travel, Marc Bastien had carried out short-term assignments 
for DFAIT throughout Europe and in Japan, China, India and Pakistan. Moscow was his first long-term posting. 


He left Canada on Sept. 7, 2000 for a two-year term, but returned home three months later in a military aircraft, 
hís body wrapped in a blanket inside a steel box. 


Bastien had hinted to his younger brother Stephane that he was involved in "top-secret" work, but never spoke of 
specifics. Before his sudden death in Moscow, he had vaguely confided that he encountered work-related 
troubles, but did not elaborate. 


“He'd just say, 'You can't imagine what kind of situation Pm in now,’ " Stephane Bastien said. "What situation he 
meant, | don't know." 


TWO THEORIES 

Bastien poses two theories about what might have happened that fatal night. The person or persons Marc was 
with might have intended to knock him out and rob him, then panicked and fled when the drugs had a deadly 
effect. 


Or, they might have been carrying out a plot to murder him. 
"We don't know for what — that is the mystery," the victim's brother said. 


Bastier's personal belongings, including jewelry, a watch and wallet with cash and credit cards intact, were 
returned home to his family. 


"I'm pretty sure we'll never get all the answers," Stephane Bastien said. "It's so complicated. My hope to find out 
who killed my brother ís almost gone." 


Delmart Vreeland has another theory about how Marc Bastien died. The American citizen claims to be a former 
navy military intelligence agent assigned to work with the Canadian diplamat in Moscow, and believes Bastien 
was murdered because he obtained highly sensitive information about terrorist plots — including information about 
planned attacks on the World Trade Center, the Pentagon and other sites, including Ottawa. 


But DFAIT has little news to report on the mysterious death of the Canadian diplomat. Department spokesman 
Rodney Moore said while Canada does not have a role in the ongoing investigation, embassy officials in Moscow 
are kept abreast of developments in the case. "The case is ongoing, but there is no final conclusion yet," he said. 


WAITING FOR ANSWERS 

Under instruction from DFAIT, two RCMP officers travelled to Moscow to ensure Russian police had conducted a 
“thorough, professional investigation," but are not permitted to investigate crimes on foreign soil. RCMP Sgt. 
Kevin Simmel, one of two officers who made the trip, said Canadian police have no official involvement in the 
case, and referred calls back to DFAIT. 
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So let's look at this from Galati's point of view. He is one of the few lawyers willing to publicly defend people who, 
in the post-9/11 world, are most unpopular. He doesnt just take on the clients that are demonstrably innocent, 
such as torture victim Maher Arar. He takes on those whose situation is far murkier. 


The media are all goo-goo over Arar now (they weren't when he was first arrested in the U.S. and deported for 
torture to Syria). The media are not all goo-goo over the Khadr family, even though they, like Arar, have never 
been charged with any crime. 


Galati, to his great credit, chose to defend the difficult ones. 
And back in 2001. he and Slansky defended another unpopular man in another very murky case. 


The man was Delmart Edward Vreeland, an American locked up in the Don jail who was wanted in his own 
country for credit card fraud. 


What was unusual about Vreeland was his claim that the U.S. government had advance knowledge of the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks. 


Indeed, as the Star reported at the time, Vreeland handed over to his guards a sealed envelope in August. 2001, 
that predicted the attacks. 


Unfortunately, the guards didn't get around to opening it until Sept. 14. 
Vreeland also made other claims. He claimed he had been working for U.S. naval intelligence. 


He claimed that a Cuban immigrant named Nestor Fonseca, in jail in Toronto on drug charges, was plotting to kill 
Canadian and U.S. police officers. 


He claimed that a Canadian Embassy worker in Moscow named Marc Bastien had not died from natural causes in 
2000 as the government said but had been poisoned. 


Vreeland's allegations against Fonseca were initially supported by Toronto police, who said they found a hit list in 
the Cuban's cell. 


But by November, 2001, two months after the terror attacks on New York and Washington, everything changed. 


Crown prosecutors dropped the attempted murder charges against Fonseca, saying they had been based on the 
testimony of an “unsavoury witness.” Three months later, prosecutors dropped a bevy of other charges against 
Fonseca, íncluding extortion, and instead extradited him to the U.S. 


The apparent collapse of the Fonseca case also had the effect of destroying any credibility Vreeland may have 
had with regard to his more intriguing allegations about Sept. 11 and the death of Bastien, the Moscow embassy 
worker. 


Unti! January, 2002. That's when Quebec coroner Line Duchesne concluded that Bastien, described as an 
information systems handler, had indeed been poisoned - probably by someone who slipped a concentrated anti- 
schízophrenic drug into his drink in a Moscow bar. 


Vreeland's credibility suddenly shot up. 
But eight months later, while out on bail awaiting an extradition hearing, he just disappeared. 


At the time, Slansky told the court he had gone to Vreeland's apartment to pick him up but found it ransacked, 


with key evidence related to his client's 9/11 claims missing. | 
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| 
| 
Did Vreeland skip town? Slansky argued no. He said he believed his client had been “killed, kidnapped or 

harmed" because he had evidence that the U.S. government knew ahead of time about the Sept. 11 attacks. 


@ Now Galati and Slansky are talking of similar threats. They say they recognize the voice of the man who said he 
wants to kill Galati. 


They don't say it was Vreeland that this man threatened before. They don't say it wasn't.

Meanwhile, the Bastien family is still waiting for answers that may never come. Details about the investigation 
tend to trickle rather than flow back to Canada. 


Stephane Bastien worries even if Moscow police obtain names of the women in the tavern that night, it may prove 
difficult to track them down. 


"It's tough," he said. “Nothing will bring my brother back, but we just want to know the truth.”

On the face of it, Rocco Galati's claim that U.S. and Canadian intelligence agencies want to kill him sounds too 
weird for words. 


His evidence is scanty. All that the 44-year-old constitutional lawyer produced for reporters yesterday in his 
crowded College St. office was a recorded telephone voice-mail message. 


In that message, an unidentified man chides Galati for aiding "punk terrorist" Abdurahman Khadr, the 20-year-old 
Canadian imprisoned by the United States without charge in Cuba, who just made it back to Canada this week. 


"Now you a dead wop,” the voice advises the Italian-born Galati. 


What's obvious is that this is some kind of a threat. What's less obvious is that it came, as Galati claims, from an 
"unspecified intelligence agency or agencies." 


He and his lawyer, Paul Slansky, provided no proof to back their suspicion that the caller represented a U.S. or 
Canadian security service. 


Galati said only that he had heard the man's voice twice before, from similar recorded telephone threats uttered 
against a former client who subsequently disappeared. 


Which client? What case? Neither Galati nor Slansky would say. "I'm not at liberty to discuss the case," Galati 
Said. 


So the whole thing sounds nuts. Right? Showboat lawyer works too hard, gets too paranoid, loses it. Right? 
And vet ... and yet ... 


The world of security and intelligence in which Rocco Galati has been living for the past two years is weird. 
Spooks do strange things. In the 1970s, a Canadian royal commission laid bare RCMP security service practices 
that, on the surface, seemed unbelievable - like burning down barns. 


U.S. congressional investigations around the same time uncovered even stranger practices and plots, such as the 
CIA plan to blow up Cuban Communist leader Fidel Castro with an exploding cigar. 


If, prior to these official revelations, a College St. lawyer had announced that the CIA was using exploding cigars 
and the Mounties were burning barns, he would have been dismissed as a loon.

'Plot' to murder judge may never have existed --- Conspiracy case may be dropped next

Toronto police first learned about the alleged plot to kill a Toronto judge eight months ago from a man in the Don 
jail who claimed to be a U.S. Navy spy. 


Delmart Edward Vreeland, held at the Don on an extradition warrant to the U.S. for fraud charges, told detectives 
that a fellow inmate had confided in him about his plans to also kill two federal drug prosecutors, along with 
several FBI agents who had arrested him for cocaine smuggling. 


Within three weeks, detectives charged Nestor Fonseca with counselling to commit murder. and hyped his arrest 
at a big news conference. It was said later that Chief Julian Fantino was disappointed he couldn't be there to teil 
reporters of the evil scheme that allegedly involved blowing up the judge's car. 


Fonseca's oft-delayed preliminary hearing was supposed to have started months ago with prosecutors laying out 
the case against him so a judge could decide if there was sufficient evidence to commit the 33-year-old Cuban 
native to trial. 


But next Tuesday at a College Park court, a judge will be told instead that the "hit list" case against Fonseca has 
been dropped, according to several sources in the law community. 


By withdrawing the charges against Fonseca, does that mean the Toronto police were taken in by a hoax? VVere 
Toronto detectives duped by a man described by Detroit police as a con artist? And were the lives of the judge. 
the prosecutors and the FBI agents on Fonseca's alleged list never in any real danger? 


Some Toronto police officers, who are well aware of Vreeland's shaky reputation, doubt there was any danger. 


But other detectives say they had no choice but to charge Fonseca after finding a list of law officials at his home, 
presumably the corroborative evidence they needed. 


"if he wasn't charged, the police could be in dereliction of their duty," said one detective. 


But the credibility of the man who was their main witness against Fonseca took a major hit this week when a 
Toronto judge described him as a "petty frauds man with a vivid imaginations 


The comment from Mr. Justice Archie Campbell came in his written judgment in the first round of Vreeland's 
extradition hearing. Vreeland fears that if he is returned to the U.S., he could be tried for treason and face the 
death penalty, according to court documents. 


By his own words, in a sworn court affidavit, Vreeland claims to have been an international spy who knew in 
advance about the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks on the U.S. 


Meanwhile, the Americans want Fonseca extradited for an alleged cocaine conspiracy that police say operated 
between Miami and Toronto. 


Through seven months of legal wrangling. defence lawyer Laurence Cohen and 0 Joel Etienne ۷۵ 
complained about Fonseca being heid in isolation.

Restaurateur Bobby Moore has maintained a 
high profile for years. 


Rich from a series of splashy, theme 
restaurants, he kept a herd of elephants in a 
Macomb Township barn that had an indoor 
pool, stereo and heater. 


But the flamboyant adventurer and 
entrepreneur from Harrison Township was in 
the public eye for a different reason Saturday -- 
an arraignment in St. Clair Shores' 40th District 
Court on four felony charges related to a 
suspicious fire that consumed his restaurant, 
Bobby Moore's Steak House, on Sept. 14. The 
restaurant was insured for $1.2 million. 


Those who knew Moore were shocked. 


"You're joking," said Karla O'Grady, co-owner 
of Pat O'Grady's in Detroit. Karla and Pat 
O'Grady sold Moore the St. Clair Shores 
restaurant in 1979. 


"It's a shame some people will do that to make 
the restaurant business look bad," she said, 
adding that the restaurant had financial 
problems. 


Moore's arrest followed years of investigation 
into what police said were illegal activities that 
helped finance his businesses. 


Moore is charged with racketeering, based on 
alleged dealings in drug activity, said Assistant 
Macomb County Prosecutor Eric Kaiser. 
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Police say restaurateur set fire 


The charge carries a maximum sentence of 20 
years in prison. 


The warrant for Moore's arrest -- issued last 
week -- came after an intensive search for him 
by the FBI and State Police. 


Moore turned himself in Saturday and was 
arraigned before Judge Joseph Oster. He was 
released after posting a $200,000 cash bond. 


Moore also faces felony charges of conspiracy, 
arson and solicitation in connection to the fire 
that destroyed his restaurant. 


Attorney William Bufalino II declined to 
comment on the allegations. Moore could not 
be reached for comment. 


Moore, 46, entered the restaurant business at 
20. He opened his first tavern -- the Keg-A- 
Brew Saloon at Harper and Cadieux in Detroit 
-- with his mother, Marge Moore. 


He has owned four restaurants in the area. He 
opened a fifth -- Race Rock, a monument to 
motor racing -- in Orlando, Fla., last year. Its 
backers include Indy driver Michael Andretti, 
drag racing champion Don Prudhomme and 
NASCAR drivers Richard Petty, Rusty 
Wallace and Jeff Gordon. 


Also arrested and charged last week with 
conspiracy and arson were Delmart Vreeland, 

31, of Rochester; John Boyle, 30, of Taylor 

and Steven Tocco, 34, of Detroit. Vreeland 

also was charged with solicitation. All are free | 
on bond. | 


According to state and local police reports, the 
night manager at Bobby Moore's Steak House 
checked the premises before he left about 2:30 
a.m. Sept. 14. The fire that gutted the restaurant 
broke out at 2:55 a.m. 


Assistant prosecutor Kaiser said a petroleum 
accelerant spread the fire. The first person to 
call police said he saw a car speeding from the 
scene. 
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According to the fire marshal's report, Moore 
blamed the construction along Jefferson for the 


e restaurant's financial troubles and said a former 
associate set the fire -- a claim disputed by 
prosecutors. 


Moore faces a preliminary exam on the charges 
in mid-January.

Many of us have heard David Corn (The Nation) and Norman Solomon (FAIR) rebuke the 
Delmart "Mike" Vreeland story before it has hit the scene.

"My article discounted their claims. But, I discovered, the two men had a loyal--and vocal-- 
following. They were being booked on Pacifica stations. Ruppert was selling a video and giving 
speeches around the world. (In February, he filled a theater in Sacramento.) I decided to take a 
second—and deeper—look at the pair and key pieces of the 9/11 conspiracy movement. " 


Norman Solomon of Fairness and Accuracy in Reporting (FAIR) is also part of this conspiracy 
theory. In his piece "Media and the Hazards of Political Faith," he dismisses Vreeland's warning 
note because it names 9-11 targets that were not destroyed, such as in Chicago, Ottawa, and 
Toronto. What Norman Solomon seemed to have missed is that the BBC on Oct 14, 2001, reported 
that "Air Canada says that one of its airliners that was due to fly from Toronto to New York on 11 
September was subsequently found to have knives concealed on board." CNN articles dated 
September 23, 2001, show more boxcutters planted on planes in areas mentioned in Vreeland's 
note. It seems Normon, like David Corn, wanted to dismiss the whole idea without even doing 
research. What are these supposed "media guardians" so afraid of? Normon states in his article 
not to trust corporate media, but it seems you should only trust FAIR. "But those who, with good 
reason, refuse to trust the corporate media are scarcely better off when they lower their standards 
to buy into dubious claims from alternative sources." But, Normon, maybe an informed citizenry 
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should trust their own judement?

Delmart "Mike" Vreeland wants to meet me in the parking lot of the 
Loblaw grocery store on Lake Shore Drive in Toronto. I arrive as a silver 
Lincoln circles the parking garage. I park and the car silently glides to 
me. The passenger door opens. Vreeland is sitting in back, hair cropped 
short into a Caesar cut, wearing a tight black ribbed t-shirt and black 
parachute pants. He looks like Eminem. He leans forward and says, ` 
"Lock your car. Get in." | 


As a black storm builds out in the harbor, we head to a big tourist 
restaurant on the waterfront called "Docks." Vreeland buys us two beers 
each, we drink and talk. He wonders aloud if anyone is tailing us. | 
Suddenly everyone around me is middle-aged, dressed inconspicuously 
and wearing sunglasses. The storm breaks and we run inside. The 
middie-aged men follow us in, still wearing their sunglasses. 


That night the limo takes me, Vreeland, a 17-year-old boy he calls his 
son, and the "son"'s best friend up north to a resort lodge. Vreeland 
feels safer there. He says he's buying a condo for $600,000, in one lump 
sum to be wired over. From where? He won't say. Does it have to do 
with his work with former U.S. Treasury operatives, people who claim to 
be attempting to recover over $27.6 trillion lost in 1993 when a secret 
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Israeli/Palestinian peace deal went awry? (Yes, that's right, $27.6 
trillion) Perhaps . . . or perhaps it's just another Vreelandism: a wild 
story that dissolves in the waters of scrutiny. 


This story begins in December, 2000, when Vreeland, an American 
citizen, was arrested in Toronto and charged by Canadian authorities 
with fraud, obstructing a peace officer and making a death threat 
(really, the last one he says was for cursing his betrayers while being 
arrested). The Canadian charges were soon dropped to speed his 
extradition back to the U.S., where he was wanted in numerous states 
on charges that include identity and financial fraud, forgery, and battery 
to an officer. 


Despite his impressive litany of warrants and heavily tattooed body, 
Vreeland was no ordinary jailbird. He told Canadian authorities he was a 
spy for the Office of Naval Intelligence, one of the oldest and most 
powerful intelligence arms of the U.S. government. He also claimed if he 
was extradited to the U.S. he would be killed. Why? Vreeland claimed to 
have some very sensitive information. 


While in prison, during the summer of 2001, Vreeland says he 
repeatedly attempted to warn the world about imminent terrorist 
attacks. Vreeland's then attorney Rocco Galati, (a respected former 
Canadian prosecutor known for his support of progressive causes) made 
what he called "head-bashing attempts"(1) to have Vreeland put in 
touch with the proper authorities, to pass on "vital information about 
national security" (2) to the governments of Canada and the U.S. 


Sometime around August 11 or 12, Vreeland wrote a set of notes. They 
listed a number of potential terrorist targets including the Sears Towers, 
World Trade Center, White House, and Pentagon. The notes also 
included the phrase, "Let one happen. Stop the rest!!!" [see the notes 
here] He sealed them in an envelope and handed them to his Canadian 
jailers. His lawyers, Galati and Paul Slansky, another well-known former 
Canadian prosecutor, introduced the documents into court that October, 
arguing that Vreeland's life would be in danger if he was sent back to 
the U.S. The lawyers were harassed with dead cats hung on their 
porches, and smashed car windows. Galati has since bowed out of the 
case. 


News of Vreeland's case spread quickly when alternative 9/11 journalist 
Mike Ruppert began sending back dramatic dispatches from the 
courtroom in Toronto. Ruppert called Vreeland a "White Knight Talking 
Backwards," in articles published on his site, copvcia.com, and here on 
GNN.tv. To Ruppert, Vreeiand's story, combined with his lawyers’ 
testimony, proved that elements within the U.S. government knew 9/11 
was coming and did nothing to stop it. 


The story became something of an Internet phenomenon, with 
thousands of readers around the world tracking every dramatic twist and 
turn. But just as Vreeland's star began to rise, it came crashing down.

The Nation's Washington correspondent David Corn published an article "0ء"‎ 0 ٤ 


entitled “The 9/11 X-Files." The article lumped Georgia Congresswoman 
Cynthia McKinney, the French book that claimed a plane didn’t hit the 
Pentagon, and Vreeland supporter Ruppert into the same ‘kook’ 
category. Corn claimed their ‘misguided’ efforts to look for a conspiracy 
at the top distracted the public from the more important work of 
analyzing the Bush Administration’s real political misdeeds. Corn wrote 
Vreeland, “was no spy, he was a flim-flammer,” and characterized 
Ruppert as little more than a web surfer with a vivid imagination: 
“Ruppert is no journalist.” Ruppert fired back, and hundreds of his 
Supporters wrote Corn and The Nation in protest. Corn’s response was to 
intensify his attack, publishing "To Protect And To Spin," a scathing 
profile of Ruppert fuil of personal details: romantic affairs gone awry 
among other nadirs. 


Vreeland's most vocal critics could be found on Toronto's alternative 
radio station CKLN. DJs Ron Aninich and Greg Duffei interviewed 
numerous people associated with Vreeland, including alleged victims of 
his scams, and the man himself, in the end, concluding he was little 
more than a common criminal. They also built an exhaustive Vreeland 
web site listing interviews, articles and every court document they could 
find on his case. They even composed a Negativland-esque, anti- 
Vreeland reworking of the disco hit "In the Navy." Partly in response to 
what he felt were brutal attacks from CKLN, in the spring of 2002, 
Vreeland developed his own site, www.ltvreeland.com. He posted 
information about his case, court documents and records of financial 
transactions involving a former Reagan White House secret operative 
named Leo Wanta (more on him later). The site is about as organized as 
a shotgun blast and did little to help his cause. 


Then, on May 21, 2002, the plot thickened. A devoted, lifelong-career 
FBI agent from Minnesota named Coleen Rowley publicly accused FBI 
director Robert Mueller of hampering crucial investigations into alleged 
9/11 conspirators, charging there was a "delicate and subtie 
shading/skewing of facts by you [Mueller] and others at the highest 
levels of FBI management." In July, Arizona-based FBI Special Agent 
Ken Williams wrote the now-famous Phoenix Memo accusing the FBI of 
ignoring a call to investigate potential terrorists training at flight schools. 
In the international press, German, Russian and Israeli intelligence were 
quoted as claiming they had warned the White House that an attack was 
imminent. More recently, many famity members of 9/11 victims have 
joined the call for answers. Kristin Breitweiser lost her husband Ronald 
in the World Trade Center. She told Phil Donahue on MSNBC recently, 
"At this time of year, everyone is asking us ... what can we do to | 
memorialize, what can we do to memorialize. And you know what? An 
independent investigation. Let’s make sure our husbands, our loved 
ones did not die in vain." 


On September 18, Eleanor Hill, the staff director of a congressional 
intelligence inquiry into 9/11, testified that there were no less than 
twelve separate warnings about terrorists hijacking planes in the past 
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five years, including, contrary to the Bush Administration's previous 
statements, one that specifically involved crashing a ptane into the 
World Trade Center. 


As serious doubts about Bush's official story become more accepted, 
maybe the idea of an American intelligence officer having foreknowledge 


of 9-11 is not so far-fetched. Could Delmart Vreeland, extensive criminal 


record and ail, be the one U.S. intelligence operative who blew the 
whistle before the 9/11 tragedy? Or is his story just the Robert Ludlum 
fantasies of a low-life military con man, as so many have concluded?

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Red Mercury And The Strange 


Case Of Delmart Vreeland

Last week this column discussed the testimony of a self-described U.S. 
Naval intelligence officer who was recently granted asylum by Canada. 
According to documents and testimony entered into evidence during his 
trial, Delmart Edward Vreeland predicted a major terrorist strike against the 
World Trade Center, naming Osama bin Laden as the perpetrator a full 
month before the Sept. 11 attacks. Vreeland also told journalists last 
October that the death of a Canadian Embassy official in Moscow, Marc 
Bastien, was not due to natural causes as initially reported in the Canadian 
press. Adding weight to Vreeland's credibility, on Jan. 21, 2002, the 
Toronto Star reported the findings of the Quebec coroner that Bastien died 
"after drinking a mixture of alcohol and clopazine." 


Last week I interviewed Vreeland, who claims to possess official Russian 
documents stolen from Moscow that link the Kremlin to the Sept. 11 
terrorist assault and to a planned Iraqi nuclear attack against U.S. cities 
using Russian red mercury fusion devices. After demonstrating an uncanny 
knowledge of events in Moscow and elsewhere, I felt that Vreeland's story 
warranted closer scrutiny. Is he a deranged kook seeking publicity? Is red 
mercury a hoax? 


Last Saturday I spoke with Sam Cohen, a U.S. nuclear weapons expert 
credited with inventing the neutron bomb. I asked Cohen how he would 
answer critics who ridicule the idea of red mercury fusion. According to 
Cohen, "These people don't understand the laws of physics." He further 
stated that red mercury "is a compound with tremendous energy density." In 
all likelihood, Russia has successfully fabricated this compound using "ultra 
high pressure technology," Cohen explained. "You knock all these electrons 
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out so it's not the same atom. It pulls a lot more energy per gram than any 
other explosive that I've ever heard of." 


Its explosive power is so great that red mercury can trigger a fusion 
reaction. "The Atomic Energy Commission denies red mercury," Cohen 
said, "but they lie through their teeth. And they have to." 1 asked Cohen if 
the secret of red mercury could be learned from captured samples. "I'm just 
guessing here," he replied, "but I think it's very difficult to tell [how 1t was 
made] from examining the substance itself." (In other words, Russia might 
export red mercury to terrorist states or groups without fear of giving away 
the secret of 1ts manufacture.) 


I asked Cohen about Vreeland's statement that a two-megaton device could 
be made using red mercury technology. Cohen said, "The answer is it's 
possible, but not advisable." Expressing doubts about the effectiveness of 
U.S. sensors set up to detect nuclear weapons smuggled by terrorists, Cohen 
asked why an enemy power couldn't simply slip a "good old-fashioned 
fission bomb" into the U.S.? "If you wanted to do damage, a dirty bomb ts 
better," he explained. "Using red mercury is best accomplished at low 
yields. Although you could turn it into a [high yield] multiple stage device." 


I asked Cohen how small a two-megaton multi-stage red mercury device 
might be. Cohen replied that a red mercury fusion bomb "could be more 
miniaturized than fusion/fission nuclear warheads. It 1s void of fissile 
material. Due to explosive power per gram it has the potential to be very 
much lighter." He added that, "We've produced [atomic] bombs from 
50,000 pounds to 50 pounds." 


I asked Cohen if a country other than Russia might have red mercury 
technology. "Oh yes," he responded, adding, "I think Iraq did get red 
mercury." According to Cohen's contacts in the nuclear weapons 
community, U.N. inspectors have found evidence of red mercury 
transactions between Iraq and Russia. 


Those who want to dismiss Cohen's testimony do so at their own peril. In 
his Dec. 27 1993 National Review article on red mercury, Cohen stated: "In 
a pure-fusion weapon the weight of the nuclear material required may be as 
low as a thousandth of that required 1n a fission weapon." Cohen also stated 
that red mercury warheads "could be clandestinely tested underground." 


None of this absolutely confirms the testimony of Delmart Edward 
Vreeland regarding a Russian-Iraqi connection to Sept. 11 and future red 
mercury terrorism against U.S. cities. Cohen's expert opinion merely tells us 
that Vreeland's claims are not altogether outlandish. Setting aside the 
question of red mercury, the real test of Vreeland's credibility will come in 
the weeks and months ahead. Adding to the mystery surrounding this story, 
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I received a phone call last week from an official of a national political 

party (U.S.) involved in the Vreeland case. The official in question had 
personally met Vreeland and said there was a nasty bullet wound on the side 
of Vreeland's face, which occurred when the Russian mafia put a gun in 
Vreeland's mouth and pulled the trigger. This official also confirmed that 
Vreeland's military record had been altered and falsified and that Vreeland's 
case was rated as a secret intelligence matter 1n Washington. 


Two things, however, are disturbing about the Vreeland case. In terms of 
media coverage, citizen-reporter Michael C. Ruppert has emerged to 
become Vreeland's leading advocate. But the sinister use to which Ruppert 
puts Vreeland's testimony must be called into question. While Vreeland 
clearly indicated to me that Sept. 11 was a Russian-supported Iraqi-Al 
Qaeda operation, Ruppert's articles argue that Sept. 11 was a U.S. or CIA 
operation. In addition, Ruppert is a person who has been warmly embraced 
by leading figures in Moscow, where he has been invited to speak and 
fraternize. Snuggling up to Vreeland, allegedly dictating Vreeland's choice 
of legal representation in the United States, Ruppert willingly ignores the 
fact that Vreeland's information points to Kremlin foreknowledge and 
connivance in the events of Sept. 11 - not to U.S. connivance. 


There 1s a second point regarding Vreeland's story that must not be set 
aside. It has to do with the possible use of mind control drugs tn relation to 
this case. Vreeland claims that while spying in Moscow, he teamed up with 
Canadian Embassy official Marc Bastien, who was found dead on Dec. 12, 
2000, six days after Vreeland was arrested in Canada. According to 
Canadian officials, the drug found in Bastien's body at the time of death was 
clopazine mixed with alcohol. Clopazine is an anti-psychotic chemical that 
can be used to remedy drug-induced schizophrenia. Those familiar with 
Russia's security services know that psychotropic drugs have been used 
against key witnesses to induce mental illness, confusion, illogical thinking 
and memory loss. In April 1953 CIA director Allen W. Dulles told his 
colleagues that Russia had "developed brain perversion techniques, some of 
which are so subtle and so abhorrent to our way of life that we have recoiled 
from facing up to them." 


Did Bastien and Vreeland successfully penetrate Kremlin security and steal 
classified Russian documents? Were they subsequently caught and drugged 
by the Russian security services in Moscow? Was the clopazine found in 
Bastien's body by the Quebec coroner part of a failed attempt by Canadian 
officials to reverse the effects of brain poisoning by an unknown Russian 
psychotropic agent? Furthermore, if Bastien was poisoned with a mind- 
altering drug (to induce schizophrenia), was Vreeland similarly poisoned in 
the first week of December 2000? 


Given that a Moscow-friendly muckraker like Mike Ruppert has snuggled 
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up to Vreeland, we should not be surprised if Vreeland's secrets are twisted 
to signify the opposite of what they in fact indicate. We should also fear for 
Vreeland's safety and his sanity given the known methods of the Russian 
security services and associated mafia organizations. I have already learned 
of more than one attempt on Vreeland's life. Now that his name has 
appeared in the newspapers, now that a political organization m the U.S. 1s 
prepared to take up his cause, wouldn't it be logical to discredit him via 
drug-induced schizophrenia? 


According to an article 
http://www.thefinalphase.com/DouglassBehavior.htm by national security 
expert Joseph D. Douglass, Jr., with the title "Influencing Behavior and 
Mental Processes in Covert Operations," Russia has freely used mind 
control drugs against Western targets in the past. Douglass says that the 
one-time Chief of Staff to the Czech Minister of Defense, defector Jan 
Sejna, "knew of over a dozen families of mind control drugs that were 
actually being used against diplomats, banking and business executives, 
religious leaders, politicians, political leaders, military units, academicians, 
and even Presidents and Prime Ministers." 


Sejna said that mind-altering drugs were used against the clergy in 
communist Czechoslovakia during the 1960s. "After two years," noted 
Sejna, "there were no more reactionary clerics in Czechoslovakia." By 
inducing suicide, insanity or collaboration (1.e., with "friendship drugs") the 
anti-communist clergy ceased to make trouble for the regime. In this 
context, Douglass wrote of "pills used to drive the target insane," and that is 
exactly the sort of treatment the Russians might reserve for a cornered U.S. 
spy with vital information about Kremlin involvement in Sept. 1]. 


Where does that leave us with regard to the Vreeland case? 


It leaves us in the "wilderness of mirrors." In this wilderness, facts can be 
spun in a variety of ways. My research indicates that America's enemies are 
plotting her downfall, and they are quite capable and serious in their 
endeavor. Whatever the truth about Delmart Edward Vreeland, his story 
suggests that a great game is being played in secret and he is the victim of 
this game.

That night the limo takes me, Vreeland, a 17-year-old boy he calls 
his son, and the "son"'s best friend up north to a resort lodge. 
Vreeland feels safer there. He says he's buying a condo for 
$600,000, in one lump sum to be wired over. From where? He 
won't say. Does it have to do with his work with former U.S. 
Treasury operatives, people who claim to be attempting to recover 
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over $27.6 trillion lost in 1993 when a secret Israeli/Palestinian 
peace deal went awry? (Yes, that's right, $27.6 trillion) Perhaps . . 
. or perhaps it's just another Vreelandism: a wild story that 
dissolves in the waters of scrutiny. 


Vreeland was no ordinary jailbird. He told 
Canadian authorities he was a spy for the 
Office of Naval Intelligence. 


This story begins in December, 2000, when Vreeland, an American 
citizen, was arrested in Toronto and charged by Canadian 
authorities with fraud, obstructing a peace officer and making a 
death threat (really, the last one he says was for cursing his 
betrayers while being arrested). The Canadian charges were scon 
dropped to speed his extradition back to the U.S., where he was 
wanted in numerous states on charges that include identity and 
financial fraud, forgery, and battery to an officer. 


Despite his impressive litany of warrants and heavily tattooed 
body, Vreeland was no ordinary jailbird. He told Canadian 
authorities he was a spy for the Office of Naval Intelligence, one of 
the oldest and most powerful intelligence arms of the U.S. 
government. He also claimed if he was extradited to the U.S. he 
would be killed. Why? Vreeland claimed to have some very 
sensitive information. 


While in prison, during the summer of 2001, Vreeland says he 
repeatedly attempted to warn the world about imminent terrorist 
attacks. Vreeland’s then attorney Rocco Galati, (a respected 
former Canadian prosecutor known for his support of progressive 
causes) made what he called "head-bashing attempts"(1) to have 
Vreeland put in touch with the proper authorities, to pass on "vital 
information about national security"(2) to the governments of 
Canada and the U.S. 


The notes listed a number of potential 
terrorist targets including the Sears Towers, 
World Trade Center, White House, and 
Pentagon; as well as the phrase, "Let one 
happen. Stop the rest!!!" 


Sometime around August 11 or 12, Vreeland wrote a set of notes. 
They listed a number of potential terrorist targets including the 
Sears Towers, World Trade Center, White House, and Pentagon. 
[he notes also included the phrase, "Let one happen. Stop the 
rest!!!" [see the notes here] He sealed them in an envelope and 
handed them to his Canadian jailers. His lawyers, Galati and Paul 
Slansky, another well-known former Canadian prosecutor, 
introduced the documents into court that October, arguing that 
Vreeland's life wouid be in danger if he was sent back to the U.S. 
The lawyers were harassed with dead cats hung on their porches, 
and smashed car windows. Galati has since bowed out of the case. 
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News of Vreeland's case spread quickly when alternative 9/11 
journalist Mike Ruppert began sending back dramatic dispatches 
from the courtroom in Toronto. Ruppert called Vreeland a “White 
Knight Talking Backwards," in articles published on his site, 
COpvcia.com, and here on GNN.tv. To Ruppert, Vreeland's story, 
combined with his lawyers’ testimony, proved that elements 
within the U.S. government knew 9/11 was coming and did 
nothing to stop it. 


The story became something of an Internet phenomenon, with 
thousands of readers around the worid tracking every dramatic 
twist and turn. But just as Vreeland's star began to rise, it came 
crashing down. His long, colorful list of outstanding warrants in 
the U.S, was released to the public and the international man of 
mystery was quickly dismissed as a two-bit con man who had 
concocted an elaborate yarn to avoid prosecution. Canadian 
authorities dropped their charges against Vreeland on March 14, 
2002, and he was paroled to house arrest to await an extradition 
hearing. 


The Nation's Corn wrote Vreeland, "was no 
spy, he was a flim-flammer," and 
characterized Ruppert as little more than a 
web surfer with a vivid imagination. 


His case might have slipped off the radar completely, but on 
March 30, The Nation's Washington correspondent David Corn 
published an article entitled "The 9/11 X-Files." The article lumped 
Georgia Congresswoman Cynthia McKinney, the French book that 
claimed a plane didn't hit the Pentagon, and Vreeland supporter 
Ruppert into the same 'kook' category. Corn claimed their 
‘misguided’ efforts to look for a conspiracy at the top distracted 
the public from the more important work of analyzing the Bush 
Administration's real political misdeeds. Corn wrote Vreeland, 
"was no spy, he was a flim-flammer," and characterized Ruppert 
as littie more than a web surfer with a vivid imagination: "Ruppert 
is no journalist," Ruppert fired back, and hundreds of his 
suPporters wrote Corn and The Nation in protest. Corn's response 
was to intensify his attack, publishing "To Protect And To 5pin," a 
scathing profite of Ruppert full of personal details: romantic affairs 
gone awry among other nadirs. 


Vreeland's most vocal critics could be found on Toronto's 
alternative radio station CKLN. DJs Ron Anicich and Greg Duffel 
interviewed numerous people associated with Vreeland, including 
alleged victims of his scams, and the man himself, in the end, 
concluding he was little more than a common criminal. They also 
built an exhaustive Vreeland web site listing interviews, articles 
and every court document they could find on his case. They even 
composed a Negativland-esque, anti-Vreeland reworking of the 
disco hit "In the Navy." Partly in response to what he feit were 
brutal attacks from CKLN, in the spring of 2002, Vreeland 
developed his own site, www.itvreeland.com. He posted 
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information about his case, court documents and records of 
financial transactions involving a former Reagan White House 
secret operative named Leo Wanta (more on him later). The site is 
about as organized as a shotgun blast and did little to help his 
cause. 


Then, on May 21, 2002, the plot thickened. A devoted, lifelong- 
career FBI agent from Minnesota named Coleen Rowley publicly 
accused FBI director Robert Mueller of hampering crucial 
investigations into alleged 9/11 conspirators, charging there was a 
“delicate and subtle shading/skewing of facts by you [Mueller] and 
others at the highest levels of FBI management." In July, Arizona- 
based FBI Special Agent Ken Williams wrote the now-famous 
Phoenix Memo accusing the FBI of ignoring a call to investigate 
potential terrorists training at flight schools. In the international 
press, German, Russian and Israeli intelligence were quoted as 
claiming they had warned the White House that an attack was 
imminent. More recently, many family members of 9/11 victims 
have joined the call for answers. Kristin Breitweiser lost her 
husband Ronald in the World Trade Center. She told Phil Donahue 
on MSNBC recently, "At this time of year, everyone is asking us ... 
what can we do to memorialize, what can we do to memorialize. 
And you know what? An independent investigation. Let's make 
sure our husbands, our loved ones did not die in vain." 


Could Vreeland be the one U.S. intelligence 
operative who blew the whistle before the 
9/11 tragedy? Or is his story just the Robert 
Ludlum fantasies of a low-life military con 
man? 


On September 18, Eleanor Hill, the staff director of a 
congressional intelligence inquiry into 9/11, testified that there

accepted, maybe the idea of an American intelligence officer 
having foreknowledge of 9-11 is not so far-fetched.

tragedy? Or is his story just the Robert Ludlum fantasies of a low-

It is a bizarre tale, part Bourne Identity, part Miami Vice, and part 
Jerry Springer, in which facts, disinformation, and delusion all 
seem to intersect in the dark underbelly of black ops, geopolitics 
and family dysfunction. The story includes alleged ties to the late- 
White House lawyer Vince Foster, pardoned arms dealer Marc 
Rich, a mysterious international financier who calls himself 
"Reagan's junkyard dog," a restaurateur accused of smuggling 
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Cocaine inside live elephants, the Iraqis, a shady Russian tycoon, 
and Vreeland's country-western musician half-brother, who has a 
seemingly inexhaustible vendetta to see Vreeland sent to prison. 


In the end, this six-month investigation for GNN confirmed what 
many already know: Delmart Vreeland jis a liar and an 
accomplished con man, adept at spinning tales, and manipulating 
allegiances to further his own goals. In other words, he is the 
perfect candidate for work in U.S. intelligence.

BACKGROUND:

Red Mercury And The Strange Case Of Delmart Vreeland

Last week this column discussed the testimony of a self- 
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described U.S. Naval intelligence officer who was recently 
granted asylum by Canada. According to documents and 
testimony entered into evidence during his trial, Delmart Edward 
Vreeland predicted a major terrorist strike against the World 
Trade Center, naming Osama bin Laden as the perpetrator a full 
month before the Sept. 11 attacks. Vreeland also told journalists 
last October that the death of a Canadian Embassy official in 
Moscow, Marc Bastien, was not due to natural causes as initially 
reported in the Canadian press. Adding weight to Vreeland's 
credibility, on Jan. 21, 2002, the Toronto Star reported the 
findings of the Quebec coroner that Bastien died "after drinking a 
mixture of alcohol and clopazine." 


Last week I interviewed Vreeland, who claims to possess official 
Russian documents stolen from Moscow that link the Kremlin to 
the Sept. 11 terrorist assault and to a planned Iraqi nuclear 
attack against U.S. cities using Russian red mercury fusion 
devices. After demonstrating an uncanny knowledge of events in 
Moscow and elsewhere, I felt that Vreeland's story warranted 
closer scrutiny. Is he a deranged kook seeking publicity? Is red 
mercury a hoax? 


Last Saturday I spoke with Sam Cohen, a U.S. nuclear weapons 
expert credited with inventing the neutron bomb. 1 asked Cohen 
how he would answer critics who ridicule the idea of red mercury 
fusion. According to Cohen, "These people don't understand the 
laws of physics." He further stated that red mercury "is a 
compound with tremendous energy density." In all likelihood, 
Russia has successfully fabricated this compound using "ultra 
high pressure technology," Cohen explained. "You knock all 
these electrons out so it's not the same atom. It pulls a lot more 
energy per gram than any other explosive that I've ever heard 
of." 


Its explosive power is so great that red mercury can trigger a 
fusion reaction. "The Atomic Energy Commission denies red 
mercury," Cohen said, "but they lie through their teeth. And they 
have to." I asked Cohen if the secret of red mercury could be 
learned from captured samples. "I'm just guessing here," he 
replied, "but I think it's very difficult to tell [how it was made] 
from examining the substance itself." (In other words, Russia 
might export red mercury to terrorist states or groups without 
fear of giving away the secret of its manufacture.) | 

| 
I asked Cohen about Vreeland's statement that a two-megaton 
device could be made using red mercury technology. Cohen said, 
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"The answer is it's possible, but not advisable." Expressing 
doubts about the effectiveness of U.S. sensors set up to detect 
nuclear weapons smuggled by terrorists, Cohen asked why an 
enemy power couldn't simply slip a "good old-fashioned fission 
bomb" into the U.S.? “If you wanted to do damage, a dirty bomb 
is better," he explained. "Using red mercury is best accomplished 
at low yields. Although you could turn it into a [high yield] 
multiple stage device." 


I asked Cohen how small a two-megaton multi-stage red 
mercury device might be. Cohen replied that a red mercury 
fusion bomb “could be more miniaturized than fusion/ fission 
nuclear warheads. It is void of fissile material. Due to explosive 
power per gram it has the potential to be very much lighter." He 
added that, “We've produced [atomic] bombs from 50,000 
pounds to 50 pounds." 


I asked Cohen if a country other than Russia might have red 
mercury technology. "Oh yes," he responded, adding, "I think 
Iraq did get red mercury." According to Cohen's contacts in the 
nuclear weapons community, U.N. inspectors have found 
evidence of red mercury transactions between Iraq and Russia. 


Those who want to dismiss Cohen's testimony do so at their own 
peril. In his Dec. 27 1993 National Review article on red mercury, 
Cohen stated: "In a pure-fusion weapon the weight of the 
nuclear material required may be as low as a thousandth of that 
required in a fission weapon." Cohen also stated that red 
mercury warheads "could be clandestinely tested underground." 


None of this absolutely confirms the testimony of Delmart 
Edward Vreeland regarding a Russian-Iraqi connection to Sept. 
11 and future red mercury terrorism against U.S. cities. Cohen's 
expert opinion merely tells us that Vreeland's claims are not 
altogether outlandish. Setting aside the question of red mercury, 
the real test of Vreeland's credibility will come in the weeks and 
months ahead. Adding to the mystery surrounding this story, I 
received a phone call last week from an official of a national 
political party (U.S.) involved in the Vreeland case. The official in 
question had personally met Vreeland and said there was a nasty 
bullet wound on the side of Vreeland's face, which occurred 
when the Russian mafia put a gun in Vreeland's mouth and 
pulled the trigger. This official also confirmed that Vreeland's 
military record had been altered and falsified and that Vreeland's 
case was rated as a secret intelligence matter in Washington. 
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Two things, however, are disturbing about the Vreeland case. In 
terms of media coverage, citizen-reporter Michael C. Ruppert has 

ゅ の emerged to become Vreeland's leading advocate. But the sinister 
use to which Ruppert puts Vreeland's testimony must be called 
into question. While Vreeland clearly indicated to me that Sept. 
11 was a Russian-supported Iraqi-Al Qaeda operation, Ruppert's 
articles argue that Sept. 11 was a U.S. or CIA operation. In 
addition, Ruppert is a person who has been warmly embraced by 
leading figures in Moscow, where he has been invited to speak 
and fraternize. Snuggling up to Vreeland, allegedly dictating 
Vreeland's choice of legal representation in the United States, 
Ruppert willingly ignores the fact that Vreeland's information 
points to Kremlin foreknowledge and connivance in the events of 
Sept. 11 - not to U.S. connivance. 


There is a second point regarding Vreeland's story that must not 
be set aside. It has to do with the possible use of mind control 
drugs in relation to this case. Vreeland claims that while spying 
in Moscow, he teamed up with Canadian Embassy official Marc 
Bastien, who was found dead on Dec. 12, 2000, six days after 
Vreeland was arrested in Canada. According to Canadian officials, 
the drug found in Bastien's body at the time of death was 
clopazine mixed with alcohol. Clopazine is an anti-psychotic 

p chemical that can be used to remedy drug-induced 
schizophrenia. Those familiar with Russia's security services 
know that psychotropic drugs have been used against key 
witnesses to induce mental illness, confusion, illogical thinking 
and memory loss. In April 1953 CIA director Allen W. Dulles told 
his colleagues that Russia had "developed brain perversion 
techniques, some of which are so subtie and so abhorrent to our 
way of life that we have recoiled from facing up to them." 


Did Bastien and Vreeland successfully penetrate Kremlin security 
and steal classified Russian documents? Were they subsequently 
caught and drugged by the Russian security services in Moscow? 
Was the clopazine found in Bastien's body by the Quebec coroner 
part of a failed attempt by Canadian officials to reverse the 
effects of brain poisoning by an unknown Russian psychotropic 
agent? Furthermore, if Bastien was poisoned with a mind- 
altering drug (to induce schizophrenia), was Vreeland similarly 
poisoned in the first week of December 2000? 


Given that a Moscow-friendly muckraker like Mike Ruppert has 
snuggied up to Vreeland, we should not be surprised if 
o Vreeland's secrets are twisted to signify the opposite of what 
: they in fact indicate. We should also fear for Vreeland's safety 
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and his sanity given the known methods of the Russian security 
services and associated mafia organizations. I have already 

e learned of more than one attempt on Vreeland's life. Now that 
his name has appeared in the newspapers, now that a political 
organization in the U.S. is prepared to take up his cause, 
wouldn't it be logical to discredit him via drug-induced 
schizophrenia? 


According to an article 

national security expert Joseph D. Douglass, Jr., with the title 
"Influencing Behavior and Mental Processes in Covert 
Operations," Russia has freely used mind control drugs against 
Western targets in the past. Douglass says that the one-time 
Chief of Staff to the Czech Minister of Defense, defector Jan 
Sejna, "knew of over a dozen families of mind control drugs that 
were actually being used against diplomats, banking and 
business executives, religious leaders, politicians, political 
leaders, military units, academicians, and even Presidents and 
Prime Ministers." 


Sejna said that mind-altering drugs were used against the clergy 
in communist Czechoslovakia during the 1960s. "After two 

© years," noted Sejna, "there were no more reactionary clerics in 
Czechoslovakia." By inducing suicide, insanity or collaboration 
(i.e., with "friendship drugs") the anti-communist clergy ceased 
to make trouble for the regime. In this context, Douglass wrote 
of "pills used to drive the target insane," and that is exactly the 
sort of treatment the Russians might reserve for a cornered U.S. 
spy with vital information about Kremlin involvement in Sept. 11. 


Where does that leave us with regard to the Vreeland case? 


It leaves us in the "wilderness of mirrors." In this wilderness, 
facts can be spun in a variety of ways. My research indicates that 
America's enemies are plotting her downfall, and they are quite 
capable and serious in their endeavor. Whatever the truth about 
Delmart Edward Vreeland, his story suggests that a great game 
is being played in secret and he is the victim of this game.

The man who knew too much about 9-11

On August ۱1, exactly one month before the World Trade Center attack, a US 
Navy sailor sitting in a Canadian jail handed his jailers a sealed envelope. Inside 
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that envelope was a list of targets — including the Pentagon and the World Trade 
Center — and the cryptic notation: “Let one happen - stop the rest!!!” The 
envelope was opened September 14, setting off alarms throughout the US and 
Canada, and is now an official court document in a very strange trial. 


Other named targets include: The White House, Sears Tower in Chicago, World 
Bank, Canadian Parliament in Ottawa and the Royal Bank in Toronto — and the 
notation “They will paint me crazy and call me a liar." The handwritten notes 
contain several other items, the nature of which is unknown. 


He had tried repeatedly to tell his Jailers the World Trade Center would soon be 
destroyed, but they wouldn't listen, he said, forcing him to resort to putting the 
warning in writing inside a sealed envelope, placed in the jailer’s custody. 


Delmart “Mike” Vreeland has been sitting in a Canadian jail since December 6, 
2000 on “credit card fraud” charges stemming from the use of his own credit 
card. No other information on these particular charges, filed in Michigan, are 
available “because it 1s an ongoing criminal matter." He 15 fighting extradition to 
Michigan because he says he will be killed for his advance knowledge of the 
World Trade Center attack. Two Canadian prosecutors, Rocco Galati and Paul 
Slansky, agree and have agreed to argue his case in a Toronto courtroom In an 
attempt to get him into a Canadian witness protection program. 


But who is Mike Vreeland and why is he important? He claims to be a US Naval 
lieutenant assigned to the Office of Naval Intelligence, and recently assigned to 
travel to Moscow to review and retrieve highly technical and classified 
documents pertaining to Russian and Chinese efforts to counter the US “Star 
Wars” system. 


Other sources claim Vreeland’s Moscow intelligence assignment was more likely 
related to drug smuggling, given his background as an informant against 
organized crime, and the ONI’s history of organized crime alliances going back 
to “Lucky Luciano and Vito Genovese in WW II. Vreeland won't discuss 
specifics and, according to Galati, “We don’t need to know and we don’t want to 
know the secret details. They’re not necessary for us to do the job of keeping our 
client alive and in Canada. He faces a special danger in the US because he has 
also been an informant against an organized crime family in Michigan where the 
criminal charges originate. The most he is facing there is two years, but we 
believe he might not live for two days in that system.” 


Both attorneys say they themselves have received death threats, harassment and 
vandalism since taking the case, reporting their car windows have been smashed 


out and dead cats hung on their porches in the night. 


The US government, through the Crown Solicitors in Toronto, claim Vreeland's 
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whole story is “nonsense.” Vreeland was never more than a loser who couldn't 
even make it in the Navy more than a few months. He was discharged shortly 

e after he enlisted in 1986 and never had anything to do with Naval intelligence. To 
"prove" it, they produced a 1,200 page personnel file. 


“How 1s it,” Galati asks, “that the Navy says he was only in the service a few 
months and then sends us a 1200-page personnel file? Some of the entries were 
obvious forgeries or alterations and the sanitizing of his records was done so 
hurriedly that some dates of medical exams in the 1990s were left intact." 


In a dramatic Perry Mason-type ploy on January 10, 2002, attorney Slansky 
obtained the court's permission to call the Pentagon from open court, as everyone 
listened on a speakerphone. In front of six witnesses in the courtroom, Slansky 
dialed directory assistance and got a number for the Pentagon switchboard. 
Calling that number, he asked the Department of Defense operator to locate the 
office of Lt. Delmart Vreeland. Just moments later, the operator confirmed 
Vreeland's posting, his rank as Lieutenant O-3, his room number and provided 
his direct-dial number. 


The judge and prosecutors were stunned into momentary silence. Then, the 
prosecution after some hesitation, resumed its case as Vreeland sat shackled in 
the corner, closely flanked by two guards. 


"Why," asked the Crown Solicitor, *would the US choose, in a case involving 
some of the most highly technical intelligence, a random seaman with training in 
the tool and die field?" He then argued that Vreeland, who had been in jail 
without access to a computer since December 6, 200, had somehow cracked the 
Pentagon's personnel records and inserted his name, an office number, and 
telephone extension into the Pentagon database, thus “setting up" the results of 
the dramatic in-court phone call. 


The Crown Solicitor then argued that Vreeland, who had certain papers in his 
possession at the time of his arrest, had memorized Russian and Albanian 
documents and translated them from memory, thus coming up with the 
mysterious contents of the sealed envelope. Vreeland does not speak Russian or 
Albanian, the court noted, and asked the Crown Solicitor to restate his point. Her 
then argued that Vreeland had an unnamed colleague go to an unspecified web 
site, print Russian and Albanian documents for him, then use foreign language 
dictionaries to translate them. 


The existence of Russian and Albanian documents raises a particular red flag in 

this case because of the close ties of both US-NATO intelligence and Osama bin 
© Laden to the Albanian-based Kosovo Liberation Army (KLA). 

Vreeland’s extradition could take years, if he lives that long. His apparent 
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Meanwhile, US Congresswoman Cynthia McKinney (D-Ga.) has called for a full 

investigation into events before, during and after the World Trade Center 

bombing, adding that “persons close to this administration are poised to make 
e huge profits off America's new war." 


“We know there were numerous warnings of the events to come on Sept. llth... 
What did this administration know and when did tt know it, about the events of 
September 11th? Who else knew, and why did they not warn the innocent people 
of New York who were needlessly murdered? What do they have to hide?" she 
said 1۳ a recent radio interview. 


Bush spokesman Scott McLellan dismissed her comments, saying "The 
American people know the facts, and they dismiss such ludicrous, baseless 
views. The fact that she questions the president's legitimacy shows a partisan 
mind-set beyond all reason." 


Chris Ullman, spokesman for the Carlyle Group, a secretive but huge defense 
contractor, asked, “Did she say these things while standing on a grassy knoll in 
Roswell, New Mexico?” George Bush, Sr. works for the Carlyle Group and has 
heavy investments in its Middle East and Caspian Sea oil projects. 


Other Congressmen have quietly raised their own questions, but not publicly. 
“Pve heard a number of people say it,” said Rep.. Melvin Watt (D-NC). A 
e Republican colleague and friend of McKinney's, Jack Kingston (R-Ga.), said, 
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strategy seems to be similar to a standard approach taken in dozens of similar 
cases involving allegations of covert operations — to not reveal any classified 

© information to his lawyers or the press, in the hope that that silence will provide 
him with some support from the clandestine services. 


Michael C. Ruppert, a former Los Angeles police officer following the case, 
writes: : 


Mike Vreeland is one man who, in a rational world, could totally expose the 
complicity of the US government in the attacks of September 11th. No one has 
disputed what he wrote and stuffed into that envelope. In a rational world, that 
would be themost pressing and public inquiry of all. The two questions remaining 
are whether Vreeland will live and whether or not he will ever tell what he 
knows. That may be a mutually exclusive proposition." (Michael C. Ruppert and

TORONTO/LOS ANGELES (FTW) - Less than two hours ago, a man 
who claims to be a US Naval officer and who, as acknowledged 
by Canadian authorities, wrote an advance warning of the 
September 11 attacks, was ordered released on bail by Toronto 
Superior Court Justice Hamilton. At the time the judge ordered 
bail, in response to a previously filed bail-request motion filed 
last month by Vreeland, he entered into public record and 
announced in open court the address of a Toronto apartment 
belonging to Vreeland's mother where Vreeland is ordered to 
reside. Curfew hours were set between 7 P.M. and 7 A.M. 


Vreeland's attorney, Paul Slansky was not present when the 
judge rendered his decision. FTW Canadian correspondent Greta 
Knutsen was present in the courtroom and stated that the judge 
was stern with Vreeland and indicted that he did not have much 
faith that Vreeland would successfully complete the terms of bail. 


The judge's opinion may have more than one meaning. 


In 1986, U.S. drug dealer and acknowledged intelligence 
operative Barry Seal was released on bail from federal custody in 
Baton Rouge Louisiana and ordered to reside at a halfway house, 
the address of which was made public. Within days he was 
gunned down in a hail of bullets outside the halfway house by an 
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assassination team, members of which were subsequently linked 
to Iran-Contra figure Oliver North and Colombian and CIA covert 
drug operations. 

FTW is currently attempting to reach either Vreeland, whose 
immediate whereabouts are unknown, or his attorneys.

Monique Richard, Bastien's mother, dismissed the coroner's 
report as guesswork. 


She said she and her husband Gaston Bastien had waited six 
months for the report and were disappointed: "It's full of 
hypotheses, possibilities and undecided elements.

'I don't trust anyone’ (says Marc Bastien) 


Siain foreign affairs worker expressed misgivings about posting

OTTAWA - In the weeks before his mysterious, sudden death, Marc Bastien told a 
close relative he felt he could trust no one. 


"He didn't come out and say it, but I think he was starting to realize something was 
going on," said his uncle Denis Richard. 


Bastien, a 34-year-old Ottawa computer systems specialist working for Foreign Affairs 
at Canada's embassy in Moscow, was found dead in his apartment almost a year ago. 
Russian police and Canadian officials reported that Bastien had died of natural causes 
the morning of Dec. 12, 2000, but the Sun has learned major crime investigators are 
exploring other explanations for the death. 


Richard said his nephew — who was godfather to his ow finn usually kept quiet 
about details of his job, which he says involved dealing with high-security 

@ communications between foreign embassies. But before he departed for Moscow, 
Bastien told his uncle he was briefed by RCMP and told to "watch out for" three men. 
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Bastien did not say who the men were, or whether they were Russian, Canadian or 
o other foreign nationals. | 


In one of his last e-mails, Bastien sounded as if he was having second thoughts about 
his Russia posting, Richard said. 


"He said, 'It's different here, I don't trust anyone,’ " he recalled. 


Richard was also puzzled when an e-mail to Bastien containing a picture of his son and 
his report card grades went unanswered. It was highly unusual, given Bastien's close 
relationship with the boy. 


"The more questions we have, the more confusing it gets," Richard said. 


An official source close to the criminal investigation said police are hunting for a 
woman suspected of drugging Bastien in order to rob him, but relatives insist it would 
be out of character for him to bring a stranger home to his apartment. His parents 
question the robbery motive because all of Bastien's belongings were returned to 
Canada a month agao, including jewelry, a watch and his wallet with cash and credit 
cards intact. 


"I think he was set up," the uncle speculated. "Then it was that he knows too much, 
let's get rid of him." 


0۵ Bastien's unexplained death has also been the subject of speculation by Delmart 
Vreeland, a jailed American who claims to be a former navy military intelligence 
agent. 


He believes Bastien was murdered because he had obtained highly sensitive 
information about terrorist plots — including information about planned attacks on 
the World Trade Center, the Pentagon and other sites, including Ottawa. 


DFAIT has confirmed that two RCMP investigators travelled to Moscow this fall to 
make sure Russian police had conducted a "thorough, professional investigation." 


An official cause of death has never been given to the family by the coroner's office, 
which is awaiting results of the criminal investigation. 


Bastien's family has been told there were traces of clozapine in the body, a medication 
used to treat schizophrenia that can cause drowsiness.

For example, in a phone 
conversation recorded from jail in August-before, Vreeland 
contends, his entire record could be wiped from the system - he 
is clearly told by a petty officer at a US naval base that computer 
files confirm his rank as Lieutenant.

EDITORIAL NOTE: In our original story we indicated that 
the note written by Delmart ?Mike? Vreeland had been sealed in 
court records. We based this on a misreading of Canadian press 
stories. In fact, the warning of the World Trade Center attacks, 
written by Vree land on either August 11th or 12th has been 
introduced into open evidence in Vreeland?s case in Toronto. 
Using court records in our possession, FTW has scanned the 
document and it is avallable for viewing in this story. We 
apologize for the error. Following is a revised story which we feel 
is the best way to present this important information in context.]

Delmart Edward ?Mike? Vreeland, an American citizen whose 
claims to being a US Naval Lieu tenant assigned to the Office of 
Naval Intelligence (ONI) are being increasingly corroborated in 
open court, has been in a Canadian jail since December 6, 2000.

The US wants Vreeland back in the States on a Michigan warrant 
for credit card fraud ? using his own credit card. Vreeland, 
convinced that a return to the US means certain death, wants to 
stay in Canada in a witness protection program. His lawyers 
Rocco Galati and Paul Slansky, two former Canadian prosecutors, 
agree with Vreeland2s assessment. They should. Both have been 
the victims of harassment and threats including dead cats hung 
on porches and car windows smashed out in car burglaries. 


The position of the United States government, as represented by 
Crown Solicitors in Toronto, is that all of this is nonsense. 
Vreeland, says the Navy, was discharged as a Seaman after a few 
months of service for unsatisfactory performance in 198 6. He 
has never had anything to do with intelligence according to 1200 
pages of Navy record s filed in Toronto Superior Court. 


?How is it,? says Galati, ?that the Navy says that he was only in 
the service a few months and then send us a 1200 page 
personnel file? Some of the entries are obvious forgeries or 
alterations and the sanitizing of his records was done so 
hurriedly that some dates of medical exams in the 1990s were 
left intact.? 


In a January 10, 2002 tactic worthy of Perry Mason, with the 
greatest possible risk to his client if it failed, attorney Slansky 
got the judge to agree to let him call the Pentagon from open 
court. Using a speaker phone, in front of at least six witnesses, 
Slansky first dialed directory information and got a number for 
the Pentagon switchboard. Then, calling that number he asked 
the Department of Defen se operator to locate the office of Lt. 
Delmart Vreeland. Within moments the operator had confirmed 
Vreeland?s posting, his rank as a Lieutenant O-3, his room 
number and given Slansky his direct-dial number. | 


All of this is a part of the court record. 


On January 17, as this writer sat in the courtroom, another mind- 

numbing event occurred. |

As Vreeland sat shackled in a corner, closely flanked by two 

guards, the Crown Solicitor sought to debunk Vreeland?s 

assertions that he had been assigned to travel to Moscow to 


review and retrieve highly technical and classified docume nts 
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pertaining to Russian and Chinese efforts to counter the 
proposed US? Star Wars? missile defense system. [Ed note: FTW 

© believes this to be a cover story.] ?Why,? said the Crown 
Solicitor, ?would the US choose, in a case involving some of the 
most highly technical intelligence, a random seaman with 
training in the tool and die field.? The point that someone 
discharged in 1986 with no special training and rank would be 
sent to review technical documents sounded reasonable ? 
assuming that Vreeland?s background was as the Solicitor 
argued. 


The reasonableness vanished a few moments later as the Crown 
Solicitor argued that Vreeland, who has been in jail and without 
access to a computer for thirteen months, had somehow cracked 
the Pentagons personnel records and inserted his name, an office 
number, and telephone extension into the Pentagon d atabase. 


No one except for Vreeland and attorney Galati seemed to notice 
the contradiction. 


The Crown Solicitor ventured further through the looking glass 
by then arguing that Vreeland, having certain papers in his 
possession at the time of his arrest, had memorized Russian and 

© Albanian documents and then had translated the m from 
memory. Vreeland doesn?t speak Russian or Albanian. The judge, 
noticing this stretch of credibility, asked the Solicitor to restate 
the point. The argument then became that Vreeland had an 
unnamed colleague go to an unspecified web site, print Russian 
and Albanian documents for him, and then used foreign language 
dictionaries to translate them. 


Vreeland?s extradition process could take years and his time in 
jail has not been easy. There have been threats, illnesses and his 
every move is watched. Galati and Slansky wonder how long his 
psyche will hold up. The history of jailh ouse deaths of key 
witnesses leans heavily in favor of Vreeland?s belief. that he 
could be kill ed at any moment. His apparent strategy is to not 
reveal any accurate Top Se cret material to either his lawyers or 
the press, hoping that his silence will provi de him with some 
support from US clandestine services. This a standard approach 
taken in dozens of similar cases researched by FTW in the past 
They include the cases ? we II known in research circles ? of 
William Tyree and Michael Riconosciuto. Tyree has been jailed on 
a questionable murder conviction since 1979 and Riconosciuto on 
e a variety or drug-related charges since the early 1990s. Both 
men have been directly connected to CIA and other intelligence 
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operations by official documents. 


2We don?t need to know and we don?t want to know the secret 
details, 252۷5 Galati. ?They?re not necessary for us to do the job 
of keeping our client alive and in Canada. He faces a special 
danger in the US because he has also been an informant against 
an organized crim e family in Michigan where the criminal 
charges originate. The most he is facing there is two y ears but 
we believe he might not live for two days in that system.? 


Additional press reports indicate that Vreeland?s intelligence 
work was connected to dr ug smuggling ? a much more likely 
reason for his trip to Moscow. And the history of the relation s 
between Naval Intelligence and the mafia is documented as far 
back a s the Second World War when ONI officers made deals 
with convicted mafia don Lucky Lucia no and his lieutenant Vito 
Genovese to protect New York docks and assist with the 
Subsequent Alli ed invasion and occupation of Italy. 


Mike Vreeland is one man wh o, in a rational world, could totally 
expose the complicity of the US government in the attacks of 
September 11th. No one has disputed what he wrote and stuffed 
into that envelope. In a rational world that would be the most 
pressing and public inquiry of all. The two questions remaining 
are whether Vreeland will live and whether or not he wil | ever 
tell what he knows. That may be a mutually exclusive 
proposition. |

Strange story of a jailed spy unfoids in Toronto court [ Nick Pron

While jet fighters drop bombs on Afghanistan in the wake of the 
World Trade Center tragedy and FBI agents search for the source 
of anthrax letters, an incredible tale has been unfolding in a 
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Toronto courtroom. 

It draws together the threads of a narrative some describe as 
"stunning and fantastic," while others wonder if it isn't just the 
ravings of a lunatic. 


The man telling the tale in sworn court affidavits is Delmart 
Edward Vreeland, who faces credit fraud charges in Canada and 
in the United States, where officials are attempting to extradite 
him. 


The 35-year-old American claims to be a lieutenant in a U.S. Navy 
intelligence unit — a spy who says he knew in advance about the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 


In his affidavit, he says he tried to warn Canadian intelligence 
about possible terrorist attacks on New York and the Pentagon, 
along with targets in Ottawa and Toronto, but was written off as 
a petty criminal. 


So he wrote the warning on a piece of paper, sealed it in an 
envelope, and handed it to jail guards a month before the 
attacks. They opened the letter Sept. 14 and immediately 
forwarded the information to Ottawa. 


His lawyers, Rocco Galati and Paul Slansky, are fighting 
extradition, telling the court he could face treason charges and 
the death penalty in the U.S. 


In the first stage of hearings, federal prosecutor Kevin Wilson 
yesterday told Mr. Justice Archie Campbell of the Superior Court 
of Justice that he was skeptical of Vreeland's claims.. 

| 
“Is his story possible? I can't go so far as to say it's not possible, 
but it's not plausible," Wilson said. | 


The prosecutor said he has seen no evidence to back Vreeland's 
claim that Canadian embassy official Marc Bastien was murdered 
in Moscow in December. Canadian officials said the 35-year-old 
computer specialist died of natural causes. So, who is Delmart 
Edward Joseph Michael Vreeland II? 

According to court documents, Vreeland was 18 when he enlisted 
in the U.S. Navy in 1984. | 


Two years later, Vreeland says in his affidavit, he joined a special 
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| 
unit investigating drug smuggling into the U.S. by naval 
personnel. But the navy says Vreeland was “unsatisfactorily 
discharged" in 1986. | 
Vreeland also claims he gathered information on a crime family 
in Detroit and testified against them in 1998. Late last year, he 
says, he came to Canada to help smuggle Russian military 
secrets out of Moscow, including Russia's plan to counter the 
American "Star Wars" missile defence system. While in Moscow, 
Vreeland says, he met Bastien. 


Vreeland was arrested by a police fugitive squad nine months 
ago. While in Toronto (Don) Jail, he met Nestor Fonseca, who 
was facing drug smuggling charges and extradition to the U.S. 
The court documents say Fonseca allegedly told Vreeland of his 
plans to kill a Toronto judge and others. Fonseca was charged 
with counselling to commit murder. 


Galati and Slansky said in the documents that Vreeland should be 
put into the witness protection program in Canada because he is 
the main witness against Fonseca. 


Galati writes in one document: "Neither myself, nor Mr. 

Slansky ... have seen anything as incomprehensibly frustrating, 
inexplicable and irresponsibly absurd ... as the RCMP's position 
that they are not interested in reviewing Mr. Vreeland's 
information." It would appear, Galati says in the brief, that the 
Canadian and American governments have written Vreeland off 
as a "nut case," which he says is a "patently absurd conclusion."

9-11 whistleblower Delmart “Mike” Vreeland, the US Navy officer 
who wrote a written warning of the 9-11 attacks, a month before 
they occurred, was released on bail yesterday after a hearing in 
Toronto Superior Court in which he was ordered to reside at a 
Toronto apartment leased by his mother. At the time the bail 
release order was issued, the address was made part of the 
public record and announced in open court, raising immediate 
fears that Vreeland, who has expressed fear for his safety, would 
become easy prey for would-be assassins. The same pattern was 
followed immediately before the public execution of drug 
smuggler and intelligence operative Barry Seal in 1986. 


Late yesterday afternoon, FTW Publisher/Editor Mike Ruppert 
spoke by telephone with both Vreeland and his attorney, Paul 
Slansky, and learned that Canadian authorities had agreed, 
shortly after the court hearing, to allow Vreeland to change his 
approved residence location to an undisclosed address in the 
Toronto vicinity in order to ensure his safety. 


FTW has also learned that all Canadian charges connected to 
Vreeland's December 2000 arrest have been dropped and that 
Vreeland, who is seeking permanent political refugee status in 
Canada, has been granted temporary refugee status until 
February 2003, or until his extradition case has been resolved in 
Canadian courts. Vreeland, who has also served as an informant 
on organized crime investigations in the US, allegedly while 
working as a Naval intelligence officer, has stated in Canadian 
court proceedings that he fears immediate assassination if forced 
to return to the US because of his ability to prove US government 
foreknowledge of the 9-11 attacks and because of continuing 
threats from Russian and American organized crime. 


Canadian courts have continually refused to allow Vreeland or his 
attorneys to present mounting evidence validating his assertions 
-- in many cases corroborated by official records -- that he was a 
Naval lieutenant conducting secret intelligence operations for the 
US government in Russia just before his Canadian arrest on 
Michigan fraud charges in December 2000. Vreeland's claims that 
a Canadian diplomat, Marc Bastien, was murdered in Moscow, 
originally denied by Canadian officials, have since proven true as 
a result of autopsy findings. The Canadian government has since 
acknowledged that Bastien was murdered.

It was on these 2000 intelligence operations in Russia that 
Vreeland obtained the information which told him attacks against 
the World Trade Center and the Pentagon -- among other targets 
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| 
-- were pending, and that US intelligence was aware of them. 
Vreeland’s warning note, sealed and placed in the sole custody of 
Canadian jailers on Aug. 11 or 12, also contained the ominous 
statement, “Let one happen. Stop the rest.” That document was 
entered into evidence in Vreeland’s extradition hearing on Oct. 7, 


2001. At that time Canadian authorities acknowledged that the 
letter had been written a month before the attacks.

Phoenix memo redux: The FBI admitted today 
that it ignored one of its own pilots who 
expressed concerns in 1998 about Arab men 
seeking flight training in Oklahoma. 


The FBI pilot told his supervisor in Oklahoma 
City "that he has observed large numbers of 
Middle Eastern males receiving flight training 
at Oklahoma airports in recent months," 
according to the memo. The pilot warned that 
"this is a recent phenomenon and may be 
related to planned terrorist activity." He 
"speculates that light planes would be an 

ideal means of spreading chemical or 
biological agents." 


The FBI memo, dated May 18, 1998, was marked 
"routine" and never forwarded to headquarters. 


FBI Director Robert Mueller also disclosed a 
second clue today that he said might be 

relevant to the investigation into the 

September hijackings: A Middle Eastern country 
where U.S. shipments are restricted sought 
unsuccessfully before Sept. 11 to buy a 
commercial flight simulator. 


The FBI refused to identify the country but 
claimed it was not one publicly connected to 
Sept. 11. It said the information came from 

another U.S. agency that it would not 
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identify. ۱ 


Asked whether investigators might discover 
more clues already in their possession hinting 
at suicide hijackings, Mueller said, "There 
may be others out there." 


He expressed regret about FBI headquarters 
bungling a warning from its Phoenix office 
about the large number of Arabs seeking pilot, 
security and airport operations training at a 
U.S. flight school. He said midlevel FBI 
bureaucrats should have immediately given the 
memo to top officials. 


"There were a number of things that 
organizationally should have happened," 
Mueller said. 


He said he did not learn about that memo until 
after Sept. 14, when he asserted at a news 
conference: "The fact that there were a number 
of individuals that happened to have received 
training at flight schools is news, quite 
obviously. If we had understood that to be the 
case, we would have - perhaps one could have 
averted this."

John Connolly was a decorated Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent, but he was actually corrupted into 
being a prized informant for Boston mobsters, “functioning 
as a member of a criminal enterprise," a federal prosecutor 
said yesterday in closing arguments at Connolly's trial for 
racketeering and obstruction of justice, according to The 
New York Times. 


"John Connolly knew what his obligations were" in limiting 
his personal ties to his organized crime informants, said the 
prosecutor, John Durham, an assistant United States 
Attorney. "But he was on somebody else's team." 


Connolly, 61, is accused of leaking information to his own 
informants that resulted in the killing of three witnesses, of 
taking bribes and of tipping off James (Whitey) Bulger, the 
head of a powerful crime family in Boston, about a secret 
1994 federal indictment against him that enabled him to 
flee. The accusations were spelled out in 10 days of 
testimony by a parade of convicted organized-crime 
figures, an extortion victim, federal judges and Connolly's 
secretaries. The jury is to begin deliberations today.

As anyone acquainted with the Vreeland saga 
knows, grains of salt are de rigeur. 
Discriminating truth from untruth is frustrating 
and potentially discrediting labour. (I recall Gary 
Sick's words about characters such as Vreeland: 
"they are meant to be.") What adds to the 
frustration is Vreeland can't be taken at his word, 
but his word must still be taken into account. 
Even disinformation, if it's recognized, can be 
revealing.

A up from a credit card company Wednesday, Oct. 20, led to the arrest of a 

man wanted in numerous states and Canada by the Franklin County — Advertisement 
Sheriff's Department. 

According to Sheriff's Deputy Ken Lubkeman, "A Shell credit card had 
been used at Dudley's Corner, and when it was electronically run through, it 
had been flagged that there was a problem with the card." 

The credit card company phoned the Franklin County Sheníf's 
Department to report thc usc of thc card. 

Lubkeman said deputies Stephen Bardole and Adam Blau were 
dispatched to investigate the matter, and while they were on the road, a 
sheriff's department in Colorado "called us and told us the person 
associated with that card was wanted in their state." 

Bardole and Blau located the white, full-size van at around the 170 mile 
marker on 1-35, and when they questioned the subject, he gave them several 
different names and birth dates. 

The subject, identified at Clayton Steeves, was found to have 16 
warrants out of several states, including Michigan, Colorado, Virginia, and 
Florida. In addition, he was also wanted by the FBI and the New York 


Era 


Police Department. The warrants included charges such as flight to avoid E E E E a 
prosccution, forgery, felony credit card, arson, and child prostitution. 
Steeves is being held at the Hardin County Jail, in Eldora, on charges of being a fugitive from justice, and providing false 
@ information to a peace officer. 


On Monday morning, Oct. 25, the Chronicle received a tip from a caller in Canada that Steeves was also known as 
Delmart Vreeland, and was somewhat of a celebrity in that country. 

An Internet search of the name resulted in no less than 909 matches. Vreeland has gained notoriety in Canada for claiming 
to have predicted the 9/11 terrorist attacks, and for claiming to be a Naval Intelligence operative. 

Within days, news of Vreeland's arrest by Franklin County authorities filtered up to Canada, and a reporter from the 
Toronto Star called the sheriffs department and interviewed Deputy Lubkeman for a story that appeared in the Stars Sunday, 
Oct. 24, edition. 

Lubkeman told the Chronicle that Vreeland will be held while the investigation continues. 

The sheriff's department was assisted in the investigation by the Hampton Police Department, the Sheffield Police 
Department, and the Iowa State Patrol.

On January 31, 2006, I was at a training class at the Rocky Mountain Regional Computer 
Forensics Laboratory (RMRCFL), and during the training I learned that the RMRCFL has the 
capability to access stored photographic images from the memory of some digital cameras. 


On February 1, 2006, I spoke with the Asst. Director of the RMRCEL, Lt. Ron HARVEY. . told 
Lt. HARVEY the make and model of VREELAND's digital camera, and he researched the 
specifications on it and told me the following: 


-The manufacture specifications state that camera has a 16 mg internal memory. 

-It is a possibility that photographs could be recovered from the internal memory of the 
camera, even though there is no flashcard. 

-With legal authorization the RMRCFL will search the internal memory of the camera to 
determine if it contains any photographic evidence in this case.

UNITED STATES COURT RULING | 


When bail is given, the principal is regarded as delivered to the custody of his sureties (bondsman). 
Their dominion is a continuance of the original imprisonment. Whenever they choose to do so, they 
may seize him/her and deliver him/her up in their discharge, and if this cannot be done at once, they 
may imprison him/her until it can be done. They may exercise their rights in person or by an agent. 
They may pursue him/her into another state; may arrest on the Sabbath; and if necessary, may break 
and enter his/her house for that purpose. The seizure is not made by virtue of any new process; none 
is needed. It is likened to the re-arrest by the Sheriff of an escaping prisoner. l 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF BOND CONDITIONS 


On May 24, 1979, Governor Lamm signed into law an Act amending by the addition of a new sec- 
tion, Section 18-8-212, C.R.S. 1973. The amendment provides that if a person is accused by com- 
plaint, information, or indictment of the commission of a felony, the person had been released on bail 
bond, and he/she knowingly fails to appear for trial or other proceedings, he/she commits a Class 
Five felony. The amendment further provides that if a person has been accused by complaint, infor- 
mation, or indictment of committing a misdemeanor or petty offense, the person has been released on ` 
bail bond, and the person knowingly failed to appear for trial or other proceedings, that person has 


committed a Class Three misdemeanor. 


The statute provides for a mandatory penalty of not less than one year when a person 15 accused of 
committing a felony and not less than six months when a person is accused of committing a misde- 
meanor, It further provides that the sentence shall be served consecutively to any sentence for the 
offense for which the person is on bail. |

UNITED STATES COURT RULING 


When bail is given, the principal is regarded as delivered to the custody of his sureties (bondsman). 
Their dominion is a Continuance of the original imprisonment. Whenever they choose to do so, they 
may seize him/her and deliver him/her up in their discharge, and if this cannot be done at once, they 
may imprison him/her until it can be done. They may exercise their nights in person or by an agent, 
They may pursue him/her into another state; may arrest on the Sabbath; and if necessary, may break 
and enter his/her house for that purpose. The seizure is not made by virtue Zem new process; none 
Is needed. It 15 likened to the re-arrest by the Sheriff of an escaping prisoner. ; 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF BOND CONDITIONS 


On May 24, 1979, Governor Lamm signed into law an Act amending by the laddition of a new sec- 
tion, Section 18-8-212, C.R.S. 1973. The amendment provides that if a person is accused by com- 
plaint, information, or indictment of the commission of a felony, the person had been released on bail 
bond, and he/she knowingly fails to appear for trial or other proceedings, he/she commits a Class 
Five felony. The amendment further provides that if a person has been accused by complaint, infor- 
mation, or indictment of committing a misdemeanor or petty offense, the person has been released on ` 
bail bond, and the person knowingly failed to appear for trial or other proceedings, that person has 
committed a Class Three misdemeanor. 


The statute provides for a mandatory penalty of not less than one year whenla person is accused of 
committing a felony and not less than six months when a person is accused of committing a misde- 
meanor. It further provides that the sentence shall be served consecutively to any sentence for the 


offense for which the person is on bail.

In the past when I've asked for a list of retailers who sold a specific model camera, I've received a spreadsheet 
with about 100 US retailers, and the approximate number of units they each ordered - ranging from tens of 
thousands from a Best Buy or Circuit City or Walmart, to a few hundred from smaller regional shops, to a few 
dozen from a single drug store. We can't tell you where this specific serial number was sold. All we could do is 
tell you which retailers had the ability to sell this model camera. We don't track serial numbers either by shipment 


to a store, nor by point of retail purchase.

OK - assuming the "sample images" were the three factory loaded images stored in the "favorites" menu (and 
therefore not obviously a retail store demo model), then if you can get the defendant to admit that he purchased 
the camera "new" and not as a "demo", you could use the PC / TC data to contradict his claims that the camera 
was never used.

Background 


Kodak (Joseph Ruh, Kodak Legal Dept x15742) was asked by the Douglas County, 
Colorado, Sheriff's Department to examine a Kodak digitai camera, model CX7430, serial 
number #KCKCY 42215475 to determine whether any images or other information regarding 
how the camera may have been used might exist in the "Favorites" tolder or elsewhere in the 
camera internal memory. 


This project was assigned to me on April 10, 2006. 
Technical overview of the CX7430 internal memory 


The CX7430 model camera contains internal memory of both a volatile and non-volatile 
nature. When the user elects to use internal memory for image storage the non-volatile 
memory is utilized. This non-volatile memory is of a type known as flash memory. There is 
©) approximately 16MB of flash memory of which 3MB (the "program memory”) is used to store 
the software program that the camera uses to capture images and control the user interface. 


This 3MB program memory is typically unaltered during normal camera operations, but may 
be re-written when there is an upgrade to the camera software. The exception to this is a 
very small portion of program memory that is used to retain camera lifetime usage 
information, such as the total number of power-up cycles, total number of images captured, 
and tota! number of times the flash unit was discharged. These stored parameters are used 
by a service technician if the camera is returned for service. 


Also stored in this 3MB program memory are the User Preferences settings for camera 
features, such as exposure compensation, picture quality. and white balance. 


The remaining 13MB of internal memory (the "image memory") is used for image storage (i) if 
an external memory card is not present or (ii) if a memory card is present but the user has 
selected internal memory as the preferred storage for images. The image files are organized 
within the image memory according to the ISO/IEC 9293 FAT File specification. That 
ISO/IEC specification requires that the image memory contain a Boot Sector, a File Allocation 
Table (FAT), a copy of the FAT, and a Root folder and any sub-folders. 
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In normal operation, internal memory functions as follows: 
DATE/TIME 


When a user operates the camera for the first time or if the battery was replaced after having 
been removed for more than a few minutes, the camera when powered on will request the 
user to set the time and date or to skip this operation. if the date is not set by the user it 
defaults to January 1, 2004. 


DEFAULT IMAGE STORAGE 


The camera also defaults to the "Auto" storage mode. This mode will use the internal 13MB 
image memory for image storage if a removable storage card is not present, and will use the 
removable storage card instead of the image memory if a removable storage card Is present. 


BRAGBOOK / internal Memory "Favorites" 


The camera includes the capability to serve as a digital photo album, allowing users to store 
images on the camera and view those images on the camera display. The user uses Kodak 
EasyShare software to select images stored on the user's computer as "favorites". The 
Kodak EasyShare software then uploads thumbnail-sized versions of those images from the 
user computer to the camera's internal image memory where they are stored in the directory 
called "bragbook", and where they are accessed for viewing by the user by selecting the 
"Favorites" viewing option (the heart icon) from the camera rotating function control. The 
images in the bragbook directory of the camera's internal memory cannot be added to or 
deleted from that directory by use of any camera functions - only the EasyShare software 
application can read and write to the bragbook internal memory folder. 


The bragbook directory is pre-loaded at the factory with three sample or "demo" images. 


e Do not confuse this discussion of "Favorite" images stored in the camera's bragbook directory 
with the following discussion involving tagging newly created images, stored in the image 
memory or removable memory, as "Favorites". 


TAGGED IMAGES 


The camera enables users to tag images for specia! handling by pressing the "Share" button 
on the camera. Pressing the "Share" button brings up a number of options (print the image, 
email the image, store the image as a "Favorites" in the bragbook directory) that will take 
effect the next time the camera is connected to the EasyShare software application on the 
user's computer. If an image is tagged as a "Favorite" immediately after it is captured, it will 
not appear in the bragbook directory until the user next connects to the EasyShare software, 
because the image must be downloaded to the EasyShare software application, then 
uploaded in a thumbnail sized version from the EasyShare software application back to the 
camera's bragbook directory. 


When a tagged image is marked as a Favorite, the image name and other attributes are 
added to the file £AVORTAG.MRK. This file is used to enable the transfer of images tagged 
as Favorites from the camera to the user's computer using the Kodak EasyShare software 
application. Note that the name of the image, but not the image itself, is stored in this file, 
The image itself remains stored in its original location on either internal image memory or on 
the removable memory. 


If a user decides to untag an image as a Favorite, the name of that image is removed from | 
the FAVORTAG.MAK file. If the FAVORTAG.MAK file is deleted, then all images previously 
tagged as Favorites that existed in internal image memory or removable memory would 
appear as normal, untagged images. As previously discussed, untagging an image as a 
Favorite has no effect on the images stored in the bragbook directory by the EasyShare 
software application. 


IMAGES 


When an image is captured and stored either in internal image memory or on a removable 
memory card, it will typically occupy several sequential clusters.

On the other hand, deleting 
an image from a removable memory card or reformatting that card will not destroy the image 
data, and in many cases the images may be recovered. 


IMAGE SEQUENCE NUMBERS 


The image sequence numbers used to name each image as از‎ is captured are derived from 
an image counter maintained in the 3MB program memory that is not accessibie by the user. 
The image counter is incremented each time an image is captured and is appended to the 
memory location field (000x for internal memory, 100x for removable memory). !f the image 
counter value is less than 4 digits, the counter value is appended to leading zeros (0's) so the 
image name is always the same length, 8 characters. 


The sequence number will always increment after each new image is captured, regardless of 
where the image is stored, internally or on a removable memory card. 


Only images captured with this camera will use the camera's sequence number. Images 
upioaded to the camera (for example, to the bragbook directory from the EasyShare software 
application) will retain their original name. 


Report of Examination 


۱ received the camera from J. Ruh on April 10, 2006, The camera had no memory card and a 
partially charged battery. Upon initial examination it powered up and appeared to be in 
operabie condition, although no tesi of the camera image capture functions was performed. 


Using the camera menu | was able to determine that no images were listed as being stored in 
internal image memory where new images would normally reside, and that the three sample 
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or "demo" images loaded at the factory, and no other images, were stored in the bragbook 
directory. 


In order to extract the information provided in this report, the camera was connected to a PC 
via the USB port. A software program used in the development of the camera firmware was 
then used to read the entire contents of the internal image memory. The binary form of this

There were no images contained within the cameras internal image memory, but there were 
references to images that had been deleted. The locations of the deleted images were in the 
proper foider, 100K7430 and were properly tagged with OxE5 as the first character in their 
respective filenames, (see file KCKCY42215475_ 100K 7430Dir.txt on the accompanying CD). 
This suggests that internal memory had not been re-formatted, because if it had been these 
references to the deleted files would have been overwritten. 


Images referenced in file KCKCY42215475_100K7430Dir txt are listed in the order of date & 

time. The reason for newer images listed prior to image 000 0770.jpg was that the images 

previously occupying these clusters were deleted to make room for more images, in this 
& instance images 000_0806.jpg -> 000 0830.jpg. 


CONCLUSION 


It can be concluded from the list of deleted files in the 100K7430 folder that 60 images 
previously stored in that folder had been deleted. It can also be concluded from the image 
naming sequence that there were 769 images captured prior to the images listed in the 
100K7430 folder and that a total of at least 830 images had been captured with this camera. 


It cannot be conciuded however that the date and times oí capture listed are accurate as the 
user may set these to arbitrary values. 


NOTE 


During the examination, the camera remained solely in my custody and data was only read 
from the camera, never written to. The included CD contains a number of data files, 
including:

Background 


Kodak (Joseph Ruh, Kodak Legal Dept x15742) was asked by the Douglas County, 
Colorado, Sheriff's Department to examine a Kodak digital camera, model CX7430, serial 
number #KCKCY42215475 to determine whether any images or other information regarding 
how the camera may have been used might exist in the "Favorites" folder or elsewhere in the 
camera internal memory. 


This project was assigned to me on April 10, 2006. 


Technical overview of the CX7430 internal memory 


e The CX7430 model camera contains internal memory of both a volatile and non-volatile 
nature. When the user elects to use internal memory for image storage the non-volatile 
memory is utilized. This non-volatile memory is of a type known as flash memory. There is 
approximately 16MB of flash memory of which 3MB (the "program memory") is used to store 
the software program that the camera uses to capture images and control the user interface. 


This 3MB program memory is typically unaltered during normal camera operations, but may 
be re-written when there is an upgrade to the camera software. The exception to this is a 
very small portion of program memory that is used to retain camera lifetime usage 
information, such as the total number of power-up cycles, total number of images captured, 
and total number of times the flash unit was discharged. These stored parameters are used 
by a service technician if the camera is returned for service. 


Also stored in this 3MB program memory are the User Preferences settings for camera 
features, such as exposure compensation, picture quality, and white balance. 


The remaining 13MB of internal memory (the "image memory") is used for image storage (i) if 
an external memory card is not present or (ii) if a memory card is present but the user has 
selected internal memory as the preferred storage for images. The image files are organized 
within the image memory according to the ISO/IEC 9293 FAT File specification. That 
ISO/IEC specification requires that the image memory contain a Boot Sector, a File Allocation 
Table (FAT), a copy of the FAT, and a Root folder and any sub-folders.

DATE/TIME 


When a user operates the camera for the first time or if the battery was replaced after having 
been removed for more than a few minutes, the camera when powered on will request the 
user to set the time and date or to skip this operation. ۱۲ the date is not set by the user it 
defaults to January 1, 2004. 


DEFAULT IMAGE STORAGE 


The camera also defaults to the “Auto” storage mode. This mode will use the internal 13MB 
image memory for image storage if a removable storage card is not present, and will use the 
removable storage card instead of the imaqe memory if a removabie storage card is present. 


BRAGBOOK / Internal Memory "Favorites" 


The camera includes the capability to serve as a digital photo album, allowing users to store 
images on the camera and view those images on the camera display. The user uses Kodak 
EasyShare software to select images stored on the user's computer as "favorites". The 
Kodak EasyShare software then uploads thumbnail-sized versions of those images from the 
user computer to the camera's internal image memory where they are stored in the directory 
called "bragbook", and where they are accessed for viewing by the user by selecting the

On May 16, 2006 the subject camera was returned to Kodak for repair of a display screen that 
had been damaged when the camera was returned from Kodak to the Douglas County Sheriff's 
Dept. 


The camera was received in the Kodak service and repair facility in Rochester, NY. Upon initial 
examination the camera would not power up, and upon examination it was determined that the 
rechargeable batteries in the camera had fully discharged. 


The camera was connected to a power source through an accessory cable and the camera was 
then powered up. The date to which the camera clock was set was determined by accessing the 
camera menu system, and the date was able to be displayed on the partially damaged screen. 
The date appeared to be January 1, 2004, which is the default date to which the camera reverts 
when the batteries are removed from the camera or discharged. 


Two photographs of the back of the camera showing the damaged screen and the default time 
setting were taken at that time, and are attached. 


It is not possible to determine from any information stored within the camera the time or date 
when the batteries were removed or became fully discharged so as to cause the clock to revert to 
the default setting, nor is it possible to determine from examination of the camera the time and 
date to which the camera was set at the moment the batteries were removed or became fully 
discharged. 


The display screen was then repaired, and the camera was reassembled and tested. During the 
repair, none of the original components with the exception of the display screen were removed 
from the camera. in addition, the camera calibration and firmware updates that would normally be 
done before a camera was returned to a customer were not done in this case. As a result, the 
camera's internal memory and firmware were not altered by this repair, except for incrementing 
the counter for the number of power on cycles.

I received the jail incident report from Captain McNamee and it reflected in part the 
following: 


e On 1/31/06, Aurora Police detectives informed Sgt. Kevin Moffitt that they 
needed to come down and speak with inmate Vreeland in reference to a letter that 
he wrote to them outlining a shooting that would take place at a Goodwill store. 

e A shooting did occur and they wanted to interview him. 

° Moffitt brought the detectives down to the interview room in B. 


e Vreeland requested to speak with him after he was done talking to the detectives. 


e Around 2100, he went down and spoke to Vreeland in the interview room of 7 
Pod. 


e Vreeland asked if Judge King had any kids and if so he had information that they 
were possibly in danger. 


e He asked Vreeland if he told the Aurora detectives and he stated he did not 
because he did not want to release any information until he could get some 
guarantees. 


e Vreeland stated that he isn’t looking to make any deals in reference to his Douglas 
case but does want some guarantees. 


I spoke to Vreeland and he told me the following: 


e He was in an elevator coming from court and someone passed him a note stating 
the names of the people that were going to be harmed.

e He did not want to give the name of the person that passed him the note until he 
was moved from the and taken out of the Bl he was wearing. 


e He stated that there was a city attorney from Aurora (possibly named Charlie 
Richards), an unknown detective from Aurora, an unknown family member of an 
Aurora officer, a district attorney, and Judge King's children that were being 
threatened. 


e He stated that he sent a letter to Aurora Police saying that he knew some details 
about the shooting that occurred at the Goodwill store and he also knew who did 
it. 


e He said that two Aurora detectives were at the jail last night and talked to him. 


e The detectives were going to contact the District Attorney's Office and let them 
know that he wanted to talk to them. 


e Hetold the detectives that he would tell them more if he were able to talk to Carol 
Chambers from the District Attorney's Office. 


e The Aurora detectives left the jail. 


Sgt. Peitzmeier and myself spoke with Judge King and notified him of the situation. King 
advised that he was not worried about the possible threat and that he thought this was 
something that Vreeland was trying to do to get him removed from the case. Vreeland’s 
case is set for trial at the end of February. King read through half of the jail incident 
report up until the point where it talked about his children being in danger and stopped 
reading after that point. King advised us to let Darren Vahle, who is the District Attorney 
prosecuting Vreeland’s case, know about the situation. 


We met with DA Vahle and Inv. Dea Aragon and informed them of the situation. Aragon 
and Vahle told us that Vreeland has a long history of making up stories and information 
that he has on other high profile cases that make the news. 


Detective Mary Ann Trujillo sent me the letter that Vreeland wrote to them and it 
reflected the following: 


" Dear Sirs: 

I am going to make this letter quick and to the point. There is a group of 
persons who have a little plan on getting even with a few police officers, detectives, 
district attorneys, and judges.

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They plan on getting to the family members and in some cases, the officers and 
DA’s themselves, some in your area and some in others. 


They have school information on the kids, high and jr. high, a wife or sister at a

You need to know that all police agencies hate me, they would rather let a fellow 
officer or family member get killed then lend me credibility. 


You yourself can ignore me if you like, but don 't ignore the information. 
I will not discuss any of this with the Douglas County Sheriff's. 


I plan on telling my lawyer this Friday, January 27, 2006 at court if he comes to see 
me. 


These retaliations are going to be random and spread out so not to show a pattern 
to quickly. 


I am not looking to have any charges dropped. I just don t want to know someone is 
planning to hurt people and not stop it. 


I don’t give a damn what the police say about me, I will deal with my charges at 
trial. 


I am sending a letter just like this to Carol Chambers and to Denver, just to give a 
heads up. 


I know for a fact that they have addresses of a judge, a cherry mall girl, and a 
Goodwill lady and other stuff like gyms and hang outs etc. 


I am simply telling this so no one says I did not repeat what I was told.

McMahan had droped a bombshell in court the other day stating that Tom Henry which is 
Vreelands Attorney was blackmailing him. Vreeland stated he wished that McMahan would have 
given somewarning about making the accusation. Inmate Vreeland stated he had court in the 
morning and that either Tom Henry was going to withdraw from the case or put him on the 
stand to refute the allegations Lt. McMahan made earlier in court. Vreeland stated if 
Henry asked him about the situation he would bury his attorney and would tell the 
truth. Inmate Vreeland alleged that Henry has asked him to lie on the stand before. Inmate 
Vreeland stated that he was trying to get Lt. McMahan's attention at the court when the 
statements were made but has been unable to speak to him since that date. Inmate Vreeland 
then went on to complain about his lockdown from earlier in the shift and he kept saying 
that Sgt.Young was messing with him.
